Majority Leader Rosendale moved the Senate recess and proceed to the House of Representatives 
to meet in joint session for the purpose of hearing the State of the Judiciary address presented by 
Chief Justice Mike McGrath, and upon adjournment of the joint session, the Senate reconvene to 
conduct business. Motion carried. 


The Senate was introduced in the House Chambers; President Barrett assumed the chair. 
Majority Leader Rosendale moved the Senate and House of Representatives resolve into a joint 
session for the purpose of receiving the State of the Judiciary address from Chief Justice Mike 
McGrath. Motion carried. 

President Barrett appointed a committee comprised of Senators Driscoll and Sales, and 
Representatives Dudek and Mandeville and charged the committee to accompany Chief Justice 
McGrath into the chambers. 


President Barrett introduced Chief Justice McGrath to the joint session, and the Chief Justice gave 
the following speech: 


KKK 


"Madam President, Mr. Speaker, Members of the Court, Honored Guests, Members of this Joint 
Assembly: 
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Thank you for giving me this opportunity. It is indeed an honor to be here speaking on behalf of 
Montana's Judiciary. It is very gracious of you to schedule the time to hear from the Executive 
and Judicial Branches of Montana's government. 


Let me also acknowledge the work of the Legislative Auditor's office. In the past few years we 
have had audit reviews of the Water Court, Drug Courts, and Court Help Programs. These 
reviews are very helpful to us as managers and allow us the opportunity to look at issues that 
need addressing. So thank you for providing that service. 


Once again, this session, the State of the Judiciary is a mixed bag. In Montana, our courts 
process about 1,000 cases each day--350,000 per year. It adds up to one case for every three 
Montana residents. At 1,000 cases per day, our courts are busy and the workload for court 
employees is very heavy. The District Courts, which are the courts of general jurisdiction that 
handle the most serious cases, exceeded 53,000 new cases last year--another record. 


Many people come to court because their lives are in crisis. They include victims of crime and 
people charged with crimes, children suffering from child abuse, ranchers who can't irrigate 
because of a water dispute, businesses being wrongfully sued by disgruntled employees, 
workers injured on the job, neighbors fighting over disputed property boundaries or roads, 
entrepreneurs challenging the government's interpretation of legislation, and mothers seeking 
child support to buy diapers. 


In recent years, in many places throughout the world, governments are in major transition. 
Citizens have risen up, not only in protest but in insurrection and civil war. Why? They want 
what we have. They want a right to be heard by their government. They want a place at the 
table when major decisions affecting their lives are being made by the government. And they 
want to be governed by the rule of law where disputes can be resolved by an independent and 
impartial system of dispute resolution. 


Our founders developed a system that has become the blueprint for political and economic 
success for the modern world. 


In the words of historian Joseph Ellis, American success is "about the triumph of representative 
government bottomed on the principle of popular sovereignty, a market economy fueled by the 
energies of our citizens, a secular state unaffiliated with any official religion, and the rule of law 
that presumes the equality of all." 


The founders knew that the republic they had created had to be based upon the rule of law. 
That rule of law requires an independent and impartial manner of resolving disputes be they 
commercial matters, family crises, criminal charges or removal of public officers. The rule of 
law means that disputes are resolved without regard to the social status, political beliefs, or 
religious preference of the individuals involved in the dispute, and each party has the 
opportunity to explain his or her position to an impartial magistrate. All of us have the right to 
equal protection under the law, and everyone has a right to due process 
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In fact, our economy depends on this independent system. Investors and other businesses 
have the right to rely on an orderly and prompt dispute resolution process. They have the 
freedom to enter into contracts and the ability to have those contracts enforced. 


The Judiciary in Montana understands that we have a tremendous responsibility and strive daily 
to ensure that we uphold these traditions. 


Those 1,000 people per day that end up in our courts know that our justice system is based on 
the rule of law and not individual whim. Our disputes are resolved within an orderly system that 
provides all parties the opportunity to be heard. They know that even in the most remote 
courthouse in Montana, they will get a fair hearing and hopefully a timely decision. 


Individual citizens have the rights enunciated in our Constitution and the ability to enforce those 
rights whether they are in Superior or Sidney, Billings or Butte. 


And all of us have the right to expect the courts to make those decisions based on the merits of 
each individual case by judges independent of bias, prejudice or political influence. 


The creation of these independent government branches to provide a system of checks and 
balances was an ingenious idea. Each Branch is independent, yet reliant on the other two. 
Members of all three Branches take the same oath of office "to support, protect and defend the 
Constitution of the United States and the Constitution of the state of Montana." As Chief 
Justice Roberts has noted: "By ensuring that no one in government has too much power, the 
Constitution helps protect ordinary Americans every day against abuse of power by those in 
authority." 


As an independent third branch of government, our responsibilities are great but our needs are 
small. Our budget is less than 1 percent of the total state budget. Yet we recognize that with 
judicial independence comes the corresponding responsibility to be accountable: 1.) to the 
people who elect us, and 2) to the Legislature, especially as to how we spend public funds. 


In an effort to be more accountable, the Judicial Branch has undertaken a series of 
performance measures. Specifically, at the Supreme Court, these measures have been 
implemented, and our case load continues to be current. We have no cases over 6 months old 
and our average time to resolve a case is less than 100 days. 


The Supreme Court takes every case that is appealed. We don't go out and find disputes to 
resolve. We hear everything from multiple homicides to dog-at-large cases, from small claims 
disputes to multi-million dollar jury verdicts. We interpret laws passed by the Legislature and 
we have the responsibility to determine if laws pass constitutional muster. And, contrary to 
what some have said, we give great deference to legislative enactments. In the six years that | 
have been Chief Justice, 70 cases have come to us seeking to overthrow measures passed by 
this body as unconstitutional. We have upheld your actions in 62 of the 70 cases. 


We have taken steps to make our decisions more available to the public and the process more 
transparent. We conduct more oral arguments in courtrooms and other locations that are 
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available for public viewing. We prepare summaries of those cases and stream the arguments 
online. And we issue a synopsis of complicated cases to make it easier for the media and the 
public to understand the questions decided. 


In the District Courts, performance standards are also now being implemented. Procedures 
have been adapted to accurately measure case loads and case timeliness. 


We recently completed, with the assistance of the National Center for State Courts, a 
systematic workload study of the District Courts. As | mentioned, last year 53,182 cases were 
filed---1,156 cases for each judge. That is a heavy caseload. 


Yet, in the last few sessions we have experienced very lean budgets including vacancy savings 
and programs funded on a one-time only basis. Our branch consists of 54 
independently-elected officials, 46 of who are elected from their local community. As the vast 
majority of our budget consists of personnel costs, it has been hard to find areas to cut. 


We have done a good job of managing our resources; we have found the waste. We cut 
$100,000 each year for library and computer research; $90,000 each year for dues to national 
organizations; and $400,000 for attorneys and guardians ad litem in child custody cases. We 
have decimated our training program and eliminated out-of-state travel to the extent that our 
staff training programs are now inadequate. 


We do not have sufficient personnel in our technology department to support the computer and 
video conferencing equipment that now exists in the 200 plus courts we support throughout 
Montana. 


Because of low interest rates and the decline of the prices of oil and gas, we will be seeking 
changes in the funding mechanism of the Water Court, the branch of the Judiciary that has 
been tasked with resolving over 200,000 water claims in Montana. Also, Senator Vincent's SB 
57 has a number of performance measures that should continue the improvement in the water 
adjudication process. Water rights disputes are often complicated and difficult to conclude. 
Our new Water Judges, Russ McElyea and Doug Ritter, are doing a great job moving these 
cases to final decrees. | hope the Senate will be able to confirm their appointments soon. 


Additional budget reductions will fall on the backs of an overworked local judiciary and inevitably 
result in delay and court backlogs. Of course the losers under that scenario are your 
constituents, especially small business and working people. 


We know that backlogged courts are bad for business. It is the commercial litigation that 
suffers most from court delay. Criminal cases, child abuse or custody cases, mental 
commitments and Youth Court cases by law must be given priority. As a result, the building 
contractor trying to resolve a contract dispute or the small business trying to collect a bad debt 
gets pushed back. 


We are continuously looking to increase efficiency. Not all judicial caseloads are the same. 
Some districts have significantly larger caseloads than others. LC 860, to be introduced by 
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Representative Steve Fitzpatrick, provides the Legislature an opportunity to take an in-depth 
look at the current geographical boundaries of the District Courts. It provides for a commission 
made up of legislators, county commissioners, and judges, and requires them to analyze our 
workload study and make some recommendations to the 2017 Legislature if changes are 
warranted. This may be one method of avoiding the necessity of adding additional judges in 
some communities. 


We have other solutions that will help reduce judicial backlogs. Most importantly, we must 
continue the Court Help Program statewide. 


Most people and many small businesses either cannot afford an attorney, or can't find an 
attorney to take their case so they represent themselves. At the trial court level, the pro se 
matters tend to be messy, are time consuming, and are very frustrating not only for the Judge 
but the parties themselves. 


Consider this. Almost 2/3 of the domestic relations cases, mostly divorces and parenting plans, 
appear in court with at least one party not represented by a lawyer. Family cases are more 
than 20% of the case load in District Court. To put this into real numbers, about 6,500 family 
law cases each year come to court with no attorney. 


With a staggering number of cases each year, we must recognize this situation as one reason, 
if not the biggest cause, for delay in our system. 


Court help is designed to assist individual Montana citizens with court service areas, places 
where you can get proper forms and assistance with the court process without unnecessary 
expense. The Judicial Branch's website receives 5,000 hits a month on the posted legal forms. 
Not all legal matters need attorneys. There are many ways we can simplify the process and 
provide people with helpful solutions. In a recent survey, an overwhelming majority of the users 
of the service indicated that they now understand their legal rights and were more prepared to 
handle their legal situation. 


Our Judges agree this program does significantly increase judicial efficiency and it does reduce 
court backlog. Incidentally, the Court Self Help staff does not offer legal advice. 


Last biennium, the Self Help centers had over 26,000 contracts with individuals and small 
businesses, helping them navigate through the complexity of our court system. Statewide, we 
do this primarily with volunteers who are recruited and trained by the limited staff that we have. 
Because of our tiny budget, we leverage staff with volunteer labor, often AmeriCorps 
volunteers. This program operates in urban and rural counties throughout Montana. 


The way our citizens approach the court system is changing dramatically. Clearly our courts 
must adapt to these changing times. 


In that regard, | would like to thank Senators Ripley and Swandal, and Representative Hunter, 
for serving as members of our Access to Justice Commission. 
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There is another area where decline in family and personal responsibility has a tremendous 
impact on our courts to say nothing of the devastating influences on the young children 
involved. 


When children are seriously abused or neglected, law enforcement and state social workers are 
often called to intervene--called most often by doctors or teachers or other family members. 
Sometimes, when the parents are unable or simply will not take the responsibility to raise their 
children without abusing them, courts become involved. In all cases, these parents are 
provided with the tools and resources they need to be able to become capable parents. When 
these efforts fail, and by law the State is required to make every possible effort to keep these 
families united, the State is compelled to ask the courts to terminate the parental rights and 
allow these children to be permanenily placed with caring, loving families. 


In 2009, our Court had 36 cases where parents appealed a decision of the District Court to 
terminate the parental rights to their children. Last year, after increasing exponentially each 
year, we decided 81 cases where the District Courts permanently terminated parental rights to 
children--a 125% increase. In the same period of time the District Courts went from 1,006 
abuse and neglect cases being filed to 1,609--a 60% increase. 


As you can imagine, all of these cases present tragic and sad circumstances. They also are 
time consuming and costly. And, by law, they must be given priority by the courts so other 
cases get pushed back further in the queue. 


Drug Courts and Treatment Courts have proven to be very successful in reuniting these 
families. Drug courts can and do save taxpayer dollars. Fortunately during the last three 
sessions Legislators had the foresight to fund a small portion of these courts. 


Not long ago 50% of the children in foster care were there because of their parents' use of 
drugs, methamphetamine in particular. | suspect the number is higher now. 


An incredibly high percentage, up to 90%, of prison inmates both male and female are 
incarcerated with chemical dependency problems. As many as half for meth. And of course 
many of our prisoners have severe mental illness issues. 


All of these social problems cause a tremendous drain on state and local government budgets. 
This is why governors across the country are proposing increased funding for drug courts as a 
cost-saving measure. 


Treatment Courts divert some of these people to less expensive and more effective 
alternatives. They can keep kids out of Pine Hills or even more expensive out of state 
placements. They divert new commitments from our prisons to less expensive alternatives in 
the community. They help our veterans repair their shattered lives and return to their families 
and communities. 


Drug courts reunite broken families and turn participants into productive members of society. 
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On October 31, Montana had 535 active participants in a Drug Court program. We have 
studies that demonstrate the success of Montana's Drug Courts. Some of the highlights 
include: 


1. Recidivism rates are lower-most Drug Court graduates do not commit new offenses. 

2. Unemployment among Drug Court participants fell by 90%. 

3. In the 78 months that the Branch has been collecting data, 61 babies were born while the 
mother was in Drug Court, and 57 of them were born drug free--a tremendous decrease in 
human suffering, and an immense saving of taxpayer dollars. 

4. As of September 30th, there were 12 pregnant women in Drug Court, women who are 
receiving treatment and are subject to routine drug testing to remain drug free. 


We have 24 active Drug Court dockets in Montana. Three of those are dedicated to our 
returning veterans that are having problems with readjustment to civilian life. 


These programs are very difficult to complete. Drug Courts don't take easy clients. These 
people are chemically addicted and have likely never functioned as a productive member of 
society. Treatment Courts are a strain on judges’ time and energy. However, they are very 
rewarding as well. They do see good things happen in a courtroom--not a common occurrence 
in our courts. 


Nationally, it has been proven that Treatment Courts are by far the most effective thing we can 
do to address drug abuse and the social and crime-related problems that go with it. 


Judges in Montana are committed to addressing the problems in their communities--problems 
they see every day.

Senator Rosendale moved that the Senate recess, beg leave to sit again at the conclusion of 
Senator Tester's speech, and that the Senate proceed to the House of Representatives to meet 
in joint session. Upon adjournment of the joint session, the Senate will reconvene. Motion carried. 


The Senate was introduced in the House Chambers; President Barrett assumed the chair. 
Victoria Valentine, Miss Montana 2014, sang the National Anthem. 


Majority Leader Rosendale moved the Senate and House of Representatives resolve into a joint 
session for the purpose of hearing an address from Jon Tester, the Honorable Senator from the 
State of Montana. Motion carried. 


President Barrett appointed a committee comprised of Senators Ankney and Malek, and 
Representatives Lavin and McCarthy and charged the committee to accompany Senator Tester 
into the chambers. 


President Barrett introduced Senator Tester to the joint session, and the Senator gave the following 
speech: 


"Thank you guys, thank you all. It is indeed great to be here today. | want to thank Madam 
President Debby Barrett, Speaker of the House Austin Knudsen, Minority Leaders Jon Sesso and 
Chuck Hunter, the entire delegation from the Montana Senate, the entire delegation from the 
Montana House, statewide officials--thank you all for being here. My family, especially my wife 
Sharla, thank you for being here. 
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| will tell you one thing. | would introduce my kids but grandkids are much more fun. If we'd have 
known that they'd be this much fun we'd have skipped the kids. So | want to introduce Kilikina and 
Brayden and Tucker and Dallin and Abbey. Thank you all for being here today. 


It is great to be back home, back home in the Montana Legislature. The last time | was in this body 
as a State Senator was ten years ago. And during my time in the State Legislature during those 
eight years | learned a lot like caring for folks with disabilities and mental illness from a chap by the 
name of Senator John Cobb. | learned about educational funding and the intricacies of it from my 
seat mate then, Spook Stang. | learned about election reform from a fellow by the name of Fred 
Thomas. | learned about the challenges of the poor and the elderly from Senator Eve Franklin. 
And | remember sitting in a joint session, just like this, listening to Montana's Congressional 
delegation speak one by one. | remember wanting to hear ideas about how the state and the 
federal government could work in concert to move Montana forward. And that is why I'm here 
today: to talk about where we've been, where we're at today and how we can work together at the 
state and federal levels. 


| want to step back in time just for a moment--back to September of 2008 when | was in the U.S. 
Senate and the Secretary of Treasury called and told us in a conference call that we were then, in 
September of 2008, on the cusp of an economic meltdown. Now this was a big surprise, because 
nobody saw it coming. A few months later, in January of 2009, this country was losing more than 
800,000 jobs a month. During that year of 2009 there were more than one million foreclosures. 
Yes, we were indeed on the verge of an economic meltdown. 


So in February of 2009 Congress acted, and they acted by passing a very controversial bill. Many 
of you remember it was called the American Recovery and Reinvestment Act. We invested in 
highways, water systems, public lands. We passed tax incentives for education, energy and 
housing. We strengthened the social safety net like unemployment insurance. And as of last 
month, December of 2014, some five years later, the economy is now adding more than 250,000 
jobs a month. Unemployment rate in this state is at 4.83%, much less than the national average. 
Gas prices--depending if you're buying or selling on whether it's a good deal--are less than two 
bucks a gallon. Housing mortgage rates around the country are 3.8% and you can buy a new car 
in some places with an interest rate of less than 2%. And in 2014 foreclosures were down nearly 
70% from those in 2009. Yes, our economy is growing, growing like we've not seen it for years, but 
there is more work to do to increase the prosperity for working families and for small businesses. 


With all the good signs in this robust economy, there are some troubling signs. As a group, 
individuals with less than a college degree are losing net worth. Manufacturing jobs are 7% below 
the median wage for all other occupations. And that is why at a federal and state level we need to 
focus on the policies that empower the middle class and create good-paying jobs. Because during 
my lifetime the middle class of this great country has been the envy of the world. 


So how do we do it? | think we do it by investing in three basic areas: Infrastructure, Research and 
Development, and Public Education. 


Our investment in infrastructure is less than 2% of this nation's GDP. Less than 2%. In fact, some 
figures suggest that we spent less than six-tenths of 1% on infrastructure during this last year. To 
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put that in perspective, China is spending nearly 10% of their GDP on infrastructure. 


But it's not about who spends the most money or who spends the most of their GDP It's about 
who's going to be able to compete in this global economy we all live in. It's about who is going to 
enable future generations to have a 21st century economy. 


Report after report after report has told us about our roads and our bridges being in disrepair. It 
should be a sign for the folks in Washington DC as our Highway Bill expires in May of this year. 
At the federal level we need to pass a long-term highway bill. A bill that's viable for 6 years in 
duration, and that is paid for. Why? Well, the answer's obvious in a state like Montana, a rural 
state, where we have few people per square mile but yet thousands of miles of roads. We have a 
state where agriculture is still our number one industry. We have a state where a functional 
highway bill and a functional highway system will allow businesses to be able to market their goods 
inside and outside the state, and keep Montana families connected. 


| think back some 20 years ago when | took a little trip up into southern Saskatchewan to get some 
seed. | jumped in my truck, we hauled up there, we crossed the border, we got on the highways 
and | was literally bouncing off the cab of my truck. The roads, the paved roads, were that rough. 
They were so rough that | moved a section line over and went to my destination on the gravel 
roads. Now I'm sure Saskatchewan has invested in their infrastructure, at least | hope they did. But 
it is time for this country, both at the state level and, quite frankly, you at the legislative level to 
invest in our highways and our roads and our bridges once again. 


As far as Federal Aviation Administration Reauthorization, it also expires this year in September. 
It is time to bring our air system into the 21st century. 


We need to invest in airports around this country, especially in Montana's airports. We need to 
develop next generation radar basically utilizing GPS so that our planes can fly more efficiently and 
more effectively. We need to have some help for more of the smaller airports to be able to attract 
airfares. That can all be done in the Reauthorization of the FAA. Why is this important to a state 
like Montana? Because affordable air traffic in and out of Montana would be an incredible boost 
to our economy. If we make these investments into our air system, it will make our air travel more 
efficient and hopefully in the end much more affordable so that we can get those travelers into this 
state. 


As far as broadband goes in the infrastructure realm | would say this. There was areport released 
last week on broadband access in the United States. Montana ranked 48rd. Here's the real bad 
news: as acountry, this country ranks behind Barbados. It's 24th in the world as far as broadband 
access. Expanding broadband helps folks that live in rural America. That's Montana. It increases 
educational opportunities for students to get that 21st century education. It helps businesses do 
business in places around the country even though they might be located here. 


Now | bring these issues up because the legislature's going to be considering a bonding bill. The 
Governor's put it forth; |commend Representative Jeff Welborn for carrying it. | would just say this: 
as | look at interest rates as they are today compared to where they were when | was serving in 
the State Senate, interest rates are low and the return on investments is relatively healthy. | think 
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it makes sense to bond for these projects. Investing in infrastructure will help us remain competitive 
in the global economy as we move the country forward by investing in research and development. 


Now research and development--who thinks about that kind of stuff? Well, as a nation we lead the 
world in research and development, but without serious public investment it will put our economy 
at a tremendous disadvantage. Make no mistake about it, R & D gives us incredible returns. 
Finding the next medical cure or innovation won't happen without public investments in R & D. 
Finding ways to burn the energy we have in a cleaner way or finding the next source of affordable 
energy won't happen without public investments in R & D. And maybe most importantly, returning 
the manufacturing base back to this country that was outsourced so many decades ago will not 
take place without public investments in R & D. 


Public education. It is well documented that I, at one point of time in my life, was a teacher. | know 
there are many former teachers in this body. My mom was a teacher. I've had aunts that were 
teachers, my kid's a teacher, my son-in-law's a teacher. Education is the key to prosperity--it is the 
key to our democracy. Our democracy would not exist without an educated society. Public 
education brings all folks together of all ilks, together to learn. Whether they're rich, whether 
they're poor, regardless of their heritage, regardless of their business. All these kids come to 
school and learn together. Now the parents might not have gotten along too well and, knowing Big 
Sandy, south of town were the ranchers and west of town were the farmers. They didn't care much 
for what the other was doing but their kids all went to the same school. And they learned, they 
learned to get along. 


Now some in this body think that Charter schools are the answer. And | would ask you this, with 
charter schools how many kids will you influence positively? How many kids will you influence 
negatively? Because the fact is, you pull those charter students out of the student body of those 
public schools, some that are small already, and the school would become even smaller. It will 
impact classes inside the school and all classes of schools. So the question | have to ask is if 
charter schools are implemented, what impact will it have on a place like Culbertson School 
District? What impact will it have on a place like Beaverhead High in Dillon? One small school, one 
reasonably big school. If you really want to help the next generation of leaders to be competitive 
in this global economy, we need to value the work that our teachers do and we need to hold them 
accountable. You cannot expect the best of the best to go to college and get a degree in education 
as long as our society is paying them less than a starting manager at a Kentucky Fried Chicken. 


Which leads me to higher ed. The state's investment in higher education has declined an average 
of 20% since 1987. | was in this body for a part of that time so it's not all your fault, and it's not any 
fault of the folks that are new here. 


But | think it is time to think about what we're doing. Remember when | opened this talk up? | talked 
about the folks who weren't doing well in this robust economy: the folks that didn't have a higher 
education degree. Well, college affordability is a part of that problem. And | would say if you 
compared my generation, and | graduated from college in 1978, to today's generation graduating 
from college, one of the biggest differences is the amount of debt load that our kids are carrying. 
Thirty, forty, fifty thousand dollars is not uncommon. We need to make an investment in higher ed. 
It was said by a Montana regent some fifteen years ago that "If you don't make the investment in 
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education, how can you expect to ever receive the dividend?" That was true then, it is true today. 


So what can you do? The Governor has a plan called Early Edge for early childhood education. | 
think you need to take a look at that bill. Put your fingerprints on it, but in the end | would hope that 
you would invest in early childhood education. It will help today's youth compete in tomorrow's 
economy. The dividends are undeniable. 


As two-year and four-year colleges go, we cannot afford as an economy or as a society to have 
kids coming out of school with thirty, forty, fifty thousand dollars in debt. If it isn't paid for by us the 
taxpayer, it will be paid for by tuition expenses. We need a better-trained workforce, we need more 
entrepreneurs. And | say that in a state that has the most entrepreneurs per capita than any other 
state in the union. But we need more if we're going to continue to propel our economy forward. 


The federal solutions are there too and we need to act at the federal level. So it doesn't go without 
some fingers pointing back at us. Expand Pell Grants, work to keep student loan interest rates low 
and fix or, my preference, repeal No Child Left Behind. 


Our public education system is the key to higher wages. It is the key to bringing people out of 
poverty, it is the key to our democracy, it is the key to that vibrant middle class and that stronger 
economy that we all want. 


It was about a year ago, maybe two, a fellow that ran the Federal Reserve, a guy of the name of 
Chairman Ben Bernanke retired. He came in front of a group of people which | was a part of. | 
asked him what his biggest concern about our economy was assuming he would talk about our 
national debt which is a big concern. Here's what he said. "My biggest concern is the economy of 
this country. We cannot leave a third world economy to our kids." And that is why we must invest 
in infrastructure, R & D and education. And | would hope that you would step up on these very 
difficult issues and do the right thing to keep our economy going in the right direction. 


Now, | want to address two other issues that | think are important to Montanans and will be dealt 
with in this legislative session. 


One is public lands. Just the facts: Montana's public lands generate 64,000 jobs and contribute 
six billion, with a B, six billion dollars towards our state's economy. There are some that want to 
turn federal lands over to the state. And | would tell you this. There are 30 million acres of federal 
lands in this state. The federal government spends an average of $8 an acre to manage that. You 
can do the math but it's $240 million. We have a balanced budget in this state, and thank God for 
that. Where is the state going to come up with $240 million? Where is the state going to come up 
with firefighting costs, money for Secure Rural Schools and Payment In Lieu of Taxes? Are we 
going to be able to allow grazing fees on federal lands to remain at less than $2 an animal unit per 
month? 


It will leave only one option and that is to sell the lands that belong to the whole country, not just 
to Montana. And when these lands are sold, the $6 billion economy will be gone, those 64,000 jobs 
will be gone, along with our favorite fishing holes, our favorite hunting drainages, our favorite hiking 
spots. 
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Look, | have my frustrations with how the federal government is managing those lands but there 
are solutions. There are solutions to maintaining those fishing holes and those hunting drainages 
and those hiking and biking spots. And it's called collaboration. True, on-the-ground collaboration. 
Where folks of all persuasions come together and compromise and determine ways to manage our 
federal forests better. 


Now | would be remiss if | didn't talk a little bit about the Affordable Care Act. | could talk about the 
good points of the Affordable Care Act: covering pre-existing conditions, lifetime caps eliminated, 
30,000 more Montanans newly insured, seniors saving millions of dollars through the prescription 
drug donut hole. Some of you opposed to that bill could talk about how it's too complex, which 
would be correct, or how premiums and deductible have gone up way too much. 


And by the way, | want to say thanks to Monica Lindeen and the Insurance Commissioner's office. 
Because of her good work and that office's good work Montanans have received millions of dollars 
back from insurance companies for unjustified premium increases. 


But the fact is that everyone in this room are Montanans who have worked together before and can 
work together again. We need to agree whether we want to work together to improve this Act. We 
need to work together to see if we can make this work. Now there are things at the federal level 
we need to do too like simplifying tax reporting, improving the SHOP Marketplace for small 
businesses, and fixing the "family glitch." And there's more. 


But at the state level, what the press has been reporting on with some regularity is a thing called 
Medicaid Expansion. It is a proven fact that expanding Medicaid will ensure more families have 
access to health care. The Medicaid Gap in this state is 70,000 people. And it isn't about people 
who don't work, it's about people who do work but don't make a livable wage and don't hit that 
$12,000 level. 


While staying in a hotel in Anaconda not long ago, the lady who cleaned the rooms came out and 
said "| can't get healthcare." | said, "Why not?" and she said, "| don't make enough money." | said, 
"How much money do you make?" She says "I make just over $11,000." If we had Medicaid 
expansion that hardworking woman, and she is truly a hardworking woman, would be able to have 
healthcare. Even more importantly--even more importantly-- in states that have expanded Medicaid, 
charity care dropped 30% saving millions of dollars for hospitals and stopping the cost shifting that 
goes on under the old system. 


We cannot go back to the broken system of the past where uninsured folks didn't have access to 
health care. Where a neighbor who got cancer through no fault of his own, he was just born into 
the wrong gene pool, hit a lifetime cap and was faced with having to sell the farm. Where my best 
friend from high school with childhood diabetes had to stay with the same job for the last 37 years 
because if he moved jobs before the Affordable Healthcare Act he couldn't keep his insurance. For 
those that say we cannot depend on the Federal Government to live up to this promise of Medicaid 
expansion, | would say: with a budget that is 45%-plus federal dollars, why did you pick this one? 


In closing, we have important work to do. We have the greatest, the absolute greatest of 
governmental systems in the state of Montana where you all come together as hardworking 
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Montanans to a place to make policy. A place where you're not paid enough to make a living so 
you're doing it for public service for all the right reasons. We call that a Citizen Legislature. You 
make the laws in this body and then you have to go back home and operate under the laws that 
you've made in this body. There's no better system, no state has a better system than we do in 
Montana. We have a Citizen Legislature that is transparent. It is accessible by both the press and 
the public. We have a Citizen Legislature that encourages participation by our constituents and we 
need to keep it that way. 


If we make our best decisions today, tomorrow we will have moved our state and nation forward 
in a way that will make our children proud. And that's why we're here. 


God bless Montana, God bless this country, and thank you all very much."

Majority Leader Rosendale moved the Senate and House of Representatives resolve into a joint 
session for the purpose of receiving the State of the State address from the Honorable Steve 
Bullock, Governor of the State of Montana. Motion carried. 


Majority Leader Rosendale moved that the President be authorized to appoint a committee of 
four to notify Governor Bullock that the Senate and House of Representatives are in joint 
session and ready to receive the address. Without objection, the President appointed Senators 
Jones and Kaufmann, and Representatives Custer and McConnell and charged the committee 
to escort Governor Bullock into the chambers. 


Invocation by Representative Pease-Lopez. Posting of colors by the members of the Montana 
Youth Challenge Color Guard. National Anthem sung by Lizzie Johnson, a fifth grader from 
Helena. 


The committee of four escorted Governor Bullock into the chamber. President Barrett 
introduced Governor Bullock and the Governor gave the following speech: 


"Madam President, Mr. Speaker, members of the 64th Legislature, Lieutenant Governor 
McLean, honored members of our judiciary, my fellow statewide officials, distinguished tribal 
leaders, members of the Cabinet and my staff. My wife Lisa, and our three children, Caroline, 
Alex and Cameron: 


Two years ago | stood in this chamber and told you | would work hard every day, guided by my 
values and the values of Main Street, mainstream Montana, to promote and protect this place 
we love. To grow opportunities. To pass on a better place to our kids and grandkids. | told you 
I'd focus on the people of our state, not the politics that sometimes divide us. 
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And two years later, | am pleased to report -- the state of our state is strong! 


Unemployment is down -- over 25% lower in Montana than it was two years ago, and almost a 
point and a half below the national average. 


We are creating jobs at a pace that is among the fastest in our state's history, with over 12,000 
new jobs created last year alone. 


That growth is occurring across our economy. Our forest products industry is stronger today 
than even before the recession, and we have added hundreds of jobs restoring forests and 
watersheds. 


We're taking the technologies being developed at our universities and bringing them to the 
marketplace -- helping emerging small businesses create new jobs. And our workforce is better 
prepared for the 21st century jobs being created. 


Between near record coal production and new wind development, Montana continues to lead on 
power -- heck, even more people than ever are asking for solar on their roofs. 


We've secured a long-term, job-creating flying mission at Gore Hill for the Montana Air National 
Guard -- making our state and our nation stronger, more secure. 


Speaking of service members, we are leading the nation putting the training and expertise 
these heroes gained serving our country to work right here in Montana, giving them college 
credits or industry credentials for their past experience. Whether it's a medic becoming an EMT 
or a transport driver now looking to operate an earth mover, red tape will not stand between a 
vet and a good job. 


And while we've grown the economy, we've also made government more effective and efficient. 


By challenging every expense and modernizing, Montana has become the envy of the other 
states. We balanced our budget and have hundreds of millions in the bank. But don't just take 
my word for it, look yourself. | put the state's checkbook online so you can see how your 
taxpayer dollars are being spent. 


We no longer have billions of dollars of unfunded retirements hanging over our economy like a 
dark cloud. We shored up our pensions without raising taxes or leveraging our future on the 
backs of public servants -- the first state to do so. 


Our tireless dedication to protecting and preserving our economic health and strength is getting 
noticed. National publications highlighted us as -- quote -- the most fiscally prudent state in the 
nation. 


Through the Main Street Montana Project, | worked with two of our most prominent CEOs to 
engage thousands of businessmen and women across our state. Together, they helped us 
write a Main Street Business Plan. | am asking leaders from every business sector to identify 
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opportunities for growth and where government is standing in the way. 


And, as part of that effort, | stand in front of you as a Governor who is currently repealing or 
streamlining 714 rules and regulations that are unnecessary, unwarranted or that stand in the 
way of even greater economic growth....and that number will just keep rising! 


These efforts matter, for today and tomorrow. Just like investments in our kids. 


Our public schools are innovating as we continue to challenge our students and teachers to 
achieve even greater successes. 


Our high school dropout rates are down and our graduation rates are up -- higher than they've 
ever been before in our state! 


Over 2,000 students enrolled in college classes last fall while still in high school -- that's twice 
as many as since we last met. This not only gives them a jumpstart on their college degree, it's 
saving Montana students and their families $4 million in tuition and fees this year alone. 


On college entrance exams, we're first in reading proficiency and round out the top five in math, 
science and English. 


Our eighth graders are first in the nation in science scores -- and among the highest in reading 
and math. 


Montana companies have partnered with my office to give back to the communities they call 
home. Since we last gathered, over 41,000 more children in our state start each school day 
ready to learn, knowing they will have a healthy breakfast at school. 


My fellow Montanans, our state is strong and we can grow even stronger! 


We can grow even stronger, ensuring that the state our kids inherit is greater than the one we 
live in today. Here's how: 


First, we must maintain our fiscal discipline -- and, quite frankly, our fiscal sanity. 


Second, together we must lay the foundation for a better future, by investing in our 
infrastructure, our workforce, and our youth -- investments that will benefit Montanans for 
generations -- well beyond the tenure of any governor or legislator. Though, we can't lay the 
foundation for a better future, if we turn a blind eye to those who need our help most. 


Finally, we must take some challenging issues head-on to preserve and add certainty in this 
place we love. 


In recent years, some states have experimented with the idea that a state could grow by 
decimating revenues and making deep cuts in their schools. It's the idea that the middle class is 
somehow going to grow by prosperity trickling down from the top. 
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As we gather this evening, both celebrating our past accomplishments and looking to the future: 


> Wisconsin starts its legislative session with a projected $2.2 billion deficit for the next 
biennium -- that's billion, with a "B." 


> Kansas? $650 million upside down, a court order requiring better funding for their 
schools, and they're considering millions in new taxes. 


> And New Jersey has had their credit rating downgraded eight times in the last five 
years, and has record debt. 


These experiments have failed. I'm glad that we've not chosen that path. We've taken a 
balanced approach. We've protected our fiscal health. We've invested in our priorities. We've 
maintained cash surpluses. And we've done all of this while also being named one of the most 
tax-friendly states in the nation -- both for businesses and individuals. 


| insist that Montana remain the most fiscally responsible state in the country. We must balance 
our budget. And we must keep money set aside for those unexpected rainy days. 


Now, some people in this room have chided me for insisting on setting a little money aside. At 
the end of the last legislature some asked what these rainy days were that | was saving for. 


Unlike most states, our fiscal health and our balanced budget meant we didn't have cuts in 
service to taxpayers or layoffs during the federal government's irresponsible shutdown. 


The fiscal discipline that I've demanded and Montanans expect, that's what has led to all of 
these accolades about our budgetary health. But it's not just about federal government 
shutdowns and awards. 


| ask that we leave $300 million in the rainy day fund at the session's end. Since 1990, 
Montana's ending fund balance has fallen below $300 million 16 times. In nearly half of those 
years, a special session of the legislature was required. | believe that we -- you and | -- can get 
our job done while you're here in town for the next several months. We must balance our 
budget and appropriately plan for the rainy days that we don't foresee. We shouldn't need a 
special legislative session, costing Montanans over $70,000 each day, to either raise taxes or 
cut essential services. 


Please join me in making responsible fiscal management our top shared priority. 

Our fiscal strength has given us the ability to help communities across our state. We regularly 
meet with local officials to ask how things are and how the policies made in Helena can improve 
lives for Montanans. 

Kevin Dorwart from the city of Glendive threw out an idea in one of those meetings. 


The state has a revolving loan program that allows cities and counties to borrow money for 
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wastewater and drinking water projects. Kevin suggested that the state explore lowering the 
interest rate it charges for these projects. 


| looked at the numbers, and it penciled out. These are changes no one had suggested to me 
before Kevin brought up the idea, and changes that would not be possible if we didn't have the 
fiscal security we do. 


For taxpayers in Glendive, that's going to mean $6.8 million in savings on the new sewage 
treatment plant. 


In Havre, where they're replacing theirs, $1.9 million in savings. 


And in Great Falls, where they're upgrading their water treatment plant, ratepayers will save 
almost $10 million. 


Across our state we're flexing our fiscal muscle. Because of that and Kevin Dorwart's good 
idea, Montana communities will save $40 million. Kevin would be here tonight, but he's 
celebrating his daughter's fifteenth birthday -- he deserves our thanks. 


Kevin, and people like him, ought to be good reminders for us all. The work we do in this 
building isn't about who wins or who loses. It's not about elections. It's about real people, 
impacting lives and serving in a way that betters life for those we were chosen to humbly 
represent. It's not about politics. It's about people. 


Nothing puts politics in the backseat quicker than when a community faces a disaster. As we 
gather tonight, crews near Glendive are finishing another day cleaning up the Yellowstone River 
and ensuring residents have clean drinking water. Let's keep them in our thoughts. 


Kevin Dorwart's idea is just a starting point for how we can make a difference for folks back 
home. 


In order for businesses, communities and our state to flourish -- while also protecting what's 
great about this place -- government has to provide good roads, 21st century classrooms, safe 
bridges, clean drinking water. 


Nowhere are the needs more obvious than in the oil and gas impacted communities across 
Eastern Montana. 


The challenges are significant . . . and that's why | am asking the legislature to invest 
significantly more in Eastern Montana than the rest of the state. However, those communities 
are not alone in facing challenges. In Western Montana we have failing wastewater systems, 
and dams that have reached the end of their lives. In Eastern Montana we must invest in 
regional water systems that deliver good, clean drinking water to more communities. We are 
not Eastern Montanans and Western Montanans -- we are Montanans and we need to come 
together. 
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| ask you to join Representative Jeff Welborn and me in Building Montana; creating 4,000 
good-paying construction jobs by investing over $300 million into bridges, water and sewer 
systems, schools and roads. And let's do it without raising taxes or endangering our solid 
financial position. 


| understand there are some folks in this room who say they're opposed to using Montana's 
sterling credit rating, even when we are investing in projects that will benefit Montanans for 
generations. And even though Montana has among the lowest debt per capita of any state; 
we're 47th out of 50. 


| don't understand those who say they want to run government like a business, yet won't 
consider using commonsense and sound financial tools. Montana's investments have returned 
eight percent over the last decade. And because we've insisted on disciplined financial 
management, Montana can issue bonds at historically low rates. By using both cash on 

hand and bonds to fund these long term investments, we can employ the same sound fiscal 
management that got us to the position of strength we know today. Bonding plus cash...just 
makes sense. 


All across Montana, local governments, schools and even the state Legislature regularly make 
long-term infrastructure investments by issuing bonds. Every one of the returning members of 
the House voted to bond infrastructure projects last session. 


Again, we are one state. Any infrastructure plan that is paid for by all Montanans, but only 
benefits some, will be met with a veto. And | won't consider any plan that prioritizes pet projects 
of one legislator at the expense of the rest of you. We should build up all of our state, meeting 
the needs of President Barrett's constituents in Dillon, Soeaker Knudsen's in Culbertson and all 
Montanans in between. 


Let's not let politics get in the way of 4,000 good-paying construction jobs, and long-term 
investments in our communities and state. 


And as we undertake these projects all over the state, let's make sure our friends and 
neighbors are doing the work. When Montana taxpayers are funding construction projects, we 
should be hiring Montanans to do the job. 


We have a law that says that half of the workers on state-funded construction projects should 
be Montana residents. Two years ago, | asked you to increase that to 75 percent. 
Unfortunately, that bill never got to my desk. 


Every one of our neighboring states has greater preferences for their workers than we do for 
ours. | refuse to believe their legislatures care more about them than you do about Montanans. 
So, I'm asking you to join Senator Driscoll and me, and Hire Montanans First. Put more money 
in the hands of Montana businesses and help create jobs for Montana workers. 


Hardly a week goes by where I'm not on the phone with business leaders, encouraging them to 
expand into Montana. The first question any CEO will ask is not about taxes or regulations -- 
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both places where Montana succeeds. They ask whether we have a pipeline of talented and 
trained workers they can rely on to help their business grow and prosper. 


Given our state's low unemployment rate, now is the time to focus on effective worker training. 
Partnering with our university system, local officials and 100 businesses, we are investing over 
$40 million to expand and streamline education and training opportunities in advanced 
manufacturing, health care, and the energy industry. 


We're taking higher-skilled, high-demand fields -- like certified nurse assistants and registered 
welders -- and using our two-year, four-year and tribal colleges to train workers with those skills. 
The goal isn't always a college degree, sometimes it is just a stackable credential. But in all 
cases, the goal is a better job! 


In Great Falls, we have welders getting training and credit at the two-year college and also 
earning a living wage at companies like ADF and Anderson Steel. And soon, we'll have 
healthcare professionals -- like CNAs and Rad Techs -- doing the same. 


By placing workers at businesses that want to help train them, we've built a foundation for a 
program that we all should want to grow. 


But without a qualifying employer -- like ADF or Wheatland Memorial Hospital in Harlowton -- 
there can be no program. That's why I'm teaming up with Representative Christy Clark to offer 
our partners in the private sector up to a $4,000 tax credit for every apprentice they hire. We 
will encourage employers to train more workers on-the-job. And we will ensure Montana 
continues to have a pipeline of skilled workers, from healthcare to welding, ready to lead our 
state in today's global economy. 


As we match today's workers to today's jobs, small businesses are creating the jobs of the 
future, right here in Montana. 


| ask that you join me in nurturing the cutting edge research that combines Montana innovation 
with our can-do spirit -- both in traditional industries like agriculture and manufacturing, and in 
emerging fields like photonics and bioscience. Help build these jobs of tomorrow by investing 
state dollars in the research being done today, on our campuses and in our businesses. 


The goal isn't creating Nobel Prizes -- though we'll take them if they come. The goal is creating 
jobs, and research is a proven job creator. 


As we grow our economy, we cannot forget that it's a vibrant middle class that makes America 
great. 


| think back to my days growing up only blocks from where we gather tonight. In the late '70s, 
as the head of our single parent household, my Mom had to reenter the workforce. God knows, 
we had challenges -- and Mom certainly faced obstacles trying to get a job to make ends meet. 
At the time, a woman in Montana was earning, on average, 56 cents for every dollar men were 
making. 
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My mom -- and so many other women in 1978 -- would have been better off making the same 
as the men they worked alongside of. But equal pay for equal work doesn't just benefit women, 
it benefits working families. Almost 70 percent of Montana families who have kids at home have 
both parents in the workforce. It's simple: When working women succeed, working families 
succeed. 


We're doing better than we were in the late '70s, but women in Montana still earn just 74 cents 
for every dollar a man makes. | tasked Commissioner of Labor Pam Bucy and Director of 
Administration Sheila Hogan to bring together workers, employers and economists, and tackle 
this issue head on. Among other things, we are now training women on campuses and at job 
service centers how to prepare for interviews, negotiate for pay, and sell their strengths to 
prospective employers. 


I'm asking you to join with me and Senators Caferro, Sands, and Representative Eck, and take 
three additional steps: 


First, | ask you to take a significant step to close the wage gap by allowing for wage 
transparency. Study after study has demonstrated that simply allowing the opportunity to learn 
what coworkers earn leads to meaningful change in women's wages. 


Second, under Montana law, when someone loses their job because they had to flee from 
domestic violence to protect themselves and their family, they're only eligible for 10 weeks of 
unemployment insurance -- but any other accepted reason qualifies for up to 28 weeks. I'm 
counting on you to fix this, because worrying about paying the bills shouldn't keep families from 
being safe. 


Finally, protect longevity so we don't financially punish state employees who leave their jobs to 
raise children or care for aging family members. When these employees return to state 
employment, they shouldn't have to start back at zero. All of their years of service should count. 


Please take these simple steps to ensure fairness for Montana's working women. 


When we make the kind of investments | have been talking about, we benefit Montanans for 
generations -- long after you | and leave these positions of public trust we are privileged to hold. 


Investments in education -- done right -- will provide the same return. 


Our oldest, Caroline, is in seventh grade now. Caroline was in the first class of full-day 
kindergarten here in Helena, approved by this body in 2007. Her teacher was a long time 
educator named Karl Wolf; he's a bit of a legend around town. Years before Caroline, Karl 
taught four of my wife's brothers and sisters. 


It was Mr. Wolf's last year of teaching, but that's not why he entered that first year of full-day 
kindergarten so excited. I'll never forget a conversation | had with him: He said, "Steve, there is 
so much more | can do with these kids now." Though, on a more somber note, he added, "But 
so many of these kids enter this kindergarten classroom and already barely have a chance." 
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How can it be that a child is already set to become a success or a statistic by the time he or she 
is five years old? How can we as a society not be doing everything we can to make sure these 
kids have every opportunity we can afford to succeed? Sure, we can point fingers at the parents 
or family or community, but will assigning blame change the trajectory of even one child in 
Montana? 


You can help. We know that children in high-quality early childhood programs are more likely to 
read at grade level and more likely to earn a high school diploma. They are less likely to repeat 
a grade or require specialized education; less likely to become teenage parents, require public 
assistance, abuse drugs or end up in jail. The results are in, researchers and scientists across 
the country agree. This works. 


Not only that, but for every dollar spent on early childhood, communities get at least a $7 return 
on investment. That's why some of the biggest backers of pre-school programs are business 
leaders who see the significant economic benefit. 


While an investment in our earliest learners makes solid economic sense, this isn't about the $7 
return. This is about children and this is about families. This is about Cliff and Gayle, the 
grandparents | met last year who are -- unexpectedly -- now raising their four-year-old 
granddaughter, Riley. 


Cliff and Gayle sold the farm and retired to Great Falls in 2009, but their retirement and social 
security checks aren't quite enough to pay for a preschool program for Riley. Being a kiddo who 
has had a tough first few years, they knew she was going to need some special attention and a 
high quality program with teachers who could help her grow and be prepared for kindergarten. 
But it just isn't something they could afford. Then they heard about the Great Falls Public 
Preschool Program. 


District leaders there recognized the value of preschool and patched together the funding to 
serve 100 four-year-olds who would not otherwise have the opportunity. When | met Cliff and 
Gayle, they told me how Riley was thriving and how grateful they were to be able to give her the 
opportunity to succeed when she enters kindergarten next year. 


Programs like this and Head Start provide that opportunity for some kids, but long waiting lists 
ensure that just as many qualifying families are denied as are served. And too many families 
and children fall in the gap between qualifying for an income-based program and not being able 
to afford one of our many high-quality private preschool programs. 


At no fault of their own, these children are predisposed to miss opportunities in life because 
we're not giving them a chance. 


That's why I'm asking you to join me in giving our earliest learners an Early Edge. 

What I'm proposing is pretty simple -- we'll offer state block grants to all communities to create 
or expand high-quality pre-Kindergarten programs. Locally elected school districts can build a 
new program, partner with existing providers, or do nothing at all. And, importantly, participation 
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in these programs will be voluntary -- school boards can decide if it's the right option for their 
community and parents can decide if it's the right option for their kids. 


My friends on the Republican side of the aisle pride themselves on spending taxpayer dollars 
wisely. That's exactly what I'm insisting upon. Qualified teachers making sure our students are 
prepared to succeed, a reasonable ratio of students to teachers, and engagement with the 
families. 


Almost every other state has recognized that pre-school works. That's why it's unfortunate that 
it seems to have become a partisan football here in Montana. In the last school year, states with 
Republican governors invested 14 million -- on average -- additional dollars for prekindergarten. 
If Republican governors around the country can understand the importance of high-quality 
pre-school, | hope Republican legislators in Montana can, too. 


Opportunity and achievement gaps exist -- let's close them. Let's not miss this opportunity to 
give the next generation an Early Edge. 


At the other end of the spectrum, American students and working families are being further 
pinched with rising tuition. But in Montana, we've frozen tuition the past two years at our 
universities and colleges -- making that degree or certificate much more achievable. There's not 
a better value and education experience in the country than the Montana University System. 


| ask you to again join me in freezing tuition for Montanans. Prevent that tax increase on the 
40,000 Montana students and families paying college tuition. 


As we create jobs and build educational opportunities, we must not forget to extend 
opportunities to those who need our help the most. 


I've yet to meet a family who doesn't have a friend or loved one struggling with mental illness. 
My heart breaks every time | hear about another youth suicide or another heroic warrior, home, 
but scarred, from repeated deployments. Like you, | want to do more every time | meet 
someone struggling with depression. 


I'm asking that this body join me in prioritizing mental health by investing in proven, 
community-based treatments and services. | believe that we can reduce the growth in demand 
for state hospital services and ensure that we are ready to welcome these patients -- our 
friends and our neighbors -- back into our communities. 


As we make long overdue investments at the community level, that doesn't mean we can shirk 
our responsibility to provide acute care. In Warm Springs this evening, 51 souls will sleep ina 
place built for 32 bunks. All 51 are there by court order. The patients and staff shouldn't have to 
tolerate this degree of overcrowding, and it shouldn't be tolerated by you, either. We need to 
invest in the full soectrum of our mental health system. 


No one is more vulnerable than a child being abused or neglected. For a state that is doing so 
well, we have far too many children living in fear, living in the shadows. Foster care is up 60

percent in the last seven years, and the dedicated public servants tasked with checking in on 
the ever growing reports of abuse can't begin to handle all of the cases they've been assigned. 


Since our days in Sunday School, we've known that we'll be judged by how we treat the least 
amongst us. This is our test. And this is our time. 


Two years ago, | asked this body to fund 13 additional positions to better protect these children 
in harm's way. You denied that request. Last year, | used temporary funds to hire temporary 
child protection specialists. We need a long term fix. We need a system that keeps kids safer, 
places them with permanent families sooner and ensures that while they're in the care of the 
state, their basic needs -- like seeing a doctor -- are met. 


Representative Kim Dudik and | are teaming up to do just that -- please join us. 


The foundation of greater opportunity will also be weakened if basic healthcare needs are not 
met. There are some who want to make Medicaid expansion about partisan politics and political 
ideology. They want to characterize it as a dispute between a Democratic governor and 
Republican legislative leadership. But the truth is, this isn't about us. 


We all have health insurance already. 
Medicaid expansion is about 70,000 Montanans who aren't offered and can't afford health care. 


This is about the continued viability of our rural hospitals, critical to the physical and economic 
health of communities all across Montana. 


This is about primary care nurses helplessly watching their uninsured patients forgo the 
additional treatment they need to fight chronic illnesses. 


This is about the grandmother | spoke with last week, who asked why this legislature couldn't 
find a solution for her granddaughter who works hard but can't afford coverage. 


This is about the young man displaying the early signs of mental illness who could avoid a full 
crisis if he got preventative help now. 


And this is about all of us lucky enough to have insurance paying a hidden health care tax, 
when those without coverage end up in ERs, where treatment is most expensive... and that 
bill's going to you. 


The 70,000 Montanans who are hiding in plain view -- they're the working poor. The folks 
punching the clock, but not making enough to afford insurance. The 70,000 people we're talking 
about -- that cook our meals, care for our loved ones, work our farms and ranches -- they work 
hard and want for themselves and their families what you want for yours. The great majority 
have jobs, yet they still live in poverty. 


That's why Representative Noonan and | are proposing a uniquely Montana plan -- based upon 
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the popular Healthy Montana Kids Plan -- that will extend coverage to the tens of thousands of 
Montanans who desperately need it. The Healthy Montana Plan will bring our federal dollars 
back to Montana, to cover those without insurance. We will negotiate with a private carrier to 
drive down rates and reform the way that Medicaid is delivered in this state. 


| understand there's a competing proposal being kicked around by some members of this body. 
It still relies on federal funds, yet refuses to take our fair share of those dollars. It would tell tens 
of thousands of Montanans to get a second or third job. It would turn away thousands of 
veterans and their families and thousands of aging Montanans whose children have already left 
the home. Bottom line: it would cover fewer people and cost more money. 


We can do better. 


Don't tell me you don't like government health care -- like me, you're taking advantage of 
taxpayer-funded health insurance by being a legislator. 


You're worried the federal government won't hold up their end? That's fine. I've included a 
clause in my plan that immediately terminates the program if the feds fall one penny short on 
their obligation to us. 


You don't believe rural hospitals are struggling? Stop by my office tomorrow -- I'll give you the 
cell phone number of the hospital executive in your district. 


Montanans expect us to work together in their interest. This is too important to be about 
Republicans versus Democrats. That's why 28 states -- red, blue, and purple -- have already 
expanded. Right now we're turning away hundreds of millions of federal funds -- funds that are 
going to states like Ohio, North Dakota, and New Jersey. 


This isn't for me or you -- we have health care. This is for the people of our state who need it 
the most. This is our test. And this is the time we get this done. 


Health care is an area where we must come together, if we are earnest about moving our state 
forward.

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And speaking of coming together, in the last two years, interests as diverse as our landscape 
have come together to protect the Greater Sage Grouse and ensure we're doing everything we 
can to keep management of the bird in state hands. From the oil and coal industries to 
conservationists and state legislators -- these citizens have set aside their differences and 
worked together for the future of our state. | thank them. Please support their work by passing 
their budget request for this initiative, to protect the bird and our way of life. 


Growing up, | chased my brother up and down the hills and mountains around here. He taught 
me how to catch a fish and how to start a fire. We didn't have a ton of money, but that didn't 
matter when it came to fishing, hiking and camping. Access to wild, quiet places is a birthright 
for Montanans and | will continue to fight to preserve public access to our lands, rivers and 
streams. And public lands will not be sold off to the highest bidder -- not on my watch! 


Now, at first glance, Senator Duane Ankney and | may not seem to have a lot in common. 
By trade, I'm a lawyer, he's a coal miner. He's a Republican, I'm a Democrat. He's got a great 
mustache...and let's face it, | couldn't grow one like that if | wanted to. 


But Duane and | are students of Montana history. We know of the "Copper Collar," where the 
influence of a few wealthy barons made themselves millions at the expense of the vast majority 
of working Montanans.

A Montana where we always remember that we have a right to quality, affordable 
health care and access to our public lands, rivers and streams -- regardless of the size of our 
bank accounts. 
| see a Montana -- shaped by our values -- that daily reminds us why we choose to call her 
home. A Montana that we'll be proud to pass on to our kids and grandkids. A Montana they'll be 
proud to inherit.

Unless the context requires otherwise, for each of the retirement 
systems subject to this chapter, the following definitions apply: 

(1) "Accumulated contributions" means the sum of all the regular and any additional 
contributions made by a member in a defined benefit plan, together with the regular interest on the 
contributions. 

(2) "Active member" means a member who is a paid employee of an employer, is making 
the required contributions, and is properly reported to the board for the most current reporting 
period. 

(3) "Actuarial cost" means the amount determined by the board in a uniform and 
nondiscriminatory manner to represent the present value of the benefits to be derived from the 
additional service to be credited based on the most recent actuarial valuation for the system and 
the age, years until retirement, and current salary of the member. 

(4) "Actuarial equivalent" means a benefit of equal value when computed upon the basis 
of the mortality table and interest rate assumptions adopted by the board. 

(5) "Actuarial liabilities" means the excess of the present value of all benefits payable under 
a defined benefit retirement plan over the present value of future normal costs in that retirement 
plan. 

(6) "Actuary" means the actuary retained by the board in accordance with 19-2-405. 

(7) "Additional contributions" means contributions made by a member of a defined benefit 
plan to purchase various types of optional service credit as allowed by the applicable retirement 
plan. 

(8) "Annuity" means: 

(a) in the case of a defined benefit plan, equal and fixed payments for life that are the 
actuarial equivalent of a lump-sum payment under a retirement plan and as such are not benefits 
paid by a retirement plan and are not subject to periodic or one-time increases; or 

(b) in the case of the defined contribution plan, a payment of a fixed sum of money at 
regular intervals. 

(9) "Banked holiday time" means the hours reported for work performed on a holiday that 
the employee may use for equivalent time off or that may be paid to the employee as specified by 
the employer's policy. 

(10) "Benefit" means: 

(a) the service retirement benefit, early retirement benefit, or disability retirement or 
survivorship benefit payment provided by a defined benefit retirement plan; or 

(b) a payment or distribution under the defined contribution retirement plan, including a 
disability payment under 19-3-2141, for the exclusive benefit of a plan member or the member's 
beneficiary or an annuity purchased under 19-3-2124. 

(11) "Board" means the public employees' retirement board provided for in 2-15-1009. 

(12) "Contingent annuitant" means: 
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(a) under option 2 or 3 provided for in 19-3-1501, one natural person designated to receive 
a continuing monthly benefit after the death of a retired member; or 

(b) under option 4 provided for in 19-3-1501, a natural person, charitable organization, 
estate, or trust that may receive a continuing monthly benefit after the death of a retired member. 

(13) "Covered employment" means employment in a covered position. 

(14) "Covered position" means a position in which the employee must be a member of the 
retirement system except as otherwise provided by law. 

(15) "Defined benefit retirement plan" or "defined benefit plan" means a plan within the 
retirement systems provided for pursuant to 19-2-302 that is not the defined contribution retirement 
plan. 

(16) "Defined contribution retirement plan" or "defined contribution plan" means the plan 
within the public employees’ retirement system established in 19-3-103 that is provided for in 
chapter 3, part 21, of this title and that is not a defined benefit plan. 

(17) "Department" means the department of administration. 

(18) "Designated beneficiary" means the person, charitable organization, estate, or trust for 
the benefit of a natural person designated by a member or payment recipient to receive any 
survivorship benefits, lump-sum payments, or benefit from a retirement account upon the death of 
the member or payment recipient, including annuities derived from the benefits or payments. 

(19) "Direct rollover" means a payment by the retirement plan to the eligible retirement plan 
specified by the distributee or a payment from an eligible retirement plan to the retirement plan 
specified by the distributee. 

(20) "Disability" or "disabled" means a total inability of the member to perform the member's 
duties by reason of physical or mental incapacity. The disability must be incurred while the member 
is an active member and must be one of permanent duration or of extended and uncertain duration, 
as determined by the board on the basis of competent medical opinion. 

(21) "Distributee" means: 

(a) a member; 

(b) amember's surviving spouse; 

(c) a member's spouse or former spouse who is the alternate payee under a family law 
order as defined in 19-2-907; or 

(d) effective January 1, 2007, a member's nonspouse beneficiary who is a designated 
beneficiary as defined by section 401(a)(9)(E) of the Internal Revenue Code, 26 U.S.C. 
401(a)(9)(E). 

(22) "Early retirement benefit" means the retirement benefit payable to a member following 
early retirement and is the actuarial equivalent of the accrued portion of the member's service 
retirement benefit. 

(23) "Eligible retirement plan" means any of the following that accepts the distributee's 
eligible rollover distribution: 

(a) an individual retirement account described in section 408(a) of the Internal Revenue 
Code, 26 U.S.C. 408(a); 

(b) an individual retirement annuity described in section 408(b) of the Internal Revenue 
Code, 26 U.S.C. 408(b); 

(c) an annuity plan described in section 403(a) of the Internal Revenue Code, 26 U.S.C. 
403(a); 

(d) a qualified trust described in section 401(a) of the Internal Revenue Code, 26 U.S.C. 
401 (a); 
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(e) effective January 1, 2002, an annuity contract described in section 403(b) of the Internal 
Revenue Code, 26 U.S.C. 403(b); 

(f) effective January 1, 2002, a plan eligible under section 457(b) of the Internal Revenue 
Code, 26 U.S.C. 457(b), that is maintained by a state, a political subdivision of a state, or any 
agency or instrumentality of a state or a political subdivision of a state that agrees to separately 
account for amounts transferred into that plan from a plan under this title; or 

(g) effective January 1, 2008, a Roth IRA described in section 408A of the Internal

Majority Leader Rosendale moved the Senate and House of Representatives resolve into a joint 
session for the purpose of receiving the State of Education address from Denise Juneau, 
Superintendent of Public Instruction.

In honor of the 150th anniversary of the incorporation of the Montana Heritage Commission, 
"Governor" Sidney Edgerton, first Territorial Governor of Montana, presented a State of the 
Territory address to the joint session. Jeff Malcomson portrayed "Governor" Edgerton. 


President Barrett introduced Superintendent Juneau who gave the following address: 
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Thank you President Barrett, Speaker Knudsen, Senators, Representatives and honored guests 
for this opportunity to provide the State of Education. 


| asked President Barrett what she thought | should talk about today. She told me, just be yourself. 
You have such a warm personality. | thought, what a great compliment. Then, | looked up the 
word "warm" in the dictionary and it said "not so hot." So, I'm not sure if that was a compliment or 
not. 


Oki. Nik su kuwak(s). Nee da na koo, Denise Juneau. Senator Whitford took some time and 
taught me how to introduce myself in Blackfeet. | just greeted you as my relatives. And, Senator 
Whitford said that once | established that we're all related, | can hit you up for cash. 


While | am an enrolled member of the Mandan-Hidatsa Tribes of North Dakota, | introduced myself 
in Blackfeet today since | grew up on the Blackfeet Reservation, am a descendent of the Blackfeet 
tribe and a proud graduate of Browning High School. 


| tell students all the time that my high school diploma was the most important piece of paper | ever 
earned. It opened doors and provided opportunities | would never have believed when | was 
younger. The education | received in Browning eventually led me to Montana State University, the 
Harvard Graduate School of Education, the University of Montana school of law, and a career that 
led to me becoming the first American Indian woman elected to statewide office in the country. 


| was lucky to be raised by parents who placed a high value on public education. They are here 
today--Stan and Carol Juneau-- and | would like to thank them for never lowering their expectations 
about the kind of world they want to live in and for instilling the values of justice and fairness in me 
and my brother. They are why | believe so much in public education and in helping others become 
educated. 


My niece Sara and her two children, Alexander and Brynn, are also here today. As a first grader 
and a preschooler, they are a great reminder to me of the importance of early learning. It's been 
really fun to learn from them as they grow. Everything is new and so much learning takes place, 
even with the smallest things. And they are the best at communicating their learning about new 
things. When Alexander encountered his first identical twins in Head Start, he came home very 
excited to let his mom know that he just met two boys who were "born with the same face." 


Brynn is three and attends a child care center and she wants to do everything her older brother 
does. She is sure she's ready for school. On a recent visit, Brynn was trying to learn the words to 
the song, "We Will Rock You." She listened to that song 100 times on the iPad. And so, everyone 
in the house had the privilege of listening to the song 100 times as she tried to decipher the lyrics. 
And, if you ever meet Brynn, you will soon find out that "she will, she will rock you." 


While | think that Alexander and Brynn are the smartest kids ever, | Know that all young children 
have that thirst for knowledge, that sense of wonder about the world we live in. It's the job of 
educators to help nourish that quality, or in some cases, help restore it. 

High quality preschool can help close the achievement and opportunity gaps and ensure students 
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enter kindergarten ready to learn with the foundation they need to succeed in school. That's why 
| stand with Governor Bullock in his efforts to provide a high quality education for Montana's 
youngest learners. It's time for us to provide our earliest learners with an Early Edge. 


On the other end of the K-12 spectrum, we have done a lot of work to help students transition to 
college and careers. A strong partnership between my office and the Office of the Commissioner 
of Higher Education has led to significant advances in increasing access to post-secondary 
education. We offer the ACT to every junior at no cost to their families, we have doubled the 
number of students taking dual enrollment courses, we have reduced college remediation rates 
and, during the second year of College Application Week, more than 3,000 seniors submitted 
applications to a Montana college for a waived or deferred fee. Thank you for your strong 
partnership, Commissioner Christian. 


Last session, the legislature supported my request for $1 million to increase career and technical 
education student organization membership. That funding has paid off--Montana FFA achieved 
the greatest percentage of membership growth in the country and Technical Students of America 
nearly tripled the size of their membership. 


We have student representatives and their advisors from Business Professionals of America, 
Family, Career and Community Leaders of America, FFA, Future Health Professionals, Technology 
Student Association and Skills USA in the balcony today. Over the past 18 months, these student 
groups have dedicated more than 30,000 hours to community service and workforce skill 
development. Please stand and let us thank you for your leadership in your schools and respective 
student organizations. 


When students take 3 or more CTE courses in high school, they graduate at a rate of 97%. That's 
why Career and Technical Education is an important part of Graduation Matters Montana. 


I'm sure all of you are aware of the good work happening in the 48 Graduation Matters communities 
across the state. Communities as diverse as Laurel, Eureka, Miles City, Glasgow, Wolf Point, and 
Hamilton are pulling together their schools, parents, students and businesses to find ways to 
collaborate and keep more students in school. My office has raised over $1.2 million in private 
funds to support these local efforts. The focus on dropout prevention in Graduation Matters 
communities is working. From 2009-2014, Montana's graduation rate has increased from 80.7 
percent to 85.4 percent, and the dropout rate has decreased from 5 percent to 3.7 percent. This 
represents an all-time high in Montana's graduation rate and means that 733 fewer students 
dropped out in 2014 than in 2009. Those numbers are a tribute to the hard work going on in local 
communities. 


| have introduced two bills directly tied to Graduation Matters--Senate bills 12 and 14. Two 
avenues for the legislature to partner with schools and parents to keep more students in school so 
they graduate and have a chance of success in our global economy. 


Senate Bill 12, carried by Senator Moe, would provide funding to schools that do the right thing and 
educate a student who might need an additional semester or year to earn the credits for 
graduation. Montana is currently the only state in the nation that cuts off school funding when a 
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student turns nineteen. 


During the hearing in the Senate Education Committee, a young man named Will from Great Falls 
explained that when his father was laid off, he became the breadwinner for his family for a period 
of time, working 12 hour shifts from 4:30 pm to 4:30 am. Will couldn't keep up with school and his 
efforts to make money to support his little brother and sister, and he ended up leaving school. But 
Will and his family got help from others and he found his way back. And even though he was 19 
years old, the alternative public school in Great Falls, Paris Gibson, brought him back, and he is 
now going to earn his high school diploma. This young man deserved an opportunity to finish high 
school. And there are kids all over Montana with stories like Will--kids who become the main wage 
earner for their families, kids who lose a parent or guardian and their life goes off track. They 
deserve a second chance. They shouldn't be stopped from receiving their education because "the 
clock ran out on them" when they turned 19. You can help schools and students all across the state 
by passing Senate Bill 12. 


Senate Bill 14, carried by Senator Driscoll, will raise the legal dropout age to 18 or upon graduation. 
It sets an expectation, that in today's economic climate, it's imperative that a student have a 
diploma or certificate as they enter adulthood. Knowing the long-term economic and social benefits 
to individuals graduating from high school, as policymakers and leaders in this state, we must 
share the accountability in addressing the dropout rate and set a clear expectation for our young 
people that they will graduate from high school. 


Students who are 16 or 17 years old accounted for 65 percent of all dropouts in 2014. We expect 
passage of this bill would keep about 190 students from dropping out of school in the first year. 
That is a significant number. Raising the legal dropout age will make a difference. 


The last time we raised our expectations of students in this area was 1921--94 years ago--when 
we asked that they stay in school until they turned 16 or complete 8th grade. Our 21st century 
realities cannot be sustained by our 100-year-old policies. We must set our expectations higher 
than 8th-grade graduation. We must expect more from our schools and our students. This is an 
idea whose time has come. 


If legislators can come together to protect teens from the negative health risks associated with 
tanning beds, surely we can work together to support parents and schools in their efforts to keep 
students from dropping out of school. It is, as the Billings Gazette called it, a "no-brainer." 


Graduation Matters Montana is not just about graduating students from high school. It's also about 
making sure they are prepared for their next steps. Thanks to the leadership of the Board of Public 
Education, we have raised our standards in English and math. Today, | walk into classrooms and 
watch young learners work through math problems and think of themselves as mathematicians. 
| watch young people discuss major issues of our time using evidence from primary sources to 
back up their arguments. 


Teachers have told me they are amazed at the changes they have seen in their classrooms since 
they started implementing the standards. Our students are rising to meet the challenge of higher 
standards, and we shouldn't go backwards. These standards will help us continue to keep Montana 
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kids among the best in the nation. 


The chairperson of the Board is Sharon Carroll, a math teacher from Ekalaka. For the last three 
years, her school had a graduation rate of 100%. | visited them last year to congratulate them on 
their excellent track record. Those numbers show the strength of our rural schools in this state. 
Or maybe it just shows the strength of good math teachers like Mrs. Carroll. 


The board has been courageous and visionary in its efforts to move Montana's public education 
system forward, and | thank them. These board members are super dedicated to their mission of 
creating a high quality education system. During the last meeting, board member Lila Taylor from 
Broadus called in from a stockyard. That's some dedication. Board Chair Carroll and Paul 
Anderson, 2013 teacher of the year, are here representing the board today. Will you please stand 
so we can all thank you? 


You need to know that where we have challenges in the public education system, we confront them 
head-on. Graduation Matters Montana. Higher standards. Early Edge. 


One of the more demanding initiatives | have taken on is improving student outcomes in schools 
and communities that are facing significant challenges. | want every child, wherever they live, and 
regardless of their economic circumstances, to graduate from high school with the knowledge and 
skills they need to be successful in the next phase of their life. Under my Schools of Promise 
initiative, we have been working to transform several of the lowest performing school systems in 
the state. These schools are located in communities that experience poverty that is generational 
and persistent. 


This is a partnership between schools, communities and the OPI to provide comprehensive 
professional development for all school staff, provide mental health wraparound services for 
students who need additional support and build connections between parents, the community and 
the schools. | appreciate the collaborative work the staff in these schools are doing. Although 
there are many challenging conditions, there are also strong family ties, deep connections to a rich 
culture and significant history in these communities. And, there is much hope to build upon. 


We put students at the center of our Schools of Promise work and help them raise their voices. 
Brandon Bradley, a student from Hays Lodge Pole High School, is here today. When his 
grandmother passed away, he moved to Hays with his grandpa and brother to attend school. His 
grandfather recently passed away and Brandon was left with the responsibility of raising his 
younger brother, working at the local store and attending school. In addition to all of that, he isa 
member of our school improvement work group and makes sure student voices are included in the 
discussions about how their school works. 


Brandon has been empowered to have a voice in his education and is making sure his peers are 
invited to the table as well. They have set student rules for getting along in school, decided the 
future direction of student engagement and are in the process of getting t-shirt making equipment 
so they can learn about business and entrepreneurship. Brandon has approached the Fort Belknap 
Tribal Council to gain the exclusive contract for all their t-shirt making needs. He is a great 
representative of our student groups in our Schools of Promise where they are becoming leaders 
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in both their school and community. Thank you, Brandon, for your tremendous leadership at Hays 
Lodge Pole. With students like you leading the way, our future in Indian Country is bright. 


Our Schools of Promise are full of stories like Brandon's. We work with the adults AND the 
students in these schools. It is probably the most important work that we do. The staff on the 
ground in these schools and communities are truly affecting young lives for the better. That's why 
Representative Pease-Lopez is carrying House Bill 314 that would allow us to expand this work in 
four new communities, including mental health wraparound services for the most vulnerable 
students. We have a model that has gained national recognition, and we would like to continue 
this most important work that provides empowerment through education. 


| know that all of us agree about the importance of education. How we deliver education is 
sometimes where we differ. | am proud to be the top advocate for public education. Public 
education means so much to all of us. It is still the great equalizer. It is the last great public 
endeavor we have in America that is open to all, to every citizen. Public education proves that 
America is still the land of opportunity. And, in our state, public education is doing a great job. Our 
public schools educate 92% of Montana students. Over the past ten years, Montana citizens have 
made significant investments in public schools and in our students. 


Thank you, House of Representatives, for passing House Bill 27 so early in the session. 
Representative Hayman's bill provides the statutory increases for school funding. Passing this bill 
so early in the session will allow school districts to begin planning their budgets knowing that the 
funding is securely in place. | urge the Senate to also move it quickly and put it on the Governor's 
desk. 


Unfortunately, efforts are underway again to pass legislation that would drain resources away from 
our community schools. We cannot afford to backtrack on the constitutional promise of a free, 
quality public education for Montana children. Public schools are open to all children. There are no 
lotteries to get in. They are accountable to the public and transparent about every dollar that is 
spent. They are the heart--and the economic engines--of our communities. They are our schools. 


We must continue to set a high bar for student achievement, promote innovative practices, help 
students explore careers and post-secondary opportunities, and support our teachers and school 
leaders in their efforts to help every child reach their full educational potential. 


One of the best parts of my job is seeing great teaching in action in Montana classrooms. There 
is nothing better than watching someone who truly excels at the craft of teaching. You can feel the 
energy in the classroom and see the students respond with excitement. I'm sure each of you can 
recall a teacher who made a special impact on your life, who ignited a spark in you, made you 
believe in yourself and pushed you to achieve something you didn't think you could. Those of you 
who have children likely have gratitude for the educators who are helping to inspire your kids to try 
something new and to believe in themselves. 


One of the ways we have to honor the teaching profession is through the Teacher of the Year 
program. And! am honored to have Montana's 2015 Teacher of the Year, Craig Beals, a chemistry 
and earth science teacher from Billings Senior High School, in the audience. 
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Craig has done high-level scientific research all over the world, from Belize, Mongolia, Greenland, 
Borneo, and Africa to Montana. He inspired his students to design and build the largest cardboard 
geodesic dome planetarium in the world. (Try saying that fast 3 times.) His students have used 
their science skills to help improve their local parks, recommended new zoning, and contributed 
valuable water quality data to a national database for scientific research. And most importantly, he 
is known for developing strong relationships with the students in his classroom and having high 
expectations for them. 


Craig had this to say about his nomination for Teacher of the Year: "I teach because | love it. | 
work hard because that's what | was taught to do. | create because | can't help it. Never have | 
done any of these things for an award; | do them because | don't know any other way." 


He is using his year as the Montana Teacher of the Year to celebrate all the amazing things that 
teachers in this state are doing for young people. He has created a scroll, as well as a Twitter and 
Facebook account, for people to declare their support for teachers and to thank them for what they 
do every day. He knows that when teachers are shown a bit of appreciation, it goes a long way. 
I'm sure he would love to gain another 150 signatures on his scroll today. 


Similar to the students in Craig's classes, | know the value of a Montana public education because 
it's a gift | was given. It is part of who | am, and part of what drove me to become an educator. And 
| know what we have to lose if we don't preserve and strengthen public education for generations 
to come. We must continue to work for excellence and equality in our education system. 


We have a lot to be proud of and to celebrate. We have great teachers, great students and great 
public schools. And, | am so fortunate to be able to visit our future leaders in schools all across 
Montana. Every time | meet with my student advisory board, visit a classroom of middle-school 
students, read to first-graders, eat school lunch with fifth-graders, see great classroom teaching, 
or attend a Graduation Matters event with students, parents and businesses, | know that our 
schools, our communities and our future are in good hands. 


My work as State Superintendent helps me remain optimistic about our future. Our hope lies with 
the next generation--it always has. And, that's what | get to do every day--support the next 
generation in reaching their hopes and dreams. We must ALL do our part to support them. When 
we ensure that each student is provided with an opportunity to receive a quality public education-- 
THAT is how we make the future better. 


Thank you all for your service to the state of Montana, its citizens and its students. | look forward 
to working with you to pass good legislation that will make our public education system even better.

The Senate was introduced in the House Chambers. President Barrett assumed the chair. 


Majority Leader Rosendale moved the Senate and House of Representatives resolve into a joint 
session for the purpose of receiving a State of Tribal Nations address from Gerald Gray, Chairman 
of the Little Shell Chippewa Tribe. Motion carried. 


Majority Leader Rosendale moved the President be authorized to appoint a committee of four to 
notify Chairman Gray that the Senate and House of Representatives are in joint session and ready 
to receive the address. Without objection, the President appointed Senators Thomas and Whitford, 
and Representatives Hess and Schreiner and charged the committee to escort Chairman Gray into 
the chambers. 


President Barrett introduced Chairman Gerald Gray who gave the following address: 

President Barrett, Soeaker Knudsen, Governor, Lt. Governor, Senators, Representatives, Elders, 
Tribal Leaders, Distinguished Guests, State Officials and My Fellow Citizens: 

Aanii, Boozhoo. Hello, Greetings. My name is Gerald Gray. | am the Chairman of the Little Shell 
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Tribe of Montana. As Chairman of the Little Shell Chippewa Indians of Montana, one of the eight 
Tribal Nations that call Montana home, it is an honor and a privilege to be here today to deliver the 
State of the Tribal Nations address. 


The continued growth of the Indian Nations in Montana has been steady, but we all in this room 
know it can be much, much stronger. With more collaboration and open dialogue, we can come 
up with solutions to strengthen our Indian reservations and urban Indian communities, which in turn 
will only strengthen all of Montana. 


As our sovereign Indian Nations continue to preserve and protect our traditional ways, our 
languages, and our cultures that have enabled our peoples to thrive for thousands of years, we 
also look toward the future. We are seeking more jobs, more economic opportunities, a thriving 
economy where no one is left in need and our children and adults have access to the best 
opportunities that are available to all. 


Little Shell Tribe 

As some of you may know the Little Shell Tribe is a State recognized tribe, which has been fighting 
for Federal recognition for 130 years. As past Chairman John Gilbert articulated many times "We 
have been waiting for the day that never comes." Well let me now say that day is coming, this will 
be our year!! We will persevere. 


While our tribe's headquarters are located in Great Falls, we have members in many of your 
communities throughout the entire State of Montana. The Little Shell have the federal support for 
recognition from Senators Jon Tester and Steve Daines, as well as Congressman Ryan Zinke, and 
we have bills in both the Senate and House. Also we are eagerly waiting for the Part 83 rules, 
which are the amended rules required to be federally recognized. We will then resubmit our 
petition for federal recognition. We are asking this body to support and pass House Joint 
Resolution 15 supporting our recognition. Thank you to Representative Mitch Tropila and Senator 
Ed Buttrey for taking up that torch for the Little Shell. 


So we ask "Why do we continue this fight? Why is this so important to the Little Shell?" Federal 
recognition is not a receiving line for federal handouts--for the Little Shell it's the opportunity for the 
right to self-govern, the right to Tribal sovereignty, and the right for us to work with all of you 
government to government. 


There are many things that impact Montana's Indian Country, however | would like to address some 
of the more pressing ones; Economics, Education, and Health. 


Indian Country Economics 

Many Montanans, including some of our Tribal people, as most of you know, live in poverty and we 
must continue to work hard everyday to improve those conditions. While Montana's unemployment 
rate is around 4.5%, the unemployment rate averages between 60-80% on our reservations. 
Montana has the 3rd highest rate of poverty among American Indian/Alaska Natives, behind only 
North and South Dakota. We can and must do better. As a legislative body, you play a significant 
role in helping us get to a better place. 
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However, today in Montana there are great things happening throughout Indian Country. 


This spring the Blackfeet nation will begin construction of a new and expanded dialysis treatment 
facility that will contain state-of-art technology. They also hope to build a new nursing care facility 
to replace their aging 45-year-old facility. 


Fort Belknap is developing its tourism on the Hi-line, with tours of Snake Butte, Mission Canyon 
and the Yellowstone Buffalo. 


Fort Peck Tribes are finalizing funding for a new multi-million dollar wellness center for its 
members. 


The Crow Nation has broken ground on a veterans' housing complex for their warriors, and is in 
the process of organizing the Apsaalooke Cattle Company, the Blacklodge District C-Store. 


West of the divide, the Confederated Salish and Kootenai Tribes have been strategically planning 
for the last three decades the purchase of Kerr Dam where its tribal enterprise, Energy Keepers, 
Inc., will be providing electricity to the grid for the Pacific Northwest. They are the only tribe to 
purchase a hydroelectric dam. 


The Northern Cheyenne Development Corporation has been working since 2013 to re-establish 
the Cheyenne Depot | (Lame Deer) and Cheyenne Depot II (Ashland), which will provide essential 
goods and services in those two locations. 


The Chippewa Cree Tribe is in the final stages of cell tower siting for the Rocky Boy Reservation. 
This is a public-private partnership with Triangle Telephone Cooperative. 


Allow me to share with you what the Little Shell Tribe has accomplished as of today. In the past 3 
years, our tribe has progressed by leaps and bounds. We now have a cultural center where we 
can educate people about the Little Shell history and culture. We have an event center for 
meetings, weddings and funerals and our celebrations, and in 2014 we purchased a 35,000 sq. 
foot office complex in Great Falls from which we derive income to support other business ventures. 
This past week we purchased a 72-acre Travertine quarry by Gardiner, which is only one of 3 
active quarries in the entire United States. This will employ anywhere from 40 to 60 Little Shell 
members, and has the potential to produce an income for the Little Shell Tribe of approximately 
16 million dollars per year. We are currently looking at other business ventures, such as a 
tire-recycling center and a meat-processing plant, all of which will benefit our Little Shell Tribal 
members and the state of Montana. Income made will be spent right here in Montana. 


Indian Country Education 
Education has and still is the stepping-stone for progress and success throughout Indian Country. 


The historical tide has turned in that success in education was dependent upon how well cultures 
matched the dominate society. Well, Indian Country has figured that out and now have made great 
strides in education. 


| would like to give credit to school district #2 in Billings, Montana's largest city, where they recently

chose to name the newest middle school, Medicine Crow Middle School, after the distinguished 
American Indian war veteran, the last War Chief of the Crow nation and an author and historian, 
Joseph Medicine Crow. 


This is a great example of being open minded and accepting of this state's changing diversity. It's 
actions like this that will help teach the younger generations that showing respect for people of 
other races and cultures fosters a deep respect and understanding of others. In turn it has an 
effect on how all people can work together in a productive and civic manner giving everyone a 
chance to participate in our society. This is what makes Montana great and will make Montana 
better! 


Our Tribal Nations continue to collaborate with the Office of Public Instruction regarding the 
important work of both implementing Indian Education for All and improving American Indian 
student achievement across the state. 


One mechanism that supports this government-to-government relationship is the Montana Advisory 
Council on Indian Education (MACIE), which serves to advise the Office of Public Instruction and 
the Montana Board of Education. Efforts to improve American Indian student achievement, lower 
dropout rates and increase college and career readiness are necessary goals as we look to ensure 
a strong future for Montana. American Indian students from Great Falls to Culbertson to Heart 
Butte must receive the same high quality of educational opportunity as all other kids. Tribal Nations 
must be partners with public schools in order for this to happen. The real promise of Indian 
Education for All is that our Nations' histories, cultures and contemporary issues be shared with all 
students. 


Let's continue the success we're seeing throughout Montana and fund the Governor's pre-school 
plan. We all know that the earlier children start school the better the chance to ensure they 
develop socially and emotionally. Early childhood education also can significantly impact a child's 
cognitive development and language development. It's an investment in the state of Montana's 
future that we must have. As the Great Chief Sitting Bull once said "Let us put our minds together 
and see what life we can make for our children." 


Bills Important to Indian Country 

While there are many active pieces of legislation, there are a few that | want to mention in 
particular, so | stand here in front of you today and ask for your support. In working together 
through collaboration these bills will not only benefit Indian Country but all of Montana. 


| HB 196, sponsored by Representative Susan Webber. The Tribal College 
Non-Beneficiary Assistance program provides funding to tribal colleges to support 
a portion of the costs of educating non-tribal members attending the seven tribal 
colleges on the reservations in Montana. 


| Access to capital is an obstacle that impedes the launch or growth of individual tribal 
businesses as well as paralyzes the larger reservation economies. HB 301, 
sponsored by Representative Rae Peppers, The Native American Gap Financing 
Program, will provide support for tribal member-owned businesses that do not have 
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sufficient collateral to access a commercial business loan. This innovative pilot 
program will partner with traditional and tribal lending institutions and help provide 
those needed loans. 


! HB 331, sponsored by Representative Nicholas Schwaderer, removes the term 
"Half breed" from signage and geological features in Montana. Let's do the right 
thing--we DO NOT need derogatory signage as it only sends the wrong message 
to the next generation. 


| SB 262, sponsored by Senator C. Vincent is the CSKT Water compact. This is the 
final tribe seeking quantification of their water rights through the Montana state 
system. Let's get this passed and avoid unnecessary court battles that only hurt and 
drag down businesses. 


| Preserving native languages in the form of spoken, written, or sign for each tribe in 
the state of Montana is of utmost importance to our tribal nations. This bill, which 
is sponsored by Senator Jonathan WindyBoy, will continue to develop, improve, and 
distribute language curriculum, language classes, publication of literature, and 
language-teaching products. It will also assist in preserving and carrying on our 
native languages. 


For the Little Shell and other tribes, as well, passage of this language bill has and 
will: 


Bring focus and clarity to the mission of the tribe to reinforce, identify, document, 
protect, and encourage the Little Shell language and culture. 


Coalesce pride around a reaffirmed language and cultural identity for the tribe. 
Projects a positive, accountable, transparent, and confident public image of the tribe. 


Involved the tribe in nation-to-nation relationships throughout the traditional historic 
homeland. 


Help the tribe to recognize its significant role within Montana society. 

Please support this Language effort again and not let it become a "one and done." 
The Indian Country Economic Development Program, otherwise known as the ICED program, has 
proven year and year again to be nothing but a success to the Tribes and to the towns in which the 
program awards were utilized. This program assists in creating jobs and providing income for 
families, which is the right thing to do. 
ICED focuses on 1) workforce development and business development projects through tribal 
governments; 2) training for budding Native entrepreneurs; 3) access to capital through grant 
support for small business development of company collateral (also known as the Indian Equity 
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Fund); and 4) technical assistance on credit, commercial lending and financial management. 


This particular funding has helped the Little Shell build our business infrastructure, which in turn 
also benefits the city of Great Falls, as the income derived from these ventures is spent throughout 
Cascade county. Please continue to fund this important job-creating program. 


Before | end, | want to talk about one more really important topic. A topic that impacts every single 
Montanan--our friends, our neighbors, our family, our communities . That is our health. 


Health 

It is clear from the State of Montana's 2013 "State of the State Health Report" that health disparities 
exist between the Indian and non-Indian population in Montana. The most troubling statistic is the 
one that states that "white men in Montana live 19 years longer than American Indian men, and 
white women live 20 years longer than American Indian women." These statistics can simply no 
longer be ignored. This is an entire generation of people who are leaving our families and our 
communities too soon -- children are growing up without grandparents, families are losing children, 
and children are losing parents. 


Now that we know this information, we must act--collectively and in partnership. A great 
opportunity exists for the Tribes and the State to work together to address health disparities in 
Indian Country. We need your support of any and all efforts made toward seizing this opportunity 
if we are to begin to make a difference. 


Access to Health Care 

The federal government, through the Indian Health Service, is responsible for delivering health care 
to Indians--a promise made by the federal government when they negotiated the treaties with 
Indian Tribes many, many years ago. Unfortunately, the health care services currently being 
provided are limited and inadequate, are subject to complex federal regulations, policies and 
requirements and, in the end, leaves individuals without access to basic services, preventative care 
and many times without choices in their own health care decisions. 


The revenue received from third parties, such as Medicaid, is absolutely critical to building tribal 
health programs and delivering quality health care to Indians. These 100% federal pass-through 
dollars, which have no impact on the state general fund, are important to facilities as they continue 
to build their local health infrastructure. Ensuring that Indians have access to the health insurance 
marketplace to purchase health insurance at an affordable price is important to helping individuals 
have choice and ultimately better access to health care coverage. 


Medicaid Expansion 

Montana has the highest percentage of uninsured adult American Indians in the nation, with over 
half of our state's American Indian population uninsured. Indian Health Service is not a health 
insurance plan nor is it portable outside its own system. In fact, the services IHS does provide do 
not even meet the 10 essential benefits required under the Affordable Care Act. 


One way to begin to make a difference in outcomes and in access to quality health care for Indians 
would be to expand Medicaid eligibility to those most in need. House Bill 249, sponsored by 
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Representative Pat Noonan, will do just that. 


In our culture, we hold in high regard the expectation that we have a responsibility to care for 
others. Medicaid expansion would go a long way towards putting a serious dent in Montana's 
health disparity statistics and in giving individuals access to basic health care. | urge your support 
for Medicaid expansion in Montana. People's lives literally depend on it. 


Accepting available federal funding will bring $5.4 billion into Montana over the next six years. It 
will also create high-paying jobs in the healthcare sector and among small businesses and it will 
keep those critical hospitals in our small towns and Indian reservation open and operating. Who 
doesn't want that? 


These United States are truly the melting pot of the world. Montana demographics are also 
changing, therefore we need to work even harder together as a community to dispel the 
stereotypes that have plagued this state. That starts with all of us as leaders of this great state. 


Since the direction of the party line clearly doesn't agree with all involved, perhaps politicians 
should start treating government as it was meant to be--addressing the problems at hand for the 
good of the people with sincere negotiation and compromise instead of party line attacks and 
misrepresentation. This whole concept of party wars and party agenda and being expected to go 
against what you know to be right (like not discriminating) just to satisfy some mystical presence 
at the heart of a party has not worked for centuries. Why would they expect it to work now? This 
thinking only holds the state of Montana back, so let's all change things and make Great Things 
Happen! 


We, as politicians -- Republican, Democrat, Independents, Montana Legislators, State, County, 
Federal, and Tribal officials -- have the opportunity to work in an honest and true PARTNERSHIP 
to create a better life for all citizens of Montana, including all races and nationalities living in this 
great state. 


Instead, with our abundant 
range of abilities that we all possess, no matter what position we hold as individuals, we must 
commit ourselves to ensuring that we are all working together to create a quality life for all 
Montanans!

(i) 40% or more, the school district division proposition is approved and adopted only if a 
majority of the votes were cast in favor of the proposition; 

(ii) more than 30% but less than 40%, the school district division proposition is approved 
and adopted only if 60% or more of the votes were cast in favor of the proposition; or 

(iii) 30% or less, the school district division proposition is rejected. 

(c) If the school district division election is held at a general election, at an election that 
is conducted by mail ballot as provided in Title 13, chapter 19, or at a special election that is 
held in conjunction with a regular or primary election, the determination of the approval or 
rejection of the school district division proposition is made by a majority of the votes cast on the 
issue. 

(d) If the canvass of the vote establishes the approval and adoption of the school district 
division proposition, the trustees shall issue a certificate proclaiming the passage of the 
proposition."

(b) provide at no charge to participating pharmacies and certified retail establishments 
appropriate training, 24-hour online support, and a toll-free telephone help line that is staffed 24 
hours a day; 

(c) be able to communicate in real time with similar systems operated in other states and 
the District of Columbia and similar systems containing information submitted by more than one 
state; 

(d) comply with information exchange standards adopted by the national information 
exchange model; 

(e) include a stop sales alert that: 

(i) provides notification that completion of a sale would result in the purchaser violating the 
quantity limits set forth in this part; 

(ii) includes an override function that may be used by a pharmacy or certified retail 
establishment under the circumstances set forth in subsection (2); and 

(iii) records each instance in which the override function is utilized; 

(f) record the following: 

(i) the date and time of a transaction; 

(ii) the name, address, date of birth, and photo identification number of the purchaser, the 
type of identification used, and the issuing governmental entity; 

(iii) the number of packages purchased, the total number of grams of ephedrine or 
pseudoephedrine per package, and the name of the compound, mixture, or preparation containing 
ephedrine or pseudoephedrine; and 

(iv) the signature of the purchaser or a unique number connecting the transaction to a paper 
signature retained at the retail premises; 

(g) ensure that submitted data is retained within the system for at least 2 years from the 
date of submission; and 

(h) be accessible by law enforcement. 

(2) (a) A pharmacy or certified retail establishment may not complete a sale if the system 
generates a stop sales alert unless the individual dispensing the ephedrine, pseudoephedrine, or 
related compound has a reasonable fear of imminent bodily harm if the sale is not completed. 

(b) In the event of a mechanical or electronic interruption of the system, the pharmacy or 
certified retail establishment shall maintain a written log of sales of ephedrine and pseudoephedrine 
until the system is restored. The information written in the log must be transmitted to the system 
as soon as practicable after the system is restored. 

(3) The following entities may not be required to participate in the electronic system and 
may not be required to maintain a written log: 

(a) licensed manufacturers that manufacture and lawfully distribute products in the channels 
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of commerce; 

(b) wholesalers that lawfully distribute products in the channels of commerce; 

(c) inpatient pharmacies of health care facilities licensed in this state; 
(d) licensed long-term health care facilities; 

(e) government-operated health care clinics, departments, or centers; 
(f) physicians who dispense drugs pursuant to state law; 

(g) pharmacies located in correctional facilities; and 

(h) government-operated or industry-operated medical facilities serving the employees of 
the state or local or federal government. 

(4) The department of justice, a law enforcement agency of the state, or a federal agency 
conducting a criminal investigation involving the manufacture of methamphetamine consistent with 
state or federal law may access data, records, and reports regarding the sale of ephedrine or 
pseudoephedrine. In addition, the information may be accessed if relevant to proceedings in a 
court, investigatory grand jury, or special grand jury. 

(5) All data, records, and reports related to the sale of ephedrine or pseudoephedrine to 
retail customers and any abstracts of the data, records, and reports that are in the possession of 
the department of justice pursuant to this section are confidential and exempt from disclosure under 
Title 2, chapter 6. 

(6) An entity operating the system or a pharmacy or certified retail establishment that sells 
a product containing ephedrine or pseudoephedrine may not use or disclose information collected 
or contained in the system or a written log for any purpose other than to: 

(a) ensure compliance with this section or the federal Combat Methamphetamine Epidemic 
Act of 2005, Public Law 109-177; 

(6) comply with the United States government or its political subdivision for law enforcement 
purposes under state or federal law; or 

(c) facilitate a product recall necessary to protect the public health and safety. 

(7) (a) A pharmacy or certified retail establishment that releases in good faith confidential 
information to federal, state, or local law enforcement or to a person acting on the behalf of law 
enforcement or that utilizes the system in accordance with this section is immune from civil liability 
for the release of the information or for acts or omissions in utilizing the system under this section 
unless the release or the act or omission constitutes gross negligence or intentional, wanton, or 
willful misconduct. 

(b) The civil immunity provisions of subsection (7)(a) do not apply to a person employed by 
or an entity operated by the state or a political subdivision of the state."

Majority Leader Rosendale moved the Senate and House of Representatives resolve into a joint 
session for the purpose of receiving an address from the Honorable Senator from the State of 
Montana, Steve Daines. 
Majority Leader Rosendale moved the President be authorized to appoint a committee of four to 


notify Senator Daines that the Senate and House of Representatives are in joint session and ready 
to receive the address. Without objection, the President appointed Senators Taylor and Vuckovich, 
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and Representatives Burnett and Lynch and charged the committee to escort Senator Daines into 
the chambers. 


President Barrett introduced Senator Daines who gave the following address: 


President Barrett, Soeaker Knudsen, Senator Sesso and Representative Hunter. Members of the 
Montana State Senate and State House. Governor Bullock and our other statewide elected officials 
here today. 


I'm honored to be here today, and grateful for this opportunity to speak with all of you. | remember 
the last time | was standing in this spot as your newly elected Congressman. Well, it's been two 
years and here | am again speaking to you as a freshman. 


It is an incredible honor to represent Montana in the United States Senate. And it continues to be 
a great privilege to work with all of you -- our legislators and statewide officials -- to serve the 
people of Montana. As a citizen legislature, you put your lives and your small businesses on hold, 
and come to Helena to serve. And not to serve yourselves -- to serve your neighbors, your 
communities. The people of Montana. 


Now, | know that you won't all agree on everything 100% of the time. But we are united by a desire 
to serve the people of Montana and work for solutions that move our state forward. 


Montanans don't want to see an'""R" or a"D" behind their elected officials' names -- they want to 
see "MT." Because we weren't elected to serve a political party. We were elected to serve the 
people of Montana. That's something that as citizen legislators, you understand well. 
Unfortunately, Washington still doesn't get it. 


Washington is more concerned with its own self-interest and self-gain than the well-being of the 
American people. That's why the first bill | introduced in the Senate, just last week, was the 
Balanced Budget Accountability Act, which mandates that Congress balance the budget or 
members won't get paid. 


It's a charge | led in the House, and I'll continue fighting in the Senate. It's time that Washington 
is held accountable to the American people. Montana families, Montana small business, the 
Montana State Legislature, all have to balance their budgets. It's time that Washington D.C. takes 
a page out of Montana's playbook and balances its budget. 


Our national debt crisis is a prime example of how broken Washington is. The non-partisan 
Congressional Budget Office recently reported that if the federal government remains on its current 
path, our national debt will rise from $18 trillion to more than $25 trillion in 10 years. Over the next 
ten years, we'll pay $5.6 trillion in interest alone. That's enough to pay for Montana's current 
annual budget for the next 2500 years. 


Our country is on an unsustainable fiscal path that is headed toward bankruptcy. That is why | urge 
you, as our state's leaders, to set forward a path for Montana that is founded upon Montana-driven 
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solutions and Montana-driven success. We must be wary of increasing our dependence on 
Washington and a federal government that is accruing debt at an unprecedented rate. 


That's why Montana's destiny must be determined by Montanans, not the federal government. After 
all, in Washington, D.C. we have but three Montana voices -- Jon, Ryan and me -- among 535. It's 
better when 100 Montana State Representatives and 50 Montana State Senators, a Montana 
Governor, and a Montana Attorney General take the lead on issues that directly impact the future 
of Montana versus the U.S. Senate, the House, President Obama and Eric Holder. 


We all know that Montana is a great place to live, to recreate, to raise a family. So why isn't it a 
better place to work? Why is it that from year to year, Montana consistently ranks near the bottom 
in median income? Why is it that 4 out of 5 of our engineering graduates leave Montana to find 
work? We should be exporting our wheat and cattle, not our kids. Why is it that our once thriving 
timber industry has all but come to a halt? 


Montana is the best state in the union. But better is possible. I'm convinced that the best solutions 
and the best policies for Montana aren't going to come from some bureaucrats or career politicians 
2,000 miles away in Washington, D.C. They're going to come from Montanans, from local 
legislators like you, from Montana small business owners, and from Montana families. 


Let me tell you -- Washington is the problem. Montana has the solutions. So why, when we look 
to solve the problems facing our state, would we look to DC for the answers? 


To prove how out-of-touch Washington, D.C. is, Montanans need to look no further than to the 
EPA. From trying to regulate dry ditches and puddles, to writing yet another rule to cripple our coal 
industry, the EPA is doing everything it can to make life worse for hardworking Montana farmers 
and ranchers, our union members, our families, and our tribes. 


The Crow Reservation is home to some of the richest coal deposits in Montana. The Crow people 
want to have control of their resources, control of their destiny. Yet a misguided Washington, D.C. 
agenda prevents them from doing so. 


President Obama is waging a war on coal that is a direct threat to affordable energy, to good- 
paying jobs, and to the economic future of Montana's tribes. While serving in the House, | invited 
Crow Chairman Darrin Old Coyote to testify before the Natural Resources Committee. And what 
he said has stayed with me, and sadly proven time and time again to be true. 


He said "A war on coal is a war on the Crow people." 

Unemployment on the Crow Reservation is around 50%. As Chairman Old Coyote has told me, 
without those good-paying jobs in the Absaloka Mine or at Colstrip Power Plant, unemployment 
would be closer to 90%. 

The EPA and its latest regulations are a direct threat to the Crow Tribe's economic future. It's a 
threat to the more than 4,000 good-paying jobs in our coal mines and Colstrip Power Plant. It's a 
threat to the tens of millions of dollars in tax revenue that you as legislators depend upon to fund 
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government services. 


But that's not the only place where we've seen Washington's war against hard-working Montanans. 
Last month, the House and Senate both passed legislation approving construction of the Keystone 
XL pipeline. All three of your federal representatives -- Senator Tester, Congressman Zinke, and 
| -- voted in support of the pipeline. 


Next week, after six years of waiting on the President to make a decision, the Keystone bill will 
head to his desk, where he'll finally have to make a yes or no decision. All signs indicate he plans 
to veto it. 


Last night, | was talking with Rion Miles, the business manager for Operating Engineers Local 400. 
The Keystone XL pipeline will create 300 good-paying jobs for his union members in Montana 
alone. And like most Montanans, Rion doesn't understand why the President is standing in the way 
of those good-paying union jobs. 


Well, | have a message from the people of Montana. Mr. President, it's time to stop debating, and 
it's time to start building the Keystone Pipeline. 


The Keystone pipeline isn't just a pipeline for oil. It's a lifeline for thousands of Montana families 
who are looking for something -- anything -- to bring back economic hope in their communities. 


McCone County is one of six Montana counties that the Keystone XL pipeline will run through. 
Circle, the McCone county seat, has experienced the same economic and population declines that 
many northeastern Montana towns have faced in recent years. Families have moved away. 
Businesses have closed. Main Street isn't the same as it was even a decade or two ago. McCone 
County has significant infrastructure needs that have gone unresolved in the wake of a shrinking 
tax base. 


For towns like Circle, the Keystone XL pipeline isn't just about energy. It represents economic 
opportunity and hope for the future. In just the first year of Keystone's operation, McCone County 
alone would see $18 million in property tax revenues. That's money for schools and roads and 
teacher salaries. That's economic opportunity and hundreds of new jobs in the area. 


And it's not just McCone County that will benefit. The Montana Department of Revenue estimates 
that another $45 million per year would be distributed among Valley, Dawson, Phillips, Fallon and 
Prairie Counties which also lie along the pipeline's path. And more than $16 million per year would 
go directly to Montana's schools and university systems. 


But that's not all. Not too long ago, | was up in Glasgow visiting with the folks at NorVal Electric 
Co-op. NorVal, along with several other rural Montana electric cooperatives, will supply power for 
one of the Keystone XL pipeline's pump stations. 


If the pipeline is built, NorVal estimates that they can keep their consumers' electric rates flat for 
the next ten years. For thousands of Montana families living paycheck-to-paycheck, stable energy 
rates for a decade would be one less thing they'd have to worry about. But if the pipeline is not 
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approved, rates for those same hard-working families will increase by 40 percent over the same 
time period. That's a potential increase of about $480 dollars per year for the average household 
in Montana. 


Why then does Washington continue to put barrier after barrier up to prevent job creation? Why 
does the EPA continue to impose regulation after regulation that will prevent one of the few bright 
spots in our economy -- our energy industry -- from growing? 


We need Montana-driven policies that empower our farmers and ranchers and encourage the 
growth of jobs in our coal mines and sawmills and on our oil fields. Washington is the problem - 
Montana has the solutions. 


But the federal government's mismanagement of our resources isn't just isolated to our coal 
reserves. We see it in our National Forests and our public lands. Our public lands are a 
tremendous asset to our tourism economy and our way of life. It's one of the reasons that many 
people come to Montana in the first place. 


At RightNow Technologies, where we created hundreds of Montana jobs with salaries averaging 
over $70,000 per year our recruiting slogan was "work where you also like to play." 


| grew up in Bozeman, hunting and fishing on our public lands. | backpacked all over the Spanish 
Peaks, the Beartooths, the Crazies... and climbed Montana's highest point, Granite Peak. In fact, 
| proposed to my wife, Cindy, on Hyalite Peak south of Bozeman nearly 30 years ago 


Our public lands are an important part of my way of life -- just like most Montanans. But the federal 
government's perpetual failure to properly manage our National Forests has led many of Montana's 
forested counties into economic despair. 


Our state once boasted a robust timber industry. Our forests were healthy and maintained. 
Thousands of Montanans had good-paying jobs in our mills. But over the past few decades, things 
have dramatically changed. 


Timber harvests in Montana's National Forests have declined 82%. We've lost more than 4,000 
high-paying jobs in our once thriving timber industry. New federal laws made it easier for fringe 
groups to shut down resource development with lawsuit after lawsuit. And a flood of new 
regulations have made it too costly or too complicated to move forward with resource development 
even if the lawsuits were settled. 


Look no further than Pyramid Lumber in Seeley Lake, which is running at just two-thirds capacity 
because they can't find logs. Or RY Lumber in Livingston and Tricon Timber in St. Regis -- these 
mills are surrounded by dense forests on all sides. Yet they both have to purchase logs 500 miles 
away in Wyoming. Or look at Stoltze Lumber in Columbia Falls. | was just up there yesterday, 
talking with mill workers. In recent months, the mill has cut back production by 20 hours a week 
and 10 employees have been laid off. All because persistent litigation has reduced log supply and 
tied up timber sales throughout Montana. 
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Awhile back, | was visiting with a couple from Eureka and asked them how it was all going. They 
said: "Steve, what we have in Lincoln County is poverty with a view." 


Lincoln and Sanders counties boast natural beauty that is hard to match. Dense forests, rugged 
peaks, pristine streams. These are the qualities that many think of when they look at western 
Montana. But as far too many families in Libby and Plains and Eureka and Thompson Falls know, 
a great view on its own can't pay the bills. These are communities that once had thriving resource 
industries. Mills were running at full capacity and miners were hard at work. The situation today 
is much different. 


More than 81% of Sanders County and 78% of Lincoln County is made up of federally owned land. 
When your largest landowner in the county doesn't pay taxes and doesn't provide economic 
opportunities on its land, the revenue base is pretty limited. It's hardly a coincidence that these 
same counties with the highest percentage of federal lands have the lowest median incomes in 
Montana. 


Last year, the New York Times did an assessment of the "health and wealth" of every county in the 
nation. You might expect folks in Silicon Valley to be doing fairly well. Or see New York City 
suburbs thriving. What shocked me was seeing that six of the nation's top ten wealthiest counties 
surround Washington, D.C. This sends a pretty clear message about where Washington's priorities 
really are. 


During the recession, while millions of Americans were struggling to make ends meet amidst layoffs 
and economic instability, Washington, D.C. thrived. The federal government poured millions of 
dollars into new buildings. And salaries kept growing and growing. The average federal bureaucrat 
in the Department of Education in Washington, D.C. makes $107,000 a year. It's time we stop 
building bureaucratic D.C. kingdoms, and return those dollars back to the classrooms. 


We see a similar trend here in Montana. When looking at median income, two of the top three 
counties in Montana are Jefferson County and Lewis and Clark County -- in short, Helena. Our 
capitol. Now, I'm happy to see folks in all corners of our state succeeding and being able to provide 
for their families. But what kind of message does it send when the seat of Montana's government 
is thriving while families in northwestern Montana can't find work? 


Our public lands and our National Forests are some of Montana's greatest treasures. But we have 
to implement meaningful forest management reform that gets our timber industry up and running 
again, improves the health of our forests, and ensures that places like Sanders and Lincoln 
counties aren't dependent on the whims of the federal government's annual budget. 


These are serious challenges that | hear about every single day. Montanans are worried. | know 
that when we look at the big numbers, things seem to be okay in Montana. Our state 
unemployment rate is down. Our graduation rates are up. These are good things. 


But when you leave Helena, and talk with folks in Libby, or Plains, or Thompson Falls, those 
numbers aren't all that encouraging. Sanders County ranks at the bottom in median income. 
Lincoln County has the highest unemployment in our state. We can't rely on Washington, D.C. to 
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come up with the solution. 


But here in Montana, we also see the opportunities when Montanans are empowered to develop 
our natural resources. You remember that Jefferson County ranked number one in median income, 
and Lewis and Clark County ranked number three. Number two is Richland County -- the heart of 
Montana's oil production. 


Think of our opportunities if the federal government stepped back and allowed Montanans to 
develop their resources -- to responsibly manage their forests and mine their coal. Let Montanans 
have a greater say in the management of our public lands, not Washington D.C. 


And yes, we must keep our public lands public. We must stand firm against any efforts to sell our 
public lands. But we also must remind folks back East that these lands belong to the public. They 
belong to the people not to federal bureaucrats in Washington, D.C. or trial lawyers in San 
Francisco. Washington is the problem. Montana has the solutions, and there are great 
opportunities for our state if Montanans are leading the way. 


Look no further than our number one industry, agriculture. Montana feeds the world. Our cattle and 
wheat are two of our biggest exports. Our sugar beets in Sidney and along the Yellowstone River 
produce the sugar that keeps trick or treaters happy at Halloween. When you drink a Bud Light, 
or alocal Montana microbrew, odds are that you're drinking Montana barley. We need to increase 
opportunities for our producers to succeed and create good-paying jobs, not allow more barriers 
from the EPA hold them back. 


We need a free and fair trade system that opens markets for Montana farmers and ranchers. We 
need to support new export terminals so that our producers can get their grain and cattle to market. 


We also have tremendous opportunities to develop our state's energy resources and create new 
jobs in our eastern-Montana communities. In recent months, we've seen the price of gas drop 
below $2 a gallon, thanks to more made-in-America energy. That works out to be a $750 per year 
savings for the average American household. That's a good thing. But rather than hitting pause on 
our energy production, we need to encourage it. 


More made-in-Montana energy doesn't just mean more money in your pocket when you head to 
the gas pump or look at your electric bill. It also means more jobs. Our state is a true model of an 
“all-of-the-above" energy plan. We are blessed with abundant resources: coal, oil, natural gas, 
water, wind, solar. By responsibly developing all of our energy resources, Montana can help our 
nation achieve energy independence. 


Our energy security, though, isn't just about jobs and low energy prices. It's directly tied to our 
national security. From the serious threat of ISIS in the Middle East, to Russian aggression in 
eastern Europe, we're reminded that many of these regions filled with turmoil also supply much of 
the world's oil and natural gas. The U.S. will become the world's largest oil producer this year 
surpassing Russia and Saudi Arabia. We need more made-in-America energy, not more made in 
the Middle East oil. 
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These threats also affirm the importance of maintaining our strong nuclear deterrence -- a critical 
mission that is based in Montana's own Malmstrom Air Force Base. Not a day should go by when 
we aren't thanking the men and women at Malmstrom for their service and their important role in 
keeping our nation, and our world, safe. 


On a daily basis, we are reminded of the growing threat of a nuclear Iran or North Korea. We see 
the mounting threats of radical Islamic terrorism with ISIS in Iraq and Syria, Boko Haram in Nigeria 
and the Houthis in Yemen. President Obama's efforts to undermine the strength of Malmstrom's 
mission are shortsighted and misguided, especially in today's increasingly dangerous world. 


| have heard from detractors who've said we've never had to use our nuclear mission so 
maintaining its full strength isn't necessary. Well, | have a message for those who seek to weaken 
our ICBM mission: those missiles are used each and every day. We maintain peace through 
strength. We cannot underestimate the importance of maintaining that strength as we strive to 
secure our homeland from threats abroad. 


Like you, I'm grateful | get to call Montana home. I've always said one of the best decisions | ever 
made is when | picked my great-great grandmother, who homesteaded east of Conrad, and got 
our family to Montana. 


Montana offers an unmatched quality of life that no other state can compete with. Montana offers 
a workforce that is unmatched with a strong work ethic that is passed on from generation to 
generation. 


And now with technology, we can grow more good-paying jobs that allow Montanans to stay in the 
state we love. That's because technology has removed geography as a constraint. We can build 
world-class businesses in Montana. 


| saw this when | worked at RightNow Technologies in my hometown of Bozeman. And as I've 
traveled the state I've seen the impact that technology has had on dozens of small Montana 
businesses. From Blue Marble Biomaterials in Missoula, to Resodyn in Butte, to Proof Research 
in Columbia Falls -- Montana is becoming a hub of innovation and technological success. 


A study released just yesterday by the University of Montana Bureau of Business and Economic 
Research showed that Montana's high-tech jobs are growing 8 to 10 times faster than Montana's 
statewide job growth rate. More, these jobs average wages of more than twice the median 
statewide income. And in fact last year, 40% of the wage growth in Montana occurred in Gallatin 
County alone -- a hub of high tech growth for Montana. 


We must encourage the growth of high-tech jobs in Montana. These are good-paying jobs that will 
not only allow our state to grow economically, it will ensure that the kids we're training at our 
universities and colleges can stay in Montana. 


That's why we must stand united against Washington, D.C.'s attempts to tax the Internet, limit 
innovation, and put more senseless regulations on Montana-based small businesses (like Blackfoot 
Communications) who are working to expand and improve Internet access. The Internet is a 
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laboratory of innovation for Montana small businesses. Yet Washington, D.C. wants to tie our 
entrepreneurs’ hands by forcing them to collect internet sales taxes for 9600 different tax 
jurisdictions rather than focusing their time and energy on growing their business and creating jobs. 


Whether it's an Internet sales tax, or a tax on the Internet itself, one thing is clear -- Washington, 
D.C. is always looking for one more thing to tax. | think | can speak for all Montanans when | say

We also cannot underestimate the importance of encouraging our students’ interests in Science, 
Math, Engineering and Technology. Increasing educational opportunity in Montana, though, isn't 
going to happen through another federal mandate or a one-size-fits-all regulation. We need to 
empower our state, our local school boards, our teachers and parents to work together to develop 
solutions that best fit our kids' unique needs. 

Working together, we can find solutions that work for Montana. We can grow our economy and 
create opportunities for more timber, energy and technology jobs. We can protect access to our 
public lands and ensure they remain healthy and open for future generations. Washington is the 
problem -- and we have the solutions here in Montana. 


We really do live in the greatest state in the country. It truly is the last best place. We know it's the 
best place to live. Let's make it an even better place to work. Thank you, and God Bless.

(2) Tobacco products, alternative nicotine products, or vapor products may not be sold 
through a vending machine that is located in a restaurant unless the restaurant has a bar, the

(3) The sale of tobacco products, alternative nicotine products, or vapor products from a 
vending machine under the direct line-of-sight supervision of an owner or employee is considered 


a sale of tobacco products, alternative nicotine products, or vapor products by the owner or 
employee for the purposes of 16-11-305.""

"16-11-308. Civil penalties -- license suspension -- tobacco education fee. (1) Failure 
to obtain a license, as required by 16-11-303, failure to post signs, as provided in 16-11-304, or the 
manufacture or sale of cigarettes or rolling tobacco in violation of the minimum package size 
requirements of 16-11-111 or 16-11-307 is punishable by a civil penalty of $100.

The employee or other person who sold the tobacco product, 
alternative nicotine product, or vapor product, the establishment manager, and the establishment 
owner, if the owner is a sole proprietor or partner, shall read and view the tobacco education 
material. 

(d) A sixth offense under 16-11-305(1) or 16-11-307(1) or a third offense under 
16-11-307(2) is punishable by suspension of the licenses required by 16-11-120 and 16-11-303 
for 3 months. 

(e) Aseventh and subsequent offense under 16-11-305(1) or 16-11-307(1) or a fourth and 
subsequent offense under 16-11-307(2) is punishable by suspension of the licenses required by 
16-11-120 and 16-11-303 for 1 year. 

(3) After 2 years from the first violation, if a person has not received notice of any further 
violations, a second violation is considered a first violation for the purposes of subsection (2). 

(4) Alicense may not be reissued after suspension under subsection (2)(d) or (2)(e) unless 
tobacco education fees or civil penalties are paid in full. 

(5) Tobacco education fees must be assessed and collected by the department of public 
health and human services. Notice of an assessment pursuant to subsection (2) and this 
subsection must be made by the department of public health and human services within 30 days 
of the alleged violation by certified letter addressed to the establishment owner or manager. The 
notice of assessment against the owner of the establishment must provide an opportunity for a 
hearing. The hearing may be conducted using electronic equipment and must comply with the 
provisions of the Montana Administrative Procedure Act. Within 30 days from the date on which 
the notice of assessment was mailed, the owner or manager shall notify the department of public 
health and human services that the owner or manager objects to the assessment and request a 
hearing pursuant to this subsection. 

(6) In addition to the penalty provided for in subsection (2), a first and subsequent violation 
of 16-11-305(1) or 16-11-307(1) is punishable by an assessment of a tobacco education fee of $25 
against the employee who sold the tobacco product, alternative nicotine product, or vapor product, 
if the employee is not the owner of the establishment. The tobacco education fee must be 
assessed and collected by the department of public health and human services. Within 30 days of 
the alleged violation, notice of assessment pursuant to this subsection must be made by the 
department of public health and human services by certified letter addressed to the employee. The 
notice of assessment must provide an opportunity for a hearing. The hearing may be conducted 
using electronic equipment and must comply with the provisions of the Montana Administrative 
Procedure Act. Within 30 days from the date on which the notice of assessment was mailed, the 
employee shall notify the department of public health and human services that the employee 
objects to the assessment and requests a hearing pursuant to this subsection. 

(7) The tobacco education material referred to in this section must be provided by the 
department of public health and human services in the form of written and video self-teaching 
materials. The education materials may be used only for the purposes provided in this section. 
Upon completion of the self-teaching materials, the establishment owner or manager shall execute 
a written statement on a form provided by the department of public health and human services 
verifying that the employee, owner, or manager, as appropriate, has read and viewed the 
self-teaching material and shall return the statement and the self-teaching video to the department 
of public health and human services. 

(8) Upon the sixth and subsequent violation of this section, the department of public health 
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and human services shall notify the department of revenue in writing to initiate suspension of the 
licenses required by 16-11-120 and 16-11-303 and shall notify the licensee in writing of the alleged 
violation and of the referral of the licensee's record of violations to the department of revenue for 
suspension of the licenses pursuant to 16-11-144 and this section. The department of revenue 
shall review the record of violations and may initiate license suspension proceedings in accordance 
with 16-11-144. If, upon a review of the record of violations, the department of revenue declines 
to initiate suspension proceedings, the violation may not be charged against the licensee for the 
purposes of this section.

(C) a separation agreement, as provided for in 40-4-201(1), containing provisions for 
disposition of any property owned by either or both parties, distribution of any debts owed by either 
or both parties, maintenance of either party, and support, parenting, and parental contact with any 
minor children of the parties has been filed with the court prior to or concurrently with the affidavit;

(4) (a) Except as provided in subsection (4)(d), for the purpose of calculating ANB, 
enrollment in an education program: 

(i) from 180 to 359 aggregate hours of pupil instruction per school year is counted as 
one-quarter-time enrollment; 

(ii) from 360 to 539 aggregate hours of pupil instruction per school year is counted as 
half-time enrollment; 

(iii) from 540 to 719 aggregate hours of pupil instruction per school year is counted as 
three-quarter-time enrollment; and 

(iv) 720 or more aggregate hours of pupil instruction per school year is counted as full-time 
enrollment. 

(b) Except as provided in subsection (4)(d), enrollment in a program intended to provide 
fewer than 180 aggregate hours of pupil instruction per school year may not be included for 
purposes of ANB. 

(c) Enrollment in a self-paced program or course may be converted to an hourly equivalent 
based on the hours necessary and appropriate to provide the course within a regular classroom 
schedule. 

(d) A school district may include in its calculation of ANB a pupil who is enrolled in a 
program providing fewer than the required aggregate hours of pupil instruction required under 
subsection (4)(a) or (4)(b) if the pupil has demonstrated proficiency in the content ordinarily 
covered by the instruction as determined by the school board using district assessments. The ANB 
of a pupil under this subsection (4)(d) must be converted to an hourly equivalent based on the 
hours of instruction ordinarily provided for the content over which the student has demonstrated 
proficiency. 

(e) A pupil in kindergarten through grade 12 who is concurrently enrolled in more than one 
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public school, program, or district may not be counted as more than one full-time pupil for ANB 
purposes. 

(5) For a district that is transitioning from a half-time to a full-time kindergarten program, 
the state superintendent shall count kindergarten enrollment in the previous year as full-time 
enrollment for the purpose of calculating ANB for the elementary programs offering full-time 
kindergarten in the current year. For the purposes of calculating the 3-year ANB, the 
superintendent of public instruction shall count the kindergarten enrollment as one-half enrollment 
and then add the additional kindergarten ANB to the 3-year average ANB for districts offering 
full-time kindergarten. 

(6) When a pupil has been absent, with or without excuse, for more than 10 consecutive 
school days, the pupil may not be included in the enrollment count used in the calculation of the 
ANB unless the pupil resumes attendance prior to the day of the enrollment count. 

(7) (a) The enrollment of preschool pupils, as provided in 20-7-117, may not be included 
in the ANB calculations.

(ii) a school of the district is located more than 20 miles from any other school of the district 
and incorporated territory is not involved in the district, the number of regularly enrolled, full-time 
pupils of the school must be calculated separately for ANB purposes and the district must receive 
a basic entitlement for the school calculated separately from the other schools of the district; 

(iii) the superintendent of public instruction approves an application not to aggregate when 
conditions exist affecting transportation, such as poor roads, mountains, rivers, or other obstacles 
to travel, or when any other condition exists that would result in an unusual hardship to the pupils 
of the school if they were transported to another school, the number of regularly enrolled, full-time 
pupils of the school must be calculated separately for ANB purposes and the district must receive 
a basic entitlement for the school calculated separately from the other schools of the district; or 

(iv) two or more districts consolidate or annex under the provisions of 20-6-422 or 20-6-423, 
the ANB and the basic entitlements of the component districts must be calculated separately for 
a period of 3 years following the consolidation or annexation. Each district shall retain a percentage 
of its basic entitlement for 3 additional years as follows: 
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(A) 75% of the basic entitlement for the fourth year; 

(B) 50% of the basic entitlement for the fifth year; and 

(C) 25% of the basic entitlement for the sixth year. 

(b) when a junior high school has been approved and accredited as a junior high school, 
all of the regularly enrolled, full-time pupils of the junior high school must be considered as high 
school district pupils for ANB purposes; 

(c) when a middle school has been approved and accredited, all pupils below the 7th grade 
must be considered elementary school pupils for ANB purposes and the 7th and 8th grade pupils

(d) when aschool has been designated as nonaccredited by the board of public education 
because of failure to meet the board of public education's assurance and performance standards, 
the regularly enrolled, full-time pupils attending the nonaccredited school are not eligible for 
average number belonging calculation purposes, nor will an average number belonging for the 
nonaccredited school be used in determining the BASE funding program for the district.

SB 195 - Senator Caferro moved SB 195 do pass. 
SB 195 - Senator D. Brown moved SB 195, second reading copy, be amended as follows: 


1. Title, page 1, line 6.

Insert: "10-1-1007," 


2. Page 2, line 19. 
Insert: "Section 4. Section 10-1-1007, MCA, is amended to read: 

"10-1-1007. Right to return to employment without loss of benefits -- exceptions -- 
definition. (1) Subject to the provisions of this section, after a leave of absence for state active 
duty, a member is entitled to return to employment with the same seniority, status, pay, health 
insurance, pension, and other benefits as the member would have accrued if the member had 
not been absent for the state active duty. 

(2) (a) If a member was a probationary employee when ordered to state active duty, the 
employer may require the member to resume the member's probationary period from the date 
when the member's leave of absence for state active duty began. 

(b) An employer may decide whether or not to authorize the member to accrue sick 
leave, vacation leave, military leave, or other leave benefits during the member's leave of 
absence for state active duty. However, the member may not be provided with lesser leave 
accrual benefits than are provided to all other employees of the employer in a similar but 
nonmilitary leave status. 

(c) (i) An employer's health plan must provide that: 

(A) amember may elect to not remain covered under the employer's health plan while 
the member is on state active duty but that when the member returns, the member may resume 
coverage under the plan without the plan considering the employee to have incurred a break in 
service; and 

(B) a member may elect to remain on the employer's health plan while the member is 
on state active duty without being required to pay more than the regular employee share of the 
premium, except as provided in subsection (2)(c)(ii). 

(ii) If a member's state active duty qualifies the member for coverage under the state of 
Montana's health insurance plan as an employee of the department of military affairs, the 
employer's health plan may require the member to pay up to 102% of the full premium for 
continued coverage. 

(iii) A health insurance plan covering an employee who is a member serving on state 
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active duty is not required to cover any illness or injury caused or aggravated by state active 
duty. 

(iv) If the member is a state employee prior to being ordered to state active duty, the 
member does not become qualified as an employee of the department of military affairs for the 
purposes of health plan coverage until the member's state active duty qualifies the member to 
be considered an employee of the department of military affairs pursuant to 2-18-701. 

(d) An employer's pension plan must provide that when a member returns to 
employment from state active duty: 

(i) the member's period of state active duty may constitute service with the employer or 
employers maintaining the plan for the purposes of determining the nonforfeitability of the 
member's accrued benefits and for the purposes of determining the accrual of benefits under 
the plan; and 

(ii) if the member elects to receive credit and makes the contributions required to accrue 
the pension benefits that the member would have accrued if the member had not been absent 
for the state active duty, then the employer shall pay the amount of the employer contribution 
that would have been made for the member if the member had not been absent. 

(e) An employer is not obligated to allow the member to return to employment after the 
member's absence for state active duty if: 

(i) the member is no longer qualified to perform the duties of the position, subject to the 
provisions of 49-2-303 prohibiting employment discrimination because of a physical or mental 
disability; 

(ii) the member's position was temporary and the temporary employment period has 
expired; 

(iii) the member's request to return to employment was not done in a timely manner; 

(iv) the employer's circumstances have changed so significantly that the member's 
continued employment with the employer cannot reasonably be expected; er 

(v) the member's return to employment would cause the employer an undue hardship; 

(vi) the member did not inform the employer at the time of hire that the member was a 
member of the state's organized militia or the national guard of another state; or 

vii) the member enlisted in the state's organized militia or another state's national guard 
during the course of employment with the employer and did not inform the employer of the 
enlistment. 

(3) (a) For the purposes of this section and except as provided in subsection (3)(b), 
"timely manner" means: 

(i) for state active duty of up to 30 days, the member returned to employment the next 
regular work shift following safe travel time plus 8 hours; 

(ii) for state active duty of 30 days to 180 days, the member returned to employment 
within 14 days of termination of state active duty; and 

(iii) for state active duty of more than 180 days, the member returned to employment 
within 90 days of termination of the state active duty. 

(bo) If there are extenuating circumstances that preclude the member from returning to 
employment within the time period provided in subsection (3)(a) through no fault of the 
member, then for the purposes of this section "timely manner" means within the time period 
specified by the adjutant general provided for in 2-15-1202."

(ii) applying methods and using a schedule mutually agreeable to the department and the 
provider; or 

(iii) any other legal means. 

fa}(e) The department may suspend payments to a provider for disputed items pending 
resolution of a dispute. 

te}(f) The fact that a provider may have ceased providing services or items under the 
medical assistance program, may no longer be in business, or may no longer operate a facility, 
practice, or business does not excuse repayment under this subsection (2). 

(3) The department shall adopt rules establishing a system of sanctions applicable to 
providers who engage in fraud and abuse. Subject to the definitions in 53-6-155, the department 
rules must include but are not limited to specifications regarding the activities and conduct that 
constitute fraud and abuse. 

(4) Subject to subsections (5) and (6), the sanctions imposed under rules adopted by the 
department under subsection (3) may include but are not limited to: 

(a) required courses of education in the rules governing the medicaid program; 

(b) suspension of participation in the program for a specified period of time; 

(c) permanent termination of participation in the medical assistance program; and 

(d) imposition of civil monetary penalties imposed under rules that specify the amount of 
penalties applicable to a specific activity, act, or omission involving intentional or Knowing violation 
of specified standards. 

(5) In all cases in which the department may recover medicaid payments or impose a 
sanction, a provider is entitled to a hearing under the provisions of Title 2, chapter 4, part 6. This 
section does not require that the hearing under Title 2, chapter 4, part 6, be granted prior to 
recovery of overpayment. 

(6) The remedies provided by this section are separate and cumulative to any other 
administrative, civil, or criminal remedies available under state or federal law, regulation, rule, or 
policy.”"

(5) "Approved test provider" means any test provider approved by the NMLS. 
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(6) "Bona fide not-for-profit entity" means an entity that: 

(a) maintains tax-exempt status under section 501 (c)(3) or 501(c)(4) of the Internal 
Revenue Code, 26 U.S.C. 501(c)(3) or 501 (c)(4); 

(b) promotes affordable housing or provides homeownership education or similar 
services; 

(c) conducts its activities in a manner that serves public or charitable purposes, rather 
than commercial purposes; 

(d) receives funding and revenue and charges fees in a manner that does not create 
incentives for the entity or its employees to act other than in the best interests of its clients; 

(e) compensates employees in a manner that does not create incentives for employees 
to act other than in the best interests of clients; 

(f) provides to or identifies for the borrower residential mortgage loans with terms that 
are favorable to the borrower and comparable to mortgage loans and housing assistance 
provided under government housing assistance programs. For purposes of this subsection 
(6)(f), for residential mortgage loans to have terms that are favorable to the borrower, the 
department shall determine that the terms are consistent with loan origination in a public or 
charitable context, rather than a commercial context. 

(g) is either certified by the U.S. department of housing and urban development or has 
received a community housing development organization designation as defined in 24 CFR 
92.2. 

(7) "Bona fide third party" means a person that provides services relative to the 
origination of a residential mortgage loan. The term includes but is not limited to real estate 
appraisers and credit reporting agencies. 

(8) "Borrower" means a person seeking a residential mortgage loan or an obligor on a 
residential mortgage loan. 

(9) "Branch office" means a location at which a licensee conducts business other than a 
licensee's principal place of business. The location is considered a branch office if: 

(a) the address of the location appears on business cards, stationery, or advertising 
used by the entity; 

(b) the entity's name or advertising suggests that mortgages are made at the location; 

(c) the location is held out to the public as a licensee's place of business due to the 
actions of an employee or independent contractor of the entity; or 

(d) the location is controlled directly or indirectly by the entity. 

(10) "Commercial context" means that an individual who acts as a mortgage loan 
originator does so for the purpose of obtaining profit for an entity or individual for which the 
individual acts, including a sole proprietorship or other entity that includes only the individual, 
rather than exclusively for public, charitable, or family purposes. 

(11) (a) "Control" means the power, directly or indirectly, to direct the management or 
policies of an entity, whether through ownership of securities, by contract, or otherwise. 

(b) A person is presumed to control an entity if that person: 

(i) is a director, general partner, or executive officer or is an individual that occupies a 
similar position or performs a similar function; 

(ii) directly or indirectly has the right to vote 10% or more of a class of a voting security 
or has the power to sell or direct the sale of 10% or more of a class of voting securities; 

(ili) in the case of a limited liability company, is a managing member; or 

(iv) in the case of a partnership, has the right to receive upon dissolution or has 
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contributed 10% or more of the capital. 

(12) "Department" means the department of administration provided for in 2-15-1001, 
acting through its division of banking and financial institutions. 

(13) "Depository institution" has the meaning provided in section 3 of the Federal 
Deposit Insurance Act, 12 U.S.C. 1813(c), and includes any credit union. 

(14) "Designated manager" means a mortgage loan originator with-atHeast3-years-of 
e-as-amoregagetoar-ordinatere egisterec morigagetean O iainta O who is 

designated by an entity as the individual responsible for the operation of a particular location 

that is under the designated manager's full management, supervision, and control-and who: 

(a) has at least 3 years of experience as a mortgage loan originator or registered 
mortgage loan originator; or 

(ob) meets the requirements of 32-9-109(3). 

(15) "Dwelling" has the meaning provided in 15 U.S.C. 1602(w). 

(16) "Entity" means a business organization, including a sole proprietorship. 

(17) "Escrow account" means a depository account with a financial institution that 
provides deposit insurance and that is separate and distinct from any personal, business, or 
other account of the mortgage lender or mortgage servicer and is maintained solely for the 
holding and payment of escrow funds. 

(18) "Escrow funds" means funds entrusted to a mortgage lender or mortgage servicer 
by a borrower for payment of taxes, insurance, or other payments to be made in connection 
with the servicing of a loan. 

(19) "Expungement" means a court-ordered process that involves the destruction of 
documentation related to past arrests and convictions. 

(20) "Federal banking agency" means the board of governors of the federal reserve 
system, the comptroller of the currency, the national credit union administration, or the federal 
deposit insurance corporation. 

(21) "Housing finance agency" includes the Montana board of housing provided for in 
2-15-1814. 

(22) "Independent contractor" means an individual who performs duties other than at the 
direction of and subject to the supervision and instruction of another individual who is licensed 
and registered in accordance with this part or who is not required to be licensed in accordance 
with 32-9-104(1)(b), (1)(d), or (1)(g). 

(23) "Individual" means a natural person. 

(24) "Licensee" means a person authorized pursuant to this part to engage in activities 
regulated by this part. The term does not include an individual who is a registered mortgage 
loan originator. 

(25) "Loan commitment" means a statement transmitted in writing or electronically by a 
mortgage lender setting forth the terms and conditions upon which the mortgage lender is 
willing to make a particular residential mortgage loan to a particular borrower. 

(26) (a) "Loan processor or underwriter" means an individual who, with respect to the 
origination of a residential mortgage loan, performs administrative or clerical tasks as an 
employee at the direction of and subject to the supervision of a licensed mortgage loan 
originator or registered mortgage loan originator. 

(b) For the purposes of subsection (26)(a), "origination of a residential mortgage loan" 
means all activities related to a residential mortgage loan from the taking of a residential 
mortgage loan application through the completion of all required loan closing documents and 
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funding of the residential mortgage loan. 

(27) "Mortgage" means a consensual interest in real property located in Montana, 
including improvements, securing a debt evidenced by a mortgage, trust indenture, deed of 
trust, or other lien on real property. 

(28) (a) "Mortgage broker" means an entity that obtains, attempts to obtain, or assists in 
obtaining a mortgage loan for a borrower from a mortgage lender in return for consideration or 
in anticipation of consideration. 

(b) For purposes of this subsection (28), attempting to or assisting in obtaining a 
mortgage loan includes referring a borrower to a mortgage lender or mortgage broker, soliciting 
or offering to solicit a mortgage loan on behalf of a borrower, or negotiating or offering to 
negotiate the terms or conditions of a mortgage loan with a mortgage lender on behalf of a 
borrower. 

(29) "Mortgage lender" means an entity that closes a residential mortgage loan, 
advances funds, offers to advance funds, or commits to advancing funds for a mortgage loan 
applicant. 

(30) (a) "Mortgage loan originator" means an individual who for compensation or gain or 
in the expectation of compensation or gain: 

(i) takes a residential mortgage loan application; or 

(ii) offers or negotiates terms of a residential mortgage loan. 

(b) The term does not include an individual: 

(i) engaged solely as a loan processor or underwriter, except as provided in 32-9-129; 
or 

(ii) involved solely in extensions of credit relating to timeshare plans, as that term is 
defined in 11 U.S.C. 101(53D). 

(31) "Mortgage servicer" means an entity that: 

(a) engages, for compensation or gain from another or on its own behalf, in the 
business of receiving any scheduled periodic payment from a borrower pursuant to the terms of 
a residential mortgage loan, residential mortgage servicing documents, or a residential 
mortgage servicing contract; or 

(6) meets the definition of servicer in 12 U.S.C. 2605(i)(2) with respect to residential 
mortgage loans. 

(32) "Nationwide mortgage licensing system and registry" or "NMLS" means a licensing 
system developed and maintained by the conference of state bank supervisors and the 
American association of residential mortgage regulators for the registration and licensing of 
persons providing nondepository financial services. 

(33) "Nontraditional mortgage product" means any mortgage product other than a 
30-year, fixed-rate mortgage. 

(34) "Person" means an individual, sole proprietorship, corporation, company, limited 
liability company, partnership, limited liability partnership, trust, or association. 

(35) "Real estate brokerage activities" means activities that involve offering or providing 
real estate brokerage services to the public, including: 

(a) acting as a real estate salesperson or real estate broker for a buyer, seller, lessor, 
or lessee of real property; 

(b) bringing together parties interested in the sale, purchase, lease, rental, or exchange 
of real property; 

(c) negotiating, on behalf of any party, any portion of a contract relating to the sale, 
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purchase, lease, rental, or exchange of real property other than in connection with providing 
financing with respect to the transaction; 

(d) engaging in any activity for which a person is required to be licensed as a real 
estate salesperson or real estate broker under Montana law; or 

(e) offering to engage in any activity or act in any capacity described in subsections 
(35)(a) through (35)(d). 

(36) "Registered mortgage loan originator" means an individual who: 

(a) meets the definition of mortgage loan originator and is an employee of: 

(i) a depository institution; 

(ii) a Subsidiary that is wholly owned and controlled by a depository institution and 
regulated by a federal banking agency; or 

(ili) an institution regulated by the farm credit administration; and 

(6) is registered with and maintains a unique identifier through the NMLS. 

(37) "Regularly engage" means that a person: 

(a) has engaged in the business of a mortgage broker, mortgage lender, mortgage 
servicer, or mortgage loan originator on more than 12 residential mortgage loans in the 
previous calendar year or expects to engage in the business of a mortgage broker, mortgage 
lender, mortgage servicer, or mortgage loan originator on more than 12 residential mortgage 
loans in the current calendar year; or 

(b) has served as the prospective source of financing or performed other phases of 
loan originations on more than 12 residential mortgage loans in the previous calendar year or 
expects to serve as the prospective source of financing or perform some other phases of loan 
origination on more than 12 residential mortgage loans in the current calendar year. 

(38) "Residential mortgage loan" means a loan primarily for personal, family, or 
household use secured by a mortgage, deed of trust, or other equivalent consensual security 
interest on a dwelling or on residential real estate located in Montana. 

(39) "Residential real estate" means any real property located in the state of Montana 
upon which is constructed a dwelling or upon which a dwelling is intended to be built within a 
2-year period, subject to 24 CFR 3500.5(b)(4). The borrower's intent to construct a dwelling is 
presumed unless the borrower has submitted a written, signed statement to the contrary. 

(40) "Ultimate equity owner" means an individual who, directly or indirectly, owns or 
controls an ownership interest in a corporation, a foreign corporation, an alien business 
organization, or any other form of business organization, regardless of whether the individual 
owns or controls an ownership interest, individually or in any combination, through one or more 
persons or one or more proxies, powers of attorney, nominees, corporations, associations, 
partnerships, trusts, joint-stock companies, or other entities or devices. 

(41) "Unique identifier" means a number or other identifier assigned by protocols 
established by the NMLS. (See part compiler's comment regarding contingent suspension.)"" 
Insert: "Section 2. Section 32-9-109, MCA, is amended to read: 

"32-9-109. Experience requirements. (1) An individual may not act as a designated 
manager without a minimum of 3 years of experience working as a mortgage loan originator or 
in a related field. 

(2) The department shall by rule establish what constitutes work in a related field. 

(3) An individual meets the experience requirements of subsection (1) if the individual: 


a) is under an exclusive written contract with and originates residential mortgage loans

(a) V is the per-acre forest productivity value of the forest land; 

(b) lis the per-acre net income of forest lands in each valuation zone and is determined 
by the department using the formula | = (M x SV) + Al - C, where:

(ii) Mis the mean annual net wood production; 

(iii) SV is the stumpage value;

(7) The effective tax rate must be calculated for each year of the base period by dividing 
the total estimated tax due on forest lands subject to the provisions of this section by the total forest 
value of those lands. 

(8) For the purposes of this section, if forest service sales are used in the determination 
of stumpage values, the department shall take into account purchaser road credits. 

(9) In determining the forest productivity value of forest lands and in computing the forest 
land valuation, the department shall use information and data provided by the university of 
Montana-Missoula. 

(10) (a) There is a forest lands taxation advisory committee consisting of: 

(i) four members with expertise in forest matters, one appointed by the majority leader of 
the senate, one by the minority leader of the senate, one by the majority leader of the house of 
representatives, and one by the minority leader of the house of representatives; and 
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(ii) three members appointed by the governor, one who is an industrial forest landowner, 
one who is a nonindustrial forest landowner, and one who is a county commissioner. 

(b) The terms of the members expire on June 30 of the first year of each reappraisal cycle. 

(c) The advisory committee shall: 

(i) review data required by subsections (2) through (6), (8), and (9), including data on 
productivity value, stumpage value, wood production, capitalization rate, net income, and 
agriculture-related income; 

(ii) recommend to the department any adjustments to data if required by changes in 
government forest land programs, market conditions, or prevailing forest lands practices; 

(iii) recommend appropriate base periods and averaging methods to the department; 

(iv) verify for each forest valuation zone and forest land classification and subclassification 
under subsection (3) that the income determined in subsection (5) reasonably approximates that 
which the average Montana forest landowner could have attained; and 

(v) recommend forest land valuation techniques to the department."

The deduction may be split equally on each 
return or in proportion to each taxpayer's share of federal adjusted gross income. 

(10) A taxpayer receiving retirement disability benefits who has not attained 65 years of 
age by the end of the tax year and who has retired as permanently and totally disabled may 
exclude from adjusted gross income up to $100 a week received as wages or payments in lieu 
of wages for a period during which the employee is absent from work due to the disability. If the 
adjusted gross income before this exclusion exceeds $15,000, the excess reduces the 
exclusion by an equal amount. This limitation affects the amount of exclusion, but not the 
taxpayer's eligibility for the exclusion. If eligible, married individuals shall apply the exclusion 
separately, but the limitation for income exceeding $15,000 is determined with respect to the 
spouses on their combined adjusted gross income. For the purpose of this subsection, 
"permanently and totally disabled" means unable to engage in any substantial gainful activity by 
reason of any medically determined physical or mental impairment lasting or expected to last at 
least 12 months. 

(11) (a) An individual who contributes to one or more accounts established under the 
Montana family education savings program or to a qualified tuition program established and 
maintained by another state as provided by section 529(b)(1)(A)(ii) of the Internal Revenue 
Code, 26 U.S.C. 529(b)(1)(A)(ii), may reduce adjusted gross income by the lesser of $3,000 or 
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the amount of the contribution. In the case of married taxpayers, each spouse is entitled to a 
reduction, not in excess of $3,000, for the spouses' contributions to the accounts. Soouses may 
jointly elect to treat half of the total contributions made by the spouses as being made by each 
spouse. The reduction in adjusted gross income under this subsection applies only with respect 
to contributions to an account of which the account owner is the taxpayer, the taxpayer's 
spouse, or the taxpayer's child or stepchild if the taxpayer's child or stepchild is a Montana 
resident. The provisions of subsection (1)(e) do not apply with respect to withdrawals of 
contributions that reduced adjusted gross income.

i) in a designated campground; and

of livestock or wildlife. 

f) Horses may be kept overnight on state lands if:

(g) A horse kept overnight on state lands where there is a lease or license must be kept in 
compliance with the provisions of subsection (6)(f) and must be restrained.

(i) at least 30 days prior to a restriction, except in the case of emergency, the lessee or the 
department if requested by the lessee shall: 

(A) post notice of the proposed restriction at frequent access points to the land where the

B) issue a press release or a public service announcement detailing the proposed

A transportation network carrier driver or transportation network carrier on 
the driver’s behalf shall maintain primary motor vehicle liability insurance on the driver's 
personal vehicle that meets the following requirements: 

(1) The insurance policy recognizes that the driver is a transportation network carrier 
driver or otherwise uses a personal vehicle to transport riders for compensation and covers the 
driver: 

(a) while the driver is logged on to the transportation network carrier's digital network; or 

(b) while the driver is engaged in a prearranged ride. 

(2)(a) While a participating transportation network carrier driver is logged on to the 
transportation network carrier's digital network and is available to receive transportation 
requests but is not engaged in a prearranged ride, the following automobile insurance 
requirements apply: 

(i) The policy must provide primary motor vehicle liability insurance in the amount of 
at least $50,000 for death and bodily injury per person, $100,000 for death and bodily injury per 
incident, and $25,000 for property damage. 

(ii) The policy must provide uninsured motorist coverage as provided by 33-23-201. 


(b) The coverage requirements of subsection (2)(a) may be satisfied by any of the 
following: 

(i) motor vehicle liability insurance maintained by the transportation network carrier 
driver; 

(ii) motor vehicle liability insurance maintained by the transportation network carrier; or 

(iii) any combination of subsections (2)(b)(i) and (2)(b)(ii). 

(3)(a) While a transportation network carrier driver is engaged in a prearranged ride, the 
following motor vehicle liability insurance requirements apply: 

(i) The policy must provide primary motor vehicle liability insurance that provides at least 
$1,000,000 for death, bodily injury, and property damage. 

(ii) The policy must provide uninsured motorist coverage as provided by 33-23-201. 

(b) The coverage requirements of subsection (3)(a) may be satisfied by any of the 
following: 

(i) motor vehicle liability insurance maintained by the transportation network carrier on 
the driver's personal vehicle; 

(ii) motor vehicle liability insurance maintained by the transportation network carrier on 
the driver's personal vehicle; or 

(iii) any combination of subsections (3)(b)(i) and (3)(b) (ii). 

(4) If insurance maintained by the driver in subsections (2) or (3) has lapsed or does not 
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provide the required limits of coverage, insurance maintained by a transportation network 
carrier must provide the coverage required by this section beginning with the first dollar of a 
claim and have the duty to defend such claim. 

(5) Coverage under a motor vehicle liability insurance policy maintained by the 
transportation network carrier may not be dependent on a driver's personal motor vehicle 
liability insurer first denying a claim and a driver's personal motor vehicle liability insurance 
policy insurer may not be required to first deny a claim. 

(6) Insurance required by this section may be placed with an insurer authorized under 
Title 33, including a surplus lines insurer. 

(7) Insurance satisfying the requirements of this section satisfies mandatory insurance 
requirements in Title 61, chapter 6. 

(8) A transportation network carrier driver shall carry proof of coverage satisfying 
subsections (2) and (3) at all times during the use of a personal vehicle in connection with a 
transportation network carrier’s digital network. In the event of an accident, a transportation 
network carrier driver shall provide insurance coverage information to the directly interested 
parties, motor vehicle liability insurers, and investigating police officers upon request. Upon 
such request, a transportation network carrier driver shall also disclose to directly interested 
parties, motor vehicle liability insurers, and investigating police officers whether the driver was 
logged on to the transportation network carrier’s digital network or engaged in a prearranged 
ride at the time of an accident." 

"NEW SECTION. Section 5. Disclosures. A transportation network carrier shall 
disclose in writing to a transportation network carrier driver the following before the driver is 
allowed to accept a request for a prearranged ride on the transportation network carrier’s digital 
network: 

(1) the insurance coverage, including the types of coverage and the limits for each 
coverage, that the transportation network carrier provides while the transportation network 
carrier driver uses a personal vehicle in connection with a transportation network carrier’s digital 
network; and 

(2) that the transportation network carrier driver's own motor vehicle liability insurance 
policy might not provide any coverage while the driver is logged on to the transportation 
network carrier’s digital network and is available to receive transportation requests or is 
engaged in a prearranged ride, depending on its terms. 

"NEW SECTION. Section 6. Motor vehicle liability insurance provisions. (1) 
Insurers that write motor vehicle liability insurance in Montana may exclude any and all 
coverage afforded under the owner's insurance policy for any loss or injury that occurs while a 
driver is logged on to a transportation network carrier’s digital network or while a driver provides 
a prearranged ride. This right to exclude all coverage may apply to any coverage included in a 
motor vehicle liability insurance policy, including, but not limited to: 

(a) liability coverage for bodily injury and property damage including insurance required 
under Title 61, chapter 6; 

(b) personal injury protection coverage; 

(c) uninsured and underinsured motorist coverage, including insurance provided under 
33-23-201 ; 

(d) medical payments coverage; 

(e) comprehensive physical damage coverage; and 
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(f) collision physical damage coverage. 

(2) Nothing in this section requires that a personal motor vehicle liability insurance 
policy provide coverage while the driver is logged on to the transportation network carrier's 
digital network, while the driver is engaged in a prearranged ride, or while the driver otherwise 
uses a personal vehicle to transport riders for compensation. An insurer may provide coverage 
for the transportation network carrier driver’s personal vehicle, if it chooses to do so by contract 
or endorsement. 

(3) A motor vehicle liability insurer that excludes the coverage described in [section 4] 
has no duty to defend or indemnify any claim expressly excluded. [Sections 4 through 6] do not 
invalidate or limit an exclusion contained in a policy, including any policy in use or approved for 
use prior to the enactment of [sections 4 through 6]. A motor vehicle liability insurer that 
defends or indemnifies a claim against a driver that is excluded under the terms of its motor 
vehicle liability policy has a right of contribution against other insurers that provide motor vehicle 
liability insurance to the same driver in satisfaction of the coverage requirements of [Section 4] 
at the time of loss. 

(4) In a claims coverage investigation, transportation network carriers and any insurer 
potentially providing coverage under [section 4] shall cooperate to facilitate the exchange of 
relevant information with directly involved parties and any insurer of the transportation network 
carrier driver, if applicable, including the precise times that a transportation network carrier 
driver logged on and off the transportation network carrier’s digital network in the 12-hour 
period immediately preceding and in the 12-hour period immediately following the accident and 
disclose to one another a clear description of the coverage, exclusions, and limits provided 
under any motor vehicle liability insurance maintained under [section 4].

(d) interest income on the account; 

(e) funds received from settlements pursuant to 75-10-719(7); and 

(f) funds received from reimbursement of the department's orphan share defense costs 
pursuant to subsection (6). 

(3) If the orphan share fund contains sufficient money, valid claims must be reimbursed 
subsequently in the order in which they were received by the department. If the orphan share fund 
does not contain sufficient money to reimburse claims for completed remedial actions, a 
reimbursement may not be made and the orphan share fund, the department, and the state are not 
liable for making any reimbursement for the costs. The department and the state are not liable for 
any penalties if the orphan share fund does not contain sufficient money to reimburse claims, and 
interest may not accrue on outstanding claims. 

(4) Except as provided in subsections (6) and (7), claims may not be submitted and 
remedial action costs may not be reimbursed from the orphan share fund until all remedial actions, 
except for operation and maintenance, are completed at a facility. 

(5) Except as provided in subsection (6), reimbursement from the orphan share fund must 
be limited to actual documented remedial action costs incurred after the date of a petition provided 
for in 75-10-745. Reimbursement may not be made for attorney fees, legal costs, or operation and 
maintenance costs. 

(6) (a) The department's costs incurred in defending the orphan share must be paid by the 
persons participating in the allocation under 75-10-742 through 75-10-751 in proportion to their 
allocated shares. The orphan share fund is responsible for a portion of the department's costs 
incurred in defending the orphan share in proportion to the orphan share's allocated share, as 
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follows: 

(i) If sufficient funds are available in the orphan share fund, the department's costs incurred 
in defending the orphan share must be paid from the orphan share fund in proportion to the share 
of liability allocated to the orphan share. 

(ii) If sufficient funds are not available in the orphan share fund, persons participating in the 
allocation under 75-10-742 through 75-10-751 shall pay all the orphan share's allocated share of 
the department's costs incurred in defending the orphan share in proportion to each person's 
allocated share of liability. 

(b) A person who pays the orphan share's proportional share of costs has a claim against 
the orphan share fund and must be reimbursed as provided in subsection (3). 

(c) Astate agency that is liable for remedial action costs incurred has a claim against the 
orphan share fund and must be reimbursed as provided in subsection (3). The agency may submit 
a claim before or after remedial action is complete. Reimbursement may not be made for attorney 
fees, legal costs, or operation and maintenance costs. The agency may be reimbursed only after: 

(i) its liability has been determined pursuant to 75-10-742 through 75-10-751 or by a court 
of competent jurisdiction; 

(ii) it has received a notice letter pursuant to 75-10-711; and 

(iii) the department has approved the costs. 

(7) (a) If the lead liable person under 75-10-746 presents evidence to the department that 
the person cannot complete the remedial actions without partial reimbursement and that a delay 
in reimbursement will cause undue financial hardship on the person, the department may allow the 
submission of claims and may reimburse the claims prior to the completion of all remedial actions. 
Aperson is not eligible for early reimbursement unless the person is in substantial compliance with 
all department-approved remedial action plans. 

(b) The department may reimburse claims from a lead liable person upon completion and 
department approval of a report evaluating the nature and extent of contamination and a report 
formulating and evaluating final remediation alternatives. This early reimbursement is limited to 
those eligible costs incurred by the lead liable person for the preparation of the reports. 

(8) A person participating in the allocation process who received funds under the mixed 
funding pilot program provided for in sections 14 through 20, Chapter 584, Laws of 1995, may not 
claim or receive reimbursement from the orphan share fund for the amount of funds received under 
the mixed funding pilot program that are later attributed to the orphan share under the allocation 
process. 

(9) (a) For the biennium beginning July 1, 2005, up to $1.25 million may be used by the 
department to pay the costs incurred by the department in contracting for evaluating the extent of 
contamination and formulating final remediation alternatives for releases at the Kalispell pole and 
timber, reliance refinery company, and Yale oil corporation facility complex. If the department 
spends less than $1.25 million for those purposes, the remaining funds must be spent for 
remediation of the facility complex. The department may not seek recovery of the $1.25 million from 
potentially liable persons. 

(b) The money spent pursuant to subsection (9)(a) must be credited against the amount 
owed by the state agency in a judgment or settlement agreement for payment of the remedial 
action costs at the facility for which the money was spent. 

(10) (a) The department shall transfer from the orphan share account to the long-term or 
perpetual water treatment permanent trust fund provided for in 82-4-367 $1.2 million in each fiscal 
year until the board of investments makes the certification pursuant to subsection (10)(b) of this 
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section. 

(b) (i) The board of investments shall monitor the long-term or perpetual water treatment 
permanent trust fund provided for in 82-4-367 to determine when the amount of money in the 
long-term or perpetual water treatment permanent trust fund will be sufficient, with future earnings, 
to provide a fund balance of $19.3 million on January 1, 2018. 

(ii) When the board of investments makes the determination pursuant to subsection 
(10)(b)(i), the board of investments shall notify the department and certify to the department the 
amount of money, if any, that must be transferred during the fiscal year in which the board of 
investments makes its determination pursuant to subsection (10)(b)(i) in order to provide a fund 
balance of $19.3 million on January 1, 2018. 

(ili) In the fiscal year that the board of investments makes its determination and notifies the 
department, the department shall transfer only the amount certified by the board of investments, 
if any, and may not make additional transfers during subsequent fiscal years.

Dear President Barrett and Speaker Knudsen: 


In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | do hereby veto Senate Bill 114 (SB 114), "AN ACT REVISING THE 
MONTANA RENEWABLE POWER PRODUCTION AND RURAL ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT 
ACT; REVISING THE DEFINITION OF 'ELIGIBLE RENEWABLE RESOURCE' TO INCLUDE 
EXISTING HYDROELECTRIC RESOURCES; REQUIRING A PUBLIC UTILITY TO REFUND 
CUSTOMERS FOR THE VALUE OF CERTAIN RENEWABLE ENERGY CREDITS; AMENDING 
SECTIONS 69-3-2003, 69-3-2004, 69-3-2006, 90-3-1003, AND 90-4-1005, MCA; AND 
PROVIDING AN IMMEDIATE EFFECTIVE DATE ANDA RETROACTIVE APPLICABILITY DATE." 


SB 114 amends Montana's Renewable Power Production and Rural Economic Development Act, 
to allow hydropower of any size and vintage to be eligible for the Renewable Portfolio Standard 
(RPS), which will subvert the RPS and discourage the creation of new clean energy jobs. 


Montana's economy is booming, with some of the nation's lowest unemployment. But this is no 
time to let up, and the RPS has been a strong driver of economic development, especially in rural 
areas. This is well documented by a recent report from the Legislature's own Energy and 
Telecommunications Interim Committee, which conducted a thorough review of Montana's RPS 
(Renewables: Rewards and Risks, September 2014) (RPS Study). 


SB 114 would completely defeat the purpose of the RPS by expanding the definition of resources 
eligible to meet renewable energy standards to include existing hydropower. Hydroelectric facilities 
have been an enduring and important part of Montana's energy system and hydroelectricity is clean 
and renewable. But adding hundreds of megawatts of existing hydropower to the RPS will not 
create new jobs, and will undercut all incentives for future renewable projects that wouldcreate new 
jobs or tax revenues. 


During the 2013 legislative session, | worked with the Legislature to strike an appropriate balance 
between our existing hydroelectric dams and the job-creating provisions of the RPS. We amended 
the RPS to include capacity expansions at those existing dams, recognizing that those projects 
would create new jobs and tax revenues. | see no reason to alter this balance. 

SB 114 provides that if a utility uses its existing hydropower to meet Montana's RPS and then 
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chooses to sell its other certified renewable credits on the market for compliance with renewable 
energy standards in other states, the utility is "required" to credit the proceeds from those sales 
against electric rates. 


This gimmick, while appealing on its face, fails for two reasons: first, nothing in SB 114 requires 
the utility to see its certified credits, so any positive outcome for ratepayers is far from certain; 
second, existing hydropower is generally not eligible for renewable credit in other states, so those 
states would see this as a sleight of hand designed to subsidize Montana at their expense -- with 
the end result that Montana's legitimate renewable credits are devalued. 


Losing the tangible generous economic benefits of the RPS for a scheme that depends on the 
ignorance of other states to succeed is a poor trade off. 


The Legislature's own recent RPS Study not only found that Montana's RPS resulted in positive 
economic benefits and had a "negligible impact on ratepayers," it also concluded that the 15 
percent standard should not be reduced or increased. Yet the effect of SB 114 is to reduce, and 
even do away with, the 15 percent standard. 
For these reasons, | veto SB 114.

(iv) medical record information as defined in 33-19-104; 

(v) a taxpayer identification number; or 

(vi) an identity protection personal identification number issued by the United States internal

(a) a person with a contractual obligation to perform a function for a state agency; or 

(b) a state agency with a contractual or other obligation to perform a function for another

(2) (a) A third party that receives personal information from a state agency and maintains 
that information in a computerized data system to perform a state agency function shall: 

(i) notify the state agency immediately following discovery of the breach if the personal 
information is reasonably believed to have been acquired by an unauthorized person; and 

(ii) make reasonable efforts upon discovery or notification of a breach to notify any person 
whose unencrypted personal information is reasonably believed to have been acquired by an 
unauthorized person as part of the breach. This notification must be provided in the same manner 
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as the notification required in subsection (1). 

(b) A state agency notified of a breach by a third party has no independent duty to provide 
notification of the breach if the third party has provided notification of the breach in the manner 
required by subsection (2)(a) but shall provide notification if the third party fails to do so in a 
reasonable time and may recover from the third party its reasonable costs for providing the notice. 

(3) The notification required by this section may be delayed if a law enforcement agency 
determines that the notification will impede a criminal investigation and requests a delay of 
notification. The notification required by this section must be made after the law enforcement 
agency determines that the notification will not compromise the investigation. 

(4) All state agencies and third parties to whom personal information is disclosed by a state 
agency shall develop and maintain: 

(a) an information security policy designed to safeguard personal information; and 

(b) breach notification procedures that provide reasonable notice to individuals as provided 
in subsections (1) and (2). 

(5) A state agency or third party that is required to issue a notification to an individual 
pursuant to this section shall simultaneously submit to the state's chief information officer at the 
department of administration and to the attorney general's consumer protection office an electronic 
copy of the notification and a statement providing the date and method of distribution of the 
notification. The electronic copy and statement of notification must exclude any information that 
identifies the person who is entitled to receive notification. If a notification is made to more than one 
person, a single copy of the notification that includes the number of people who were notified must 
be submitted to the chief information officer and the consumer protection office.""

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and laws of the State 
of Montana, | hereby veto Senate Bill 241 (SB 241), "AN ACT PROHIBITING POLITICAL 
SUBDIVISIONS FROM REQUIRING EMPLOYERS TO PROVIDE WAGES AND BENEFITS THAT 
ARE INCONSISTENT WITH STATE AND FEDERAL LAW; AMENDING SECTION 7-1-111, MCA; 
AND PROVIDING AN IMMEDIATE EFFECTIVE DATE." 


Montana is a state of great economic diversity: from the oil boom in the East, to the Main Streets 
of our cities, to the active tourism and natural resource industries in the West. Our local 
governments regularly respond to the demands of their communities and work to foster an 
economic environment that meets the needs of their region. 


| trust local governments to balance the interests of workers and Main Street businesses and to 
make decisions that will ensure that their economies grow and thrive. By prohibiting political 
subdivisions from enacting minimum wage ordinances, SB 241 would constrain the flexibility of 
local governments to respond to the unique economic needs of their communities. 


While | understand the concerns expressed by the proponents of SB 241, | do not believe that 
allowing local governments to make these types of decisions will negatively impact Montana's 
business climate. In fact, the national experience on this issue has demonstrated that businesses 
are able to adapt to varying minimum wage laws. 


Businesses already accommodate differences between the federal minimum wage and those 
enacted by States. Additionally, according to a National Employment Law Project report published 
in 2014, at least 20 U.S. cities have adopted local minimum wage ordinances (City Minimum Wage 
Laws: Recent Trends and Economic Evidence on Local Minimum Wage, National Employment Law 
Project, 2014). That same report found that "the economic evidence regarding the higher city 
minimum wages that have been enacted in U.S. cities to date indicates that they have boosted 
earnings without evidence of slowed job growth or business relocations." 


To date, no city in Montana has attempted to adopt a local minimum wage. However, | cannot 
support a bill that would remove that option for local governments who are in the best position to 
look at local conditions and needs in evaluating whether their community should enact ordinances 
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that strengthen their local economy. | have been an advocate for a living wage throughout my 
career and | do not believe protecting that option for locally elected governments will cause harm 
to Montana's business climate. 


For these reasons, | veto SB 241.

Dear President Barrett and Speaker Knudsen: 


In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby veto Senate Bill 321 (SB 321), "AN ACT REVISING THE DEFINITION 
OF A PUBLIC UTILITY; EXCLUDING THE DISTRIBUTION, DELIVERY, OR SUPPLY OF 
PROPANE TO CUSTOMERS FROM PUBLIC SERVICE REGULATION; AMENDING SECTION 
69-3-101, MCA; AND PROVIDING AN IMMEDIATE EFFECTIVE DATE AND A RETROACTIVE 
APPLICABILITY DATE." 


When robust economic competition exists, consumers often benefit. However, when a business 
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has no real competitors and the pressures of a healthy marketplace do not exist, consumers often 
suffer the consequences of poor service or higher prices. When the service being provided by a 
monopoly is home heating, most Montanans would agree that the service should be appropriately 
regulated to protect consumers. 


The Montana Public Service Commission's (PSC) role is to protect consumers by ensuring that 
public utilities provide adequate service at reasonable rates. A key inquiry for the PSC is whether 
a company providing an essential service is in fact a public utility, which is defined in Section 69-3- 
101, MCA. As used in statute, "public utility" is a term of art, and the application of that term to a 
particular set of circumstances requires the expertise of the PSC and its professional staff. 


SB 321 seeks to exclude from the definition of public utility the distribution, delivery, or supply of 
propane to consumers, regardless of the circumstances. There are four propane distribution 
systems in Montana that are now regulated by the PSC because they are public utilities, and this 
regulation would continue. However, under SB 321, the PSC would be precluded from ever finding 
in the future that a propane distribution system, even an underground system providing monopoly 
service to consumers to heat their homes in the winter, is a public utility and should be regulated 
as to rates and service. Such a broad stroke is not in the best interests of Montanans. 


Section 60-3-101, MCA, which defines "public utility," contains other exclusions which are telling. 
For example, privately-owned water or sewer systems that do not serve the public are not public 
utilities. Generally, water or sewer systems operated by local governments are not included either. 
In those cases, it is easy to see the means by which consumers can protect themselves (such as 
private contracts or the ballot box). There are no such checks or balances under SB 321. 


It is my understanding that SB 321 addresses the circumstances of one entity that is now before 
the PSC in a proceeding to determine its status as a public utility. It is the PSC's expertise that 
should make this determination based on the facts and law before it. To legislatively address this 
specific case by broadly excluding from regulation all entities that deliver propane to consumers 
through an underground distribution network is unwarranted. Moreover, the bill allows propane 
supplies--entirely at their own discretion--to opt-in to regulation as a public utility to gain access to 
public rights-of-way. SB 321's framework of regulation only at the option of the regulated entity is 
unworkable and unwise. The PSC unanimously opposed this bill. 


When it is an essential service like heating your home, you want to know that you are not being 
gouged by an unlawful business practice. The PSC protects customers of public utilities by 
ensuring that they provide adequate service at reasonable rates. | am sure that there are propane 
distribution services operating in this state that are not public utilities, but | believe that consumers 
are better protected when that determination is made by the PSC. 

For these reasons, | veto SB 321.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby return with amendments Senate Bill 188 (SB 188), "AN ACT 
CLARIFYING THAT REAL PROPERTY DAMAGE RESTORATIONS COSTS MAY NOT BE 
GREATER THAN THE FAIR MARKET VALUE OF THE PROPERTY IMMEDIATELY BEFORE A 
FIRE; DEFINING 'FOREST OR RANGE FIRE’; AMENDING SECTION 50-63-104, MCA; AND 
PROVIDING AN IMMEDIATE EFFECTIVE DATE AND AN APPLICABILITY DATE." 


SB 188 amends Section 50-63-104 (Liability for forest or range fires) in two ways. First, it caps the 
amount that may be recovered specifically for fire losses and damages to real and personal 
property. Second, it provides a definition of "forest or range fire." 


To the extent that the bill provides greater clarity and certainty for claims arising out of forest or 
range fires, | support it. However, as enacted, | believe the cap on the amount recoverable for 
losses to improved property creates a risk that property owners may not be fully compensated if 
the costs of restoring improvements on their property exceeds the fair market value of the property 
immediately before the fire. As we have seen in recent years, property values can fluctuate 
significantly due to a number of factors, and they vary across the state. If the costs of restoring a 
property owner's improvements, including homes and other structures, exceeds the fair market 
value, the property owner may be left without full recourse for their losses. 


My proposed amendment to SB 188 addresses this potentially inequitable result. Damages to 
unimproved property will still be capped at the fair market value immediately before the fire. With 
respect to improvements, however, a property owner will be able to claim the costs of restoring the 
property as damages, if those costs exceed the fair market value of the property immediately 
before the fire.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby veto Senate Bill 200 (SB 200), "AN ACT GENERALLY REVISING 
INCOME TAX LAWS; LOWERING INDIVIDUAL INCOME TAX RATES; REVISING THE CAPITAL 
GAINS CREDIT; AMENDING SECTIONS 15-30-2103 AND 15-30-2301, MCA; AND PROVIDING 
AN APPLICABILITY DATE." 


Under our current tax climate, Montana's economy is thriving. Over the past two years our 
unemployment rate has fallen by 25 percent to 4.2 percent, almost a point-and-a-half below the 
national average. We are the 5th fastest state for employment growth in the nation. In 2013 every 
industry added jobs and our GDP expanded by 4.5 percent. 


The budget | presented to the 64th Legislature balances our budget without raising taxes. It builds 
upon the fiscally responsible management that has served our state so well and makes fiscally 
responsible and sustainable investments in education, health care and infrastructure that will 
benefit Montanans for generations to come, and it sets some money aside for an unexpected rainy 
day. 


History has a way of repeating itself - at the end of the 2013 legislative session | had to veto $150 
million in expenditures that would have left our budget unbalanced and jeopardized Montana's 
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fiscal health. | would not think the Legislature would want to go down that path again. 


Although we have just 20 days left of a 90 day session, the Legislature has yet to settle on a 
revenue estimate. The most recent projections from legislative staff show that the Legislature, 
controlled by Republican majorities in both houses, has disregarded my balanced budget and 
proposed spending and tax cuts that would put the State in deficit spending by $90 million 
(attached LFD status sheet). 


This lack of fiscal discipline would jeopardize the strength of Montana's economy and our place as 
the most fiscally prudent state in the nation. 


SB 200 accounts for a significant part of the spending that has been proposed. SB 200 primarily 
benefits the wealthiest individuals and costs close to $200 million over the next four years. Almost 
40 percent of the benefit of SB 200 would go to the tope 10 percent of income earners, with 56 
percent of the benefit going to individuals who earn more than $80,000. 


The experience of other states shows that decimating your revenue base to benefit large 
corporations and the wealthiest individuals does not work to stimulate the economy. To the 
contrary, states like New Jersey, Wisconsin, and Louisiana have seen these trickle-down 
experiments fail resulting in funding cuts to schools, roads, and other services and forcing these 
states into, in some cases, billion dollar deficits. 


SB 200 proposes to take Montana down this failed path despite the fact that Montana's economy 
is growing and that our state and local tax burden is among the lowest in the nation. 


SB 200 would 
undercut Montana's fiscal health and the strong job creating climate that comes from it.

PERSONAL ASSISTANCE SERVICES; AND PROVIDING AN IMMEDIATE EFFECTIVE DATE." 


SB 277 would prohibit the Department of Health and Human Services from collecting information 
about workers providing publicly-funded personal assistance and community first choice services. 
| join many advocates, providers, and families throughout this state in celebrating the development 
of the Community First Choice program, and | thank all of the Montanans who played critical roles 
in making this program a reality in Montana. | am proud of the collective work we have done to 
keep more Montanans needing long-term care in their homes and near their loved ones. 


Unfortunately, SB 277 would prevent the state from moving forward on assessments and 
evaluations of workforce quality, stability, and sustainability in this field of vital importance to the 
safety and care of Montana's seniors. As Montana's population continues to age, this workforce 
will continue to grow in importance and merits special attention because of the nature of the work 
performed -- assistance in the activities of daily living, including bathing, medical assistance, and

Betty Ruth (Lee) Babcock was born March 11, 1922, in Aplington, Iowa, to Otis Forest “Bill” Lee and 
Ruth (Travis) Lee. She joined a 10-year-old brother, Cloyd “Sonny” Lee. At the age of two, after her 
mother’s death, Betty went to live with her Uncle Elwood “Wood” Lee and his wife, Katherine “Nandy,” 
in Glendive, where she lived until she married her high school sweetheart, Tim Babcock, on September 
21, 1941 in Las Vegas. 


Betty became the First Lady of Montana in 1962 and thus began her tireless work for the state she loved. 
She wrote the “First Ladies’ Cookbook,” proceeds of which funded several Montana projects; she served 
on Shodair’s Board of Directors, was a member of the 1972 Constitutional Convention, served in the 
Montana House of Representatives in1974, chaired the Montana Capitol Restoration Foundation, and 
represented Montana at 17 National Republican Conventions. Betty also belonged to the Beta Sigma Phi 
sorority, the PEO, Daughters of the American Revolution, Eastern Star and Daughters of the Nile. 


Betty was truly devoted to her family and friends. More than anything, she loved spending time with her 
family and bragging about them to anyone who would listen. She was dedicated to genealogy and spent a 
great deal of time researching and recording the history of her family. She was committed to her causes 
and beliefs and was a true “patriot’s patriot.” Helping others succeed made her happiest. To her family 
she was the fun-loving matriarch; to her friends she was someone who could always be counted on; and 
to everyone who met her she was genuine and sincere. We will remember most her love of God, her 
dedication to her family and friends, and her unwavering commitment to her state and country.

Tim Babcock was named Milford Babcock when he was born on October 27, 1919, in a humble home in 
Littlefork, Minnesota, to Erwin and Olive (Rinehart) Babcock. He was nicknamed “Tiny Tim” by his 
aunt. He soon outgrew the “Tiny” part, but the name “Tim” stuck to him for life. 


He graduated from Dawson County High School in 1939 and headed for California with a cousin and a 
friend and found a job selling pots and pans door to door. He eventually got a job at Douglas Aircraft in 
Santa Monica. Tim and his high school sweetheart, Betty Lee, were married on September 21, 1941 in 
Las Vegas. 


Six months after Pearl Harbor was attacked on December 7, 1941, Tim was called to duty. Tim shipped 
out on December 12, 1944 as part of the 2™ Battalion, E Company, 394" Infantry Regiment, 99" Infantry 
Division and fought in the “Battle of the Bulge.” He captured a German officer and was awarded a 
Bronze Star for heroism at the Remagen Bridge. The following citation was sent home to his family. 


“Private First Class Tim Babcock, 394 Infantry, United States Army, for heroic action in connection with 
military operations against the enemy on March 11, 1945, in Germany. Private First Class Babcock 
braved murderous automatic weapons fire in his determination to secure the aid of the adjacent squad in 
freeing his own unit, pinned down by withering fire. Upon reaching the unit, he quickly acquainted them 
with the situation and led them to the enemy’s flank and directed the annihilation of the hard fighting 
group, enabling his men to proceed to the objective. By his heroic execution of duty, Private First Class 
Babcock reflects credit upon himself and the armed forces.” 


Tim was elected as a State Representative from Custer County in 1952 and then in 1956 and 1958 
representing Yellowstone County. He was elected Lieutenant Governor in 1960 to serve with Governor 
Donald Nutter. Governor Nutter was killed in a plane crash on January 25, 1962, and Tim Babcock was 
constitutionally placed into the office of Governor. He won the election in 1964 and served as Governor 
until 1969. 


Tim represented Montana at several special events during his tenure as Governor, the first being the 
World’s Fair in Seattle in 1962. On January 1, 1964, the Montana Territorial Centennial was kicked off 
at the Pasadena Rose Parade. The Montana Centennial Train left Billings on April 5, 1964, and made 
fifteen stops on the way to its final destination in New York. 


After leaving the Governor’s office Tim had several business enterprises: the Babcock and Lee Truck 
Line with Betty’s father, Occidental Petroleum, January Mining Company, Colonial Inn, KTCM-TV, 
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Davenport Hotel in Spokane and as a consultant. Tim purchased the famous Ox Bow Ranch in 1978 and 
went into the cattle business. He also raised thoroughbred horses on the ranch. 


Tim and Betty’s daughter Marla and his wife Betty predeceased him. He is survived by his daughter 
Lorna Kuney (Bill); grandchildren, Lee Ann Ruud ( Monte), Tim Kuney (Tina), Ralph Kuney, Phoebe 
Winchester (Johnny) and Mathew Fillinger; and great grandchildren, Kate, Lizzy and Jon Ruud, Jack and 
Anna Kuney, Connor and Nevan Olson, Trace and Marlee Williams, Declan Winchester, and Cody, 
Dylan and Noemi Fillinger.

He earned degrees in geology and economics from the University of Michigan where he played football 
and wrestled. He served in the Navy and worked in oil and groundwater exploration in Billings. In 1953

divorced, and George married Elna Eshom in Bigfork in 1976. George and Elna were married for 32 
years. Elna passed away in 2009 and his son John in 2010. 


The Darrows were consummate volunteers for decades in the Bigfork community where they owned and 
operated Kootenai Galleries for many years. He was a driving force behind the Bigfork Center for the 
Performing Arts and led an effort to raise nearly $1 million for the center in the mid-1980s. George 
served on a committee to conserve Cougar Canyon, a tract of state land on the mountainside above 
Woods Bay, as accessible public property. 


As a Republican state legislator in both the House and Senate from 1967 to 1974, George wrote and led 
the passage of the Montana Environmental Policy Act, landmark legislation that still guides the planning 
of development projects with a focus on environmental impacts. George was known as the father of 
MEPA. He was the chief sponsor of the Montana Water Policy Act in the 1967 Legislature. 


George is survived by his children, Roy Darrow, Reed Darrow and Karen Darrow.

Bob Depratu was born in 1939 in Eureka, Montana. He learned early on in life that hard work was the 
gateway to a better life. Bob got his first job at age nine when his father bought him a rototiller and Bob 
worked neighbors’ gardens for $5 apiece. During his seventh and eighth grade years at the Rexford 
school, he would line up prospective customers to buy vehicles from Rygg Ford. He sold cars for Rygg 
after graduating from Lincoln County High School in Eureka in 1957 and during the summer between his 
two years at Kinman Business University in Spokane, where he earned an associate degree in accounting. 
He got his driver’s license at age 12 and delivered groceries after school for several years. By 15 he was 
foreman of the hay crew for the Sam Leighty farm at Rexford. At 16 he was working with a crew at 
Valcor Logging, driving the trucks and operating a skid cat. 


After he married Bea in 1959, the couple settled into Whitefish and he went right to work at the Ford 
dealership selling cars for Rygg until he bought the business five years later. He was President of the 
Montana Auto Dealers Association and was named to the Ford Motor Co. National Dealer Council in 
1981, where he served on the new products and political affairs committees.

Bob’s community service ranged from being a yeti in the Winter Carnival to faithful involvement with 
the Jaycees, Rotary and Chamber of Commerce. He was very generous with his time and in making 
contributions to worthwhile organizations. 


Bob served in the state Senate from 1997 to 2005 and became chairman of the Senate Taxation 
Committee. Bob said in 2012 that his work to pass legislation to lower the state’s income and capital 
gains taxes was his most noteworthy accomplishment as a legislator. DePratu “was a great man, a great 
gentleman who was willing to work with anyone and everyone,” former state Representative Bob Lawson 
of Whitefish said in Bob’s obituary.

Edna was born July 1, 1927, in Choteau, to Freida and Ernest Arensmeyer, where she was raised with 
many brothers and sisters whom she loved dearly. Harold was born in Great Falls, Montana, on 
November 11, 1925, the oldest son of Ole and Effie Gunderson. He was raised in Power, Montana, 
graduating from Power High School in 1943. After graduation he enlisted in the Air Force and served as 
a flight engineer on a B29 bomber in the Pacific Theater, surviving a major plane crash. After he 
returned from the war he attended Montana State University earning a BS in Economics. 


Edna and Harold married in 1947, and they had five children. Edna attended MSU, majoring in 
journalism before moving to the farm in Power where the couple started their family. In 1960, she and 
Harold moved their family to Havre, where together they established the Hi-Line Herald newspaper and 
she pursued her career in journalism. After moving to Havre, Harold formed Highline Publishing 
Company, later purchasing the Havre Independence and expanding the business. 


Harold served as Havre Postmaster from 1966 until retiring in 1988. He was Commissioner of Public 
Housing in Great Falls, served on the Board of Directors of Power Farmers Elevator Co. and 3 Rivers 
Telephone Company. Harold also served in the State Legislature from 1951-1960. 


Edna edited, directed and published the book, "Grit, Guts, and Gusto.” Politics were her passion and she 
loved her native state of Montana. She served as president of the State Democratic Women's Committee, 
was the secretary of the Democratic Central Committee, and was a delegate to the Democratic National 
Presidential Convention in Chicago in 1968. She was elected to the Montana Legislature as a State 
Representative for Hill County in 1977. Edna’s campaign motto in 1977 was “A Woman’s Place is in the 
House.” She remained in Helena where she was employed in state government, first for the legislative 
stenographic pool, then the Department of Transportation.

$12 to $24 per acre in the 1967 Legislature. Jack’s father, Ole, and his older brother, Harold, were also 
members of the House of Representatives.

He was the first chairman of the lay advisory board of the Federal Reserve Board and 
chaired the audit committee for two years. From 1988 to 1993, he served as a member of the Montana 
Board Of Regents. He was Chairman of the Board of Regents from 1990 to 1993. 


In 1994, Bill was the recipient of the Montana State University Blue and Gold Award for his widespread 
impact on agriculture. Bill was an ordained elder in the Presbyterian Church and a member of the 
Presbyterian Church of Miles City for more than 50 years. He was a founding member of the Miles City 
Town & Country Club and a member and president of the Miles City Club. If Bill were asked to name 
hobbies, he would say over the course of his life he enjoyed golfing, bridge, travel and piloting his 
private aircraft.

He worked on wildlife conservation and access issues. He served on many legislative committees, but 
was best known as the chair of the powerful Appropriations Subcommittee on Institutions. 


After retiring from politics in 2000, Red’s public service continued. He was a member and chair of the 
boards of trustees for Shodair Hospital in Helena as well as the Southwest Montana Area Agency on 
Aging and the Metcalf Senior Citizen’s Center in Anaconda. He was a member of the Holy Family 
parish in Anaconda, the Sportsmen’s Club and a life member of the Ancient Order of Hibernians. Red’s 
sometimes acerbic and always entertaining wit was a well-known highlight of debates during his 
legislative years and was very much a part of his private life. Red had a talent for telling a story and 
shared the gift of laughter liberally. As his daughter, Kara, has said, “Being with Red was like being at a 
party. You just don’t want the party to end.”

Chet served as two-term Mayor of the city of Scobey, was a member and council of Scobey Lutheran 
Church, became a 50-year honoree member of the Scobey Lions Club, a 69-year member of the Scobey 
Masonic Lodge, served on the Scobey Fire Department, Daniels County Fair Board, Daniels Memorial 
Hospital Board, Daniels Memorial Hospital Foundation, helped found the Daniels County Museum and 
served on its board. Chet was a director of the Montana Auto Dealers’ Association and served as a 
Montana State Representative from Daniels County in the 1983 legislative session. 


In 1938 Chet married Marjorie Miner, a country school teacher who boarded with the Solberg family.

Wilbur Spring was born on January 6, 1921 four miles northeast of Belgrade on the farm that has been in 
his family for 111 years and where he lived for the first 75 years of his life. He was the son of Sophie 
(Vaught) and Wilbur P. Spring. At the age of 10, he knew what it was to hitch a single horse to a buggy 
to take himself and his two younger sisters 2 ¥2 miles to a rural school. Wilbur graduated from Belgrade 
High School in1939, where he was a charter member and the first president of the Belgrade Future 
Farmers of America chapter. He attended Montana State College for two years, majoring in general 
agriculture. He farmed with his father and following his father’s accident in 1953, Wilbur took over 
management of the family farm. Over the years he turned swampy pasture land into a thriving hay and 
grain operation and bought the family farm from his parents in 1965. 


Wilbur married Helen Sitzman, a nurse from Billings, on Thanksgiving Day in 1952, which was also his 
parents’ 34" wedding anniversary. From this union, five children were born: Susan Jean, twins Barbara 
June and Beverly Jane, Thomas Wilbur and Robert Paul. Wilbur had a passion for statistics and loved 
analyzing all sorts of information, he also was a stickler for accuracy. At one time he had his 
granddaughter, Laura, write to the World Almanac to correct their mistaken assertion that the confluence 
of the Missouri River was in Madison County instead of Gallatin. He was very pleased with the next 
edition of the Almanac, as the change he had requested had been made. 


Helen passed away on May 18, 1988. That November, Wilbur was elected to represent northeastern 
Gallatin County in the Montana House of Representatives. He served three terms from 1989 until 1994. 
During that time he met and married Jeanne Amsberry of Helena on her 71* birthday, July 17, 1992. 
Jeanne passed away less than five months later. In Wilbur’s retirement years he spent many pleasant 
hours visiting and playing pinochle with his buddies at the Elks Club. His main form of exercising was 
dancing and, for a time, he was a member of the formal dance club with his friend and dance partner, 
Anita Iverson. 


Wilbur is survived by his brother-in-law, Joe Taylor; his five children and their spouses, Susan (Chuck)

“NEIL” TAYLOR ON MAY 2, 1964 IN SCOBEY MONTANA. 


WHEREAS, IT IS FITTING AND PROPER THAT THE RECORD AND ACCOMPLISHMENTS OF THE 
LATE EDMUND “NEIL” TAYLOR BE FILED ON THE OFFICIAL RECORDS OF THIS ASSEMBLY, 
AND THE FOLLOWING FACTS RELATIVE TO HIS CAREER ARE HEREBY NOTED: 


Edmund “Neil” Taylor was born September 7, 1897 at Mount Moriah, Missouri. He was the third son of 
Charles Denver “CD” and Essie Louise (Schooler) Taylor. CD decided to explore the possibilities of 
claiming a homestead in Montana. In the spring of 1914 when Neil was 16, CD and his sons Neil and 
Reid traveled by train to northeastern Montana. They came as far as Culbertson on the train bringing 
only the bare necessities to establish a place to live, including a couple of milk cows and a team of 
horses. The remainder of the Taylor family stayed in Missouri until CD was ready to move them north. 


During this time, CD and the boys filed a homestead claim on the western edge of the Fort Peck Indian 
Reservation. The two brothers and their dad began working to fulfill the requirements of the U.S. 
Government’s “Homestead Act” to “stake their claim” on the land. While in Saskatchewan, to 
supplement the family income in winter, Neil and his brother kept busy using their many horses 
freighting for the Hudson’s Bay Company. Neil recorded some of his favorite memories including the 
Reservation Roundup: “It was the spring of 1919 when I was privileged to ride on that big Indian horse 
roundup for the first time. It is hard to believe now, but at that time we would handle 20,000 to 40,000 
horses during the roundup.” 


Neil married Florence Kennedy on June 26, 1923 in Saskatoon. The honeymoon was a train trip to 
Scobey, the county seat of Daniels County. In early 1925 Neil and Florence rented a place in the Line 
Coulee community. In 1925 their first daughter Margaret Louise (Taylor) Gebhardt was born and in 
1927 their second daughter Florence “Fae” (Taylor) Phillips (a 2013 Montana Cowboy Hall of Fame & 
Western Heritage Center inductee) was born. 


Neil believed in giving to his community. He was a member of many organizations such as the Montana 
Stock Grower’s Association and the Farm Bureau. He helped organize the Big Muddy Hereford 
Association and the Scobey Saddle Club. In 1955 Neil began the Taylor Calf Chain in Daniels County. 
He gave away two heifer calves to 4-H members with the understanding they in turn would give their 
first heifer calf to another member. This chain ran for over 50 years. 


In 1945 Neil ran for and was elected to the Montana Legislature. Neil served in the House for six 
sessions from 1945 to 1955. His House colleagues called him the “Iron Duke” for standing on his 
convictions that expenses be cut and the budget balanced. As a joke, they presented Neil with a meat 
cleaver to help him cut the budget. 


Neil is survived by his wife Florence; two daughters, Margaret Louise Gebhardt, Roundup, Montana; 
Florence Fae Phillips, Lewistown, Montana, and 10 grandchildren.

An additional 10% may be added to the amount 
due as a penalty. The unpaid debt must bear interest from the date of the original payment of 
claim until paid, at the rate of 1% per month.

Dear President Barrett: 


In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby return with amendments Senate Bill 336 (SB 336), "AN ACT 
GENERALLY REVISING RULEMAKING PROCEDURES; REQUIRING THAT THE DEPARTMENT 
OF PUBLIC HEALTH AND HUMAN SERVICES INCLUDE CERTAIN INFORMATION IN 
RULEMAKING NOTICES PERTAINING TO THE DELIVERY OF MEDICAID SERVICES; 
REQUIRING THE DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC HEALTH AND HUMAN SERVICES TO PREPARE 
AND ELECTRONICALLY SEND A STATEMENT OF FINDINGS TO INTERESTED PERSONS 
CONCERNING THE RULE'S INTENDED OUTCOMES WITHIN A YEAR AFTER THE RULE'S 
EFFECTIVE DATE IF THE RULE PERTAINS TO THE DELIVERY OF MEDICAID SERVICES; 
PROVIDING EXCEPTIONS; ALLOWING AN IMPACTED BUSINESS, IMPACTED CONTRACTOR, 
OR ELECTED OFFICIAL TO REQUEST AND RECEIVE AN ECONOMIC IMPACT STATEMENT 
FOR RULES PROPOSED BY THE DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC HEALTH AND HUMAN 
SERVICES; AMENDING PAYMENTS THE DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC HEALTH AND HUMAN 
SERVICES IS ENTITLED TO COLLECT FROM CERTAIN PROVIDERS; AMENDING SECTIONS 
2-4-405 AND 53-6-111, MCA; AND PROVIDING AN EFFECTIVE DATE AND AN APPLICABILITY 
DATE." 


SB 336 contains two, unrelated subjects. Sections 1 and 2 would revise the administrative 


rulemaking for the Department of Public Health and Human Services (DPHHS). Section 3 amends 
MCA Section 53-6-11, which addresses Medicaid overpayment recovery process. 
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Section 1 demands that DPHHS provide, measure, and report on the intended outcomes of "a 
proposed substantive rule concerning the delivery of Medicaid services." Although | am supportive 
of efforts to provide performance-based metrics within the Medicaid program, many DPHHS rules 
regarding Medicaid services simply do not lend themselves to performance-based measurement, 
such as rules which merely implement federal requirements as a condition of continued federal 
funding. My proposed amendment to SB 336 would limit this new rule-making requirement to those 
rules whose reasons and rationale can be assessed by performance-based measures, and 
explicitly exempts rules implementing rate increases or federal law or regulation. 


Section 2 of SB 336 is not acceptable. Section 2 amends MCA section 2-4-405 to grant any 
impacted business, contractor, or elected official the right to demand that DPHHS prepare and 
provide a completed economic impact statement for any proposed rule. Preparing an economic 
impact statement is not a trivial undertaking. The request for such a statement properly should 
remain within the purview of an administrative rule committee or legislators, as is the case under 
current law. Existing law also requires that every agency, including DPHHS, afford persons the 
ability to comment on and to submit information regarding effects (including economic effects) 
proposed rule action might have on them and their businesses. Simply put, current law adequately 
satisfies the needs addressed in Section 2. Allowing individuals, businesses and any and all 
elected officials to request an economic impact statement for any rule promulgated under Medicaid 
will create inefficiencies and inappropriately interfere with effective government. My amendment 
to SB 336 strikes Section 2 in its entirety. 


Section 3's amendments to MCA section 53-6-111 are, in large part, acceptable. My proposed 
amendment reinserts the phrase "provider error" into subsection 2(a)(i) to make it clear that the 
Department continues to be entitled to recover overpayments that are the result of provider error. 
Although | agree that a provider should not be held liable for overpayments based on reasonable 
interpretation of billing codes, my proposed amendment clarifies that the burden of proving the 
reasonableness of the interpretation falls on the provider. By comparison, current law puts the 
burden on a provider to show that the Department's interpretation of the relevant rule is 
unreasonable. 


With my proposed amendments, | support the additional accountability measures contained in SB 
336.

(3) (a) Except as provided in subsection (3)(b), the total amount received by each local 
government in the prior fiscal year 26+6 as an entitlement share payment under this section is 
the base component for the subsequent fiscal year 26++ distribution, and in each subsequent 
year the prior year entitlement share payment, including any reimbursement payments received 
pursuant to subsection (7), is each local government's base component. re Subject to 
subsection (3)(b), the sum of all local governments’ base components is the fiscal year 
entitlement share pool.

(4) (a) With-the exception of fiseatyears-2042-and-2043 Subject to subsection (3)(b), 


the base entitlement share pool must be increased annually by an entitlement share growth rate 
as provided for in this subsection (4). The amount determined through the application of annual 
growth rates is the entitlement share pool for each fiscal year-~with the-exeeption- ottiseatyears 
26+2-and 2643. 

(6) By October 1 of each year, the department shall calculate the growth rate of the 
entitlement share pool for the current year in the following manner: 

(i) The department shall calculate the entitlement share growth rate based on the ratio 
of two factors of state revenue sources for the first, second, and third most recently completed 
fiscal years as recorded on the statewide budgeting and accounting system. The first factor is 
the sum of the revenue for the first and second previous completed fiscal years received from 
the sources referred to in subseetion subsections (2)(b), (2)(c), and (2)(g) divided by the sum of 
the revenue for the second and third previous completed fiscal years received from the same 
sources multiplied by 0.75. The second factor is the sum of the revenue for the first and second 
previous completed fiscal years received from individual income tax as provided in Title 15, 
chapter 30, and corporate income tax as provided in Title 15, chapter 31, divided by the sum of 
the revenue for the second and third previous completed fiscal years received from the same 
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sources multiplied by 0.25. 

(ii) Except as provided in subsection (4)(b)(iii), the entitlement share growth rate is the 
lesser of: 

(A) the sum of the first factor plus the second factor; or 

(B) 1.03 for counties, 1.0325 for consolidated local governments, and 1.035 for cities 
and towns. 

(iii) In no instance can the entitlement growth factor be less than 1. Fre Subject to 
subsection (4)(b)(iv), the entitlement share growth rate is applied to the most recently 
completed fiscal year entitlement payment to determine the subsequent fiscal year payment. 

iv) For fiscal year 2016, the entitlement share growth rate is applied to the most 
recently completed fiscal year entitlement payment minus $1,049,904 to determine the 


subsequent fiscal year payment. 
(5) As used in this section, "local government" means a county, a consolidated local 


government, an incorporated city, and an incorporated town. A local government does not 
include a tax increment financing district provided for in subsection (8). The county or 
consolidated local government is responsible for making an allocation from the county's or 
consolidated local government's share of the entitlement share pool to each special district 
within the county or consolidated local government in a manner that reasonably reflects each 
special district's loss of revenue sources for which reimbursement is provided in this section. 
The allocation for each special district that existed in 2002 must be based on the relative 
proportion of the loss of revenue in 2002. 

(6) (a) The entitlement share pools calculated in this section, the amounts determined 
under 15-1-123(2) for local governments, the funding provided for in subsection (8) of this 
section, and the amounts determined under 15-1-123(4) for tax increment financing districts are 
statutorily appropriated, as provided in 17-7-502, from the general fund to the department for 
distribution to local governments. Except for the distribution made under 15-1-123(2)(b), the 
distributions must be made on a quarterly basis. 

(b) (i) The growth amount is the difference between the entitlement share pool in the 
current fiscal year and the entitlement share pool in the previous fiscal year. The growth factor 
in the entitlement share must be calculated separately for: 

(A) counties; 

(B) consolidated local governments; and 

(C) incorporated cities and towns. 

(ii) In each fiscal year, the growth amount for counties must be allocated as follows: 

(A) 50% of the growth amount must be allocated based upon each county's percentage 
of the prior fiscal year entitlement share pool for all counties; and 

(B) 50% of the growth amount must be allocated based upon the percentage that each 
county's population bears to the state population not residing within consolidated local 
governments as determined by the latest interim year population estimates from the Montana 
department of commerce as supplied by the United States bureau of the census. 

(ili) In each fiscal year, the growth amount for consolidated local governments must be 
allocated as follows: 

(A) 50% of the growth amount must be allocated based upon each consolidated local 
government's percentage of the prior fiscal year entitlement share pool for all consolidated local 
governments; and 

(B) 50% of the growth amount must be allocated based upon the percentage that each 
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consolidated local government's population bears to the state's total population residing within 
consolidated local governments as determined by the latest interim year population estimates 
from the Montana department of commerce as supplied by the United States bureau of the 
census. 

(iv) In each fiscal year, the growth amount for incorporated cities and towns must be 
allocated as follows: 

(A) 50% of the growth amount must be allocated based upon each incorporated city's 
or town's percentage of the prior fiscal year entitlement share pool for all incorporated cities and 
towns; and 

(B) 50% of the growth amount must be allocated based upon the percentage that each 
city's or town's population bears to the state's total population residing within incorporated cities 
and towns as determined by the latest interim year population estimates from the Montana 
department of commerce as supplied by the United States bureau of the census. 

(v) In each fiscal year, the amount of the entitlement share pool before the growth 
amount or adjustments made under subsection (7) are applied is to be distributed to each local 
government in the same manner as the entitlement share pool was distributed in the prior fiscal 
year. 

(7) If the legislature enacts a reimbursement provision that is to be distributed pursuant 
to this section, the department shall determine the reimbursement amount as provided in the 
enactment and add the appropriate amount to the entitlement share distribution under this 
section. The total entitlement share distributions in a fiscal year, including distributions made 
pursuant to this subsection, equal the local fiscal year entitlement share pool. The ratio of each 
local government's distribution from the entitlement share pool must be recomputed to 
determine each local government's ratio to be used in the subsequent year's distribution 
determination under subsections (6)(b)(ii)(A), (6)(b)(iii)(A), and (6)(b)(iv)(A). 

(8) (a) Except for a tax increment financing district entitled to a reimbursement under 
15-1-123(4), if a tax increment financing district was not in existence during the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 2000, then the tax increment financing district is not entitled to any funding. If a 
tax increment financing district referred to in subsection (8)(b) terminates, then the funding for 
the district provided for in subsection (8)(b) terminates.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby deliver to you Senate Bill 224 (SB 224), "AN ACT CREATING A 
COMMISSION ON SENTENCING TO STUDY SENTENCING PRACTICES AND POLICIES; 
PROVIDING FOR THE SUBMISSION OF RECOMMENDATIONS TO THE LEGISLATURE BY 
THE COMMISSION; PROVIDING AN APPROPRIATION; AND PROVIDING EFFECTIVE 
DATES AND A TERMINATION DATE" which, except for one line-item veto, | have signed into 
law. 


It has been 20 years since Montana has undertaken a comprehensive review of sentencing 
policies and our criminal justice system as SB 224 proposes to do. Much has changed in the 
last 20 years in the criminal justice field, and many states have undergone similar 
comprehensive reviews, resulting in justice reinvestment strategies that have reduced 
recidivism in their jails and prisons. Over the last two years, Department of Corrections Director 
Batista has made a commitment to implementing data-driven policies and practices within the 
department. The Re-Entry Task Force, created at the direction of the 2013 Legislature, has 
also produced a report with recommendations to reduce recidivism. 


It makes sense to take this next step, bringing together law enforcement at all levels, the 
judicial branch, and stakeholders including victims, family members of offenders and 
community members. We must take a hard look at our practices and policies to ensure fair and 
equitable sentencing, to reduce recidivism, and to assess whether we are using Montana 
taxpayer dollars effectively while keeping our communities safe. 


As Governor, | may line-item veto the following items in an appropriations bill: (1) a specific 
appropriation contained in the bill; (2) a condition that limits the use to which an appropriation 
may be put but only if the appropriation to which it is attached is vetoed as well; and (3) a rider. 
My line-item veto strikes the $28,000 appropriation from SB 224, because the Legislature has 
the resources needed to support the interim study without increased funding. Under HB 2, $1.3 
million is appropriated to support legislative committees and activities during the interim, 
including studies of the kind required under SB 224. 


For these reasons, | sign SB 224 into law with the exception of Section 3.

(b) to provide and reimburse for effective prevention and treatment that enables sustainable 
recovery in communities, evidenced through quality assurance activities and analyses. The 
addictive and mental disorders division shall evaluate the delivery of recovery-focused services by 
providers. 

(c) to improve outcomes for individuals with serious mental illness and co-occurring 
substance use disorders, demonstrated through data collection on individual client outcomes for 
recovery markers and performance measures; and 

(d) to improve collaboration between community mental health providers, nursing homes, 
and state facilities, demonstrated through an increase in state facility discharge rates with a 
corresponding decrease in client recidivism to state facilities. 

(3) The children, families, health,and human services interim committee shall monitor and 
evaluate the department's implementation of the objectives identified in this section and provide 
to the 65th legislature a report that outlines the status of implementation and identifies areas where 
continued improvement is necessary."

We, your Free Conference Committee met and considered House Bill 33 (reference copy -- 
salmon) and recommend this Free Conference Committee report be adopted.

(1) As described 
in 15-1-120(3), each local government is entitled to an annual amount that is the replacement 
for revenue received by local governments for diminishment of property tax base and various 
earmarked fees and other revenue that, pursuant to Chapter 574, Laws of 2001, amended by 
section 4, Chapter 13, Special Laws of August 2002, and later enactments, were consolidated 
to provide aggregation of certain reimbursements, fees, tax collections, and other revenue in 
the state treasury with each local government's share. The reimbursement under this section is 
provided by direct payment from the state treasury rather than the ad hoc system that offset 
certain state payments with local government collections due the state and reimbursements 
made by percentage splits, with a local government remitting a portion of collections to the 
state, retaining a portion, and in some cases sending a portion to other local governments. 

(2) The sources of dedicated revenue that were relinquished by local governments in 
exchange for an entitlement share of the state general fund were:

(3) (a) Except as provided in subsection (3)(b), the total amount received by each local 
government in the prior fiscal year 26+6 as an entitlement share payment under this section is 
the base component for the subsequent fiscal year 26++ distribution, and in each subsequent 
year the prior year entitlement share payment, including any reimbursement payments received 
pursuant to subsection (7), is each local government's base component. re Subject to 
subsection (3)(b), the sum of all local governments’ base components is the fiscal year 
entitlement share pool.

(4) (a) With-the exception of-fiseat years 2042-and- 2043 Subject to subsection (3)(b), 


the base entitlement share pool must be increased annually by an entitlement share growth rate 
as provided for in this subsection (4). The amount determined through the application of annual 
growth rates is the entitlement share pool for each fiscal year~with the-exeeption-ottiseatyears 
26+2-and 2643. 

(6) By October 1 of each year, the department shall calculate the growth rate of the 
entitlement share pool for the current year in the following manner: 

(i) The department shall calculate the entitlement share growth rate based on the ratio 
of two factors of state revenue sources for the first, second, and third most recently completed 
fiscal years as recorded on the statewide budgeting and accounting system. The first factor is 
the sum of the revenue for the first and second previous completed fiscal years received from 
the sources referred to in subseetion subsections (2)(b), (2)(c), and (2)(g) divided by the sum of 
the revenue for the second and third previous completed fiscal years received from the same 
sources multiplied by 0.75. The second factor is the sum of the revenue for the first and second 
previous completed fiscal years received from individual income tax as provided in Title 15, 
chapter 30, and corporate income tax as provided in Title 15, chapter 31, divided by the sum of 
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the revenue for the second and third previous completed fiscal years received from the same 
sources multiplied by 0.25. 

(ii) Except as provided in subsection (4)(b)(iii), the entitlement share growth rate is the 
lesser of: 

(A) the sum of the first factor plus the second factor; or 

(B) 1.03 for counties, 1.0325 for consolidated local governments, and 1.035 for cities 
and towns. 

(iii) In no instance can the entitlement growth factor be less than 1. Are Subject to 
subsection (4)(b)(iv), the entitlement share growth rate is applied to the most recently 
completed fiscal year entitlement payment to determine the subsequent fiscal year payment. 

iv) For fiscal year 2016, the entitlement share growth rate is applied to the most 
recently completed fiscal year entitlement payment minus $1,049,904 to determine the 


subsequent fiscal year payment. 
(5) As used in this section, "local government" means a county, a consolidated local 


government, an incorporated city, and an incorporated town. A local government does not 
include a tax increment financing district provided for in subsection (8). The county or 
consolidated local government is responsible for making an allocation from the county's or 
consolidated local government's share of the entitlement share pool to each special district 
within the county or consolidated local government in a manner that reasonably reflects each 
special district's loss of revenue sources for which reimbursement is provided in this section. 
The allocation for each special district that existed in 2002 must be based on the relative 
proportion of the loss of revenue in 2002. 

(6) (a) The entitlement share pools calculated in this section, the amounts determined 
under 15-1-123(2) for local governments, the funding provided for in subsection (8) of this 
section, and the amounts determined under 15-1-123(4) for tax increment financing districts are 
statutorily appropriated, as provided in 17-7-502, from the general fund to the department for 
distribution to local governments. Except for the distribution made under 15-1-123(2)(b), the 
distributions must be made on a quarterly basis. 

(b) (i) The growth amount is the difference between the entitlement share pool in the 
current fiscal year and the entitlement share pool in the previous fiscal year. The growth factor 
in the entitlement share must be calculated separately for: 

(A) counties; 

(B) consolidated local governments; and 

(C) incorporated cities and towns. 

(ii) In each fiscal year, the growth amount for counties must be allocated as follows: 

(A) 50% of the growth amount must be allocated based upon each county's percentage 
of the prior fiscal year entitlement share pool for all counties; and 

(B) 50% of the growth amount must be allocated based upon the percentage that each 
county's population bears to the state population not residing within consolidated local 
governments as determined by the latest interim year population estimates from the Montana 
department of commerce as supplied by the United States bureau of the census. 

(ili) In each fiscal year, the growth amount for consolidated local governments must be 
allocated as follows: 

(A) 50% of the growth amount must be allocated based upon each consolidated local 
government's percentage of the prior fiscal year entitlement share pool for all consolidated local 
governments; and 
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(B) 50% of the growth amount must be allocated based upon the percentage that each 
consolidated local government's population bears to the state's total population residing within 
consolidated local governments as determined by the latest interim year population estimates 
from the Montana department of commerce as supplied by the United States bureau of the 
census. 

(iv) In each fiscal year, the growth amount for incorporated cities and towns must be 
allocated as follows: 

(A) 50% of the growth amount must be allocated based upon each incorporated city's 
or town's percentage of the prior fiscal year entitlement share pool for all incorporated cities and 
towns; and 

(B) 50% of the growth amount must be allocated based upon the percentage that each 
city's or town's population bears to the state's total population residing within incorporated cities 
and towns as determined by the latest interim year population estimates from the Montana 
department of commerce as supplied by the United States bureau of the census. 

(v) In each fiscal year, the amount of the entitlement share pool before the growth 
amount or adjustments made under subsection (7) are applied is to be distributed to each local 
government in the same manner as the entitlement share pool was distributed in the prior fiscal 
year. 

(7) If the legislature enacts a reimbursement provision that is to be distributed pursuant 
to this section, the department shall determine the reimbursement amount as provided in the 
enactment and add the appropriate amount to the entitlement share distribution under this 
section. The total entitlement share distributions in a fiscal year, including distributions made 
pursuant to this subsection, equal the local fiscal year entitlement share pool. The ratio of each 
local government's distribution from the entitlement share pool must be recomputed to 
determine each local government's ratio to be used in the subsequent year's distribution 
determination under subsections (6)(b)(ii)(A), (6)()(iii)(A), and (6)(b) (iv) (A). 

(8) (a) Except for a tax increment financing district entitled to a reimbursement under 
15-1-123(4), if a tax increment financing district was not in existence during the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 2000, then the tax increment financing district is not entitled to any funding. If a 
tax increment financing district referred to in subsection (8)(b) terminates, then the funding for 
the district provided for in subsection (8)(b) terminates. 

(b) Except for the reimbursement made under 15-1-123(4)(b), one-half of the payments 
provided for in this subsection (8)(b) must be made by November 30 and the other half by May 
31 of each year. Subject to subsection (8)(a), the entitlement share for tax increment financing 
districts is as follows:

(10) When there has been an underpayment of a local government's share of the 
entitlement share pool, the department shall distribute the difference between the 
underpayment and the correct amount of the entitlement share. When there has been an 
overpayment of a local government's entitlement share, the local government shall remit the 


overpaid amount to the department. 


(11) A local government may appeal the department's estimation of the base 
component, the entitlement share growth rate, or a local government's allocation of the 
entitlement share pool, according to the uniform dispute review procedure in 15-1-211. 

(12) A payment required pursuant to this section may not be offset by a debt owed to a 
state agency by a local government in accordance with Title 17, chapter 4, part 1.""

Dear President Barrett and Speaker Knudsen: 


In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby veto Senate Bill 37 (SB 37), "AN ACT PROVIDING FOR FILING OF 
CERTAIN WATER RIGHTS CLAIMS; CREATING A DEADLINE FOR FILING THESE CLAIMS; 
PROVIDING FOR A SUPPLEMENTAL PRELIMINARY DECREE; ELIMINATING CERTAIN 
PROCESSING FEES; AMENDING SECTIONS 8-7-212, 85-2-221 , 85-2-222, 85-2-231 , 85-2-232, 
85-2-233, AND 85-2-234, MCA; AND REPEALING SECTION 85-2-225, MCA." 


SB 37 requires that the Department of Natural Resources and Conservation (DNRC) publish notice 
of newly established filing deadlines for exempt water rights, as well as send the notice to certain 
property owners and post it in county courthouses. The bill further requires that water judges issue 
supplementary preliminary decrees containing claims for exempt rights. 


The fiscal note for SB 37 indicates it will cost $214,920 in FY 2016, and approximately $20,000 
annually in subsequent years. While | am not opposed to the objectives of this bill, | remain 
committed to safeguarding Montana's first-rate financial standing, which includes maintaining a 
rainy day fund for unexpected contingencies. The budget | presented to the 64th session of the 
Legislature balances our budget without raising taxes. It builds upon the fiscally responsible 
management that has served our state so well and makes sustainable investments in education, 
health care and infrastructure that will benefit Montanans for generations to come. 


| take my job to be a responsible steward of Montana's taxpayer dollars seriously. SB 37, while 
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reasonable in its policy objectives, is too costly to be funded within the constraints of a responsible 
budget. The state will continue working to see if we can carry out the policy objectives and if 
possible fund the provisions in the bill in a future legislative session. 


For these reasons, | veto SB 37.

AND GAS IMPACT PROJECTS'; ESTABLISHING PRIORITIES FOR OIL AND GAS IMPACT 
PROJECT PROPOSALS FROM LOCAL GOVERNMENTS; PROVIDING FOR REVIEW OF OIL 
AND GAS IMPACT PROJECT PROPOSALS BY THE DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE; 
CREATING AN OIL AND NATURAL GAS IMPACT RELIEF ACCOUNT TO PROVIDE FINANCIAL 
ASSISTANCE TO LOCAL GOVERNMENTS; PROVIDING RULEMAKING AUTHORITY; 
AMENDING SECTION 15-36-331, MCA; AND PROVIDING AN EFFECTIVE DATE AND AN 
APPLICABILITY DATE." 


SB 145 proposes to divert an unknown amount of general fund revenue at an unknown time in the 
future to fund projects that are impossible to anticipate at this time. While the intent of the measure 
is no doubt laudable, the placement into law of a complicated formula that binds future legislatures 
to automatic diversions from the general fund without regard for either the financial standing of the 
state or the actual need for the programs that diversion proposes to fund is not sound public policy. 
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For these reasons, | veto Senate Bill 145.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby veto Senate Bill 235 (SB 235), "A BILL FOR AN ACT ENTITLED: 'AN 
ACT CLARIFYING THAT JUDICIAL BRANCH BUDGET PROPOSALS MUST BE INCLUDED IN 
THE BUDGET SUBMITTED BY THE GOVERNOR WITHOUT CHANGES; AND AMENDING 
SECTION 17-7-122, MCA'." 


Title 17, Chapter 7 of the Montana Code includes very specific requirements for the development 
of the executive budget. Currently, the law states that judicial branch proposals for spending above 
the current base budget need not be included in the executive budget. However, my staff and | 
have always worked very closely with the judicial branch to include as much of the judiciary's 
budget request as the state can afford. This cooperative relationship has resulted in fair budget 
allocations to the judicial branch while allowing the executive to present a balanced financial plan 
to the Legislature. 


If implemented, SB 235 could force the executive branch to forego its budget priorities in order to 
fully fund a budget request of the judiciary that has no boundaries or limitations. The chief officer 
of the executive branch is elected by the people of Montana to implement certain policy priorities. 
SB 235 could severely restrict my ability, and ability of future governors, to present an executive 
budget to the Legislature that reflects the broad policy priorities of the people of Montana. 


Further, the current budgetary process allows the judicial branch to present any funding requests 
not included in the executive budget to the joint appropriations subcommittee, or during any 
subsequent step in the budget review process. If the judiciary believes it has funding needs 
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beyond the executive budget, it can still make its case directly to the Legislature. This strikes a fair 
balance between the budgeting obligations and priorities of the executive branch, and the funding 
needs of the judiciary as a separate and equal branch of government. 


| look forward to a continued cooperative relationship with the judicial branch that accommodates 
its funding needs while balancing the needs of all of state government. 


For these reasons, | respectfully request that you sustain my veto of SB 235.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby veto Senate Bill 281 (SB 281), "AN ACT GENERALLY REVISING 
CONSUMER PROTECTION LAWS TO CLARIFY DAMAGES AWARDED; AND AMENDING 
SECTION 30-14-133, MCA." 


SB 281 proposes to limit the damages a consumer, who has been the victim of a false or deceptive 
act, may recover. The bill would only allow a consumer to recover money damages and would 
eliminate the right of a court to award punitive damages, making the damages available to a 
consumer in Montana among the weakest in the country. 


The bill is a sweeping revision that impacts every category of consumer fraud - from false 
advertising by a pharmaceutical company to scams targeted at the elderly - in response to a 
Montana Supreme Court decision holding Bank of America liable for fraudulent statements made 
to struggling homeowners. 

Montana is lucky in that we were largely insulated from the housing crisis of the mid-2000's. We 
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weathered this storm primarily because our local banks did not engage in the deceptive practices 
perpetrated by some of the nation's biggest banks. As Attorney General, | participated in litigation 
against five of the biggest banks, including Bank of America, that alleged that these institutions 
routinely violated state and federal law and engaged in consumer protection violations. In February 
of 2012, | joined a landmark agreement that held these banks financially liable and imposed 
national standards to protect consumers from future abuse. 


Montana judges have significant discretion under the Consumer Protection Act to decide whether 
the facts of a case are egregious enough to award punitive damages. The ability of courts to 
address particularly bad behavior, such as that engaged in by Bank of America, is an important tool 
that | do not believe is being misused. SB 281 would eliminate this option in every case, regardless 
of the harm done to a consumer. 


For these reasons, | veto SB 281.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby veto Senate Bill 372 (SB 372), "AN ACT PROHIBITING A FINDING 
OF UNCONSCIONABILITY BY THE COURT FOR RENTAL AGREEMENTS BASED ON CERTAIN 
TENANT AND LANDLORD RESPONSIBILITIES; AND AMENDING SECTIONS 70-24-404 AND 
70-33-403, MCA." 


SB 372 restricts the ability of a court to find a rental agreement unconscionable if the challenged 
provision can be linked to state statutes requiring tenants and landlords to maintain a premises. 
As a general matter, | look with disfavor upon laws which limit the discretion of the courts. In 
landlord-tenant disputes, it is particularly important for courts to have the leeway needed to assess 
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specific facts. A rental agreement that cites to 70-24-321 ("Tenant to maintain dwelling unit.") or 
70-24-303 ("Landlord to maintain premises . . .") could, under SB 372, be interpreted as precluding 
a court from assessing the specific facts involving the formation and implementation of that 
agreement. 

Certain magic words should not immunize a rental agreement from a finding of unconscionability. 
What matters is whether the terms of the agreement unreasonably favor the drafter and whether 
there was any meaningful choice on the part of the other party in accepting the provisions. 
Summers v. Crestview Apartments, 2010 MT 164, 22. SB 372 would unnecessarily inject 
restrictions and confusion into what are otherwise clear judicial standards. 

For these reasons, | veto SB 372.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby veto Senate Bill 126 (SB 126), "AN ACT REVISING RESIDENTIAL 
LANDLORD AND TENANT LAWS; REVISING WHAT CONSTITUTES NOTICE TO INCLUDE 
THE RECEIPT BY TENANTS OR LANDLORDS OF INFORMATION BY ELECTRONIC MAIL; 
PROHIBITING THAT AN ELECTRONIC MAIL ADDRESS BE REQUIRED AS A CONDITION 
OF ENTERING INTO A RENTAL AGREEMENT; AND AMENDING SECTIONS 70-24-108 AND 
70-24-202, MCA." 


SB 126 allows both landlords and tenants to provide email addresses in their rental agreement. 
If an email address is provided, legal notice under landlord tenant law can be achieved via 
email. 


Unfortunately, SB 126 does not require a landlord to notify a tenant that by providing an email 


address in the rental agreement, the tenant is consenting to legal notices being delivered via 
email, including eviction notices. 
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Just as troubling, SB 126 provides that a legal notice delivered via email is considered 
"complete upon transmission." In other words, if the emails gets misdirected to a spam folder 
or if the receiving party is temporarily without internet or does not regularly check email, he or 
she may be effectively given legal notice without ever having received actual notice. 


Legal actions in landlord tenant cases can have serious consequences for both parties 
involved. Although | support efforts to increase ease of communication between landlords and 
tenants, as written, SB 126 does not provide adequate protections for either party. 


For these reasons, | veto SB 126.

PROCEDURES FOR PREVENTING FRAUD IN PUBLIC ASSISTANCE PROGRAMS; 
ESTABLISHING VERIFICATION REQUIREMENTS FOR INFORMATION SUBMITTED BY 
APPLICANTS FOR AND RECIPIENTS OF PUBLIC ASSISTANCE; REQUIRING THE 
DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC HEALTH AND HUMAN SERVICES TO CONTRACT FORA 
VERIFICATION SYSTEM; PROVIDING RULEMAKING AUTHORITY; AND AMENDING 
SECTIONS 53-2-101 AND 53-2-201, MCA." 


SB 148 requires the Department of Public Health and Human Services (Department) to enter 
into a contract with a third party vendor for a computerized eligibility verification system that 
duplicates the Department's existing systems for verifying eligibility for the Medicaid, Healthy 
Montana Kids (HMkK), Temporary Assistance to Needy Families (TANF) and Supplemental 
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Nutrition Assistance Program (SNAP) programs. This contract could cost as much as $7.9 
million dollars in the next biennium to pay vendors for work that is already done by Department 
employees. 


SB 148 increases the administrative costs of public assistance by increasing payment to 
government contractors while reducing essential services. It is premised on the unfounded 
assumptions that applicants for public assistance routinely engage in fraud and that 
Department employees do not accurately determine eligibility. These assumptions are refuted 
by the fact that Montana has a very low Payment Error Rate Measurement (PERM) for eligibility 
determinations. Montana's PERM rate is 0.40% (.004) compared to the national PERM of 2.67 
percent. 


The Department already requires written verification from reliable sources of all factors on 
which eligibility is based, such as identity citizenship, income and resources. The Department 
does not accept self-declarations by applicants as verification except when this is required by 
federal law, such as in the case of presumptive eligibility for Children's Health Insurance 
Program (CHIP). 


SB 148 also puts the Department in the untenable position of attempting to comply with 
conflicting federal and state laws. Section 3 of SB 148 requires the Department to verify 
applicants’ and recipients’ identity information against a number of state and federal databases. 
Federal law restricts the use of some federal databases for specific purposes. 


Perhaps the most troubling problem with SB 148 is that it unfairly stigmatizes our fellow 
Montanans who are elderly, disabled and poor. Instead of striving for cost savings from more 
efficient and effective program administration, SB 148 makes it more difficult for Montana's 
most vulnerable citizens to apply for and understand our programs that exist to assist them. 


SB 148 is an expensive solution to a problem that does not exist. For these reasons, | veto SB 
148.

SB 149 authorizes "direct primary care provider plans," under which physicians charge patients 
prepaid fees for primary health care instead of billing claims under the patient's insurance 
policy. The bill exempts these plans from the Insurance Code and includes certain disclosures 
the provider must make. 


Direct primary care provider plans offer little or no added value to most consumers. They 
charge fees for treatments already covered by a consumer's health insurance, such as 
preventative care that insurance covers at no out-of-pocket cost to the consumer. Moreover, 
many insurance policies already offer flat-fee office visits similar to wnat SB 149 contemplates. 


SB 149 has been touted as cutting insurance-related administrative expenses. Yet the bill does 
not prevent providers from selling these plans to some patients while accepting insurance for 
others -meaning the provider carries the same insurance-related overhead, but receives 
another income stream at the consumer's expense. SB 149 is bad for Montanans, because it 
allows providers to charge unnecessary fees for service already covered by insurance and fails 
to deliver the administrative savings it promises.

| support the creation of a voluntary online directory of publicly-funded in-home health care 
agencies. In fact, the Department of Public Health and Human Services (DPHHS) recently 
promulgated new Community First Choice rules that will allow Montana to provide additional 
information to consumers about both agency-directed and self-directed in-home health care 
services. DPHHS plans to develop an online directory that will assist Montanans in making 
informed decisions about service options for themselves and their family members. SB 276 is 
not necessary for the creation of such a directory. 


Unfortunately, New Section 1(5) of SB 276 would prohibit the DPHHS from collecting 
information about workers who provide these publicly-funded services. This prohibition mirrors 
the prohibition contained in Senate Bill 277 (SB 277), which | vetoed on April 10, 2015. 


The state has an interest in adequately assessing and evaluating the quality, stability and 
sustainability of the workforce providing publicly-funded in-home services. An important first 
step in understanding this vital workforce is gathering basic information about the people who 
provide such services and determining whether background checks have been conducted. 
Montana is one of only nine states that do not currently require background checks for home 
health care workers. While our state’s rules do not go that far, they are a modest first step in 
better understanding this vital segment of our workforce and in helping to protect both the 
families being served and the workers themselves. The prohibition in SB 276 on collecting 
information about persons who provide in-home care for aging Montanans would prevent the 
state from fulfilling this important interest. 


| remain committed to evaluating workforce availability and sustainability, enhancing 
comparative information available to consumers, and improving the consistency and quality of 
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care available to Montanans. SB 276 inhibits rather than supports the state’s ability to advance 
these goals.

SB 376 provides that state agencies may use recovered indirect costs for operating expenses, 
such as infrastructure and maintenance, but may not use recovered funds for compensation 
increases or bonuses outside the legislatively authorized pay plan. Current law requires that 
state agencies receiving non-general funds negotiate reimbursement for indirect costs. Indirect 
costs are the costs for services that benefit more than one agency or program and that are not 
readily assignable to the agency or program specifically benefitting. 


The bill allows for the use of indirect costs for "operating expenses, such as infrastructure and 
maintenance.” This is problematic because while certain operating costs are allowable, capital 
expenses for infrastructure are not typically allowed as an indirect cost according to federal cost 
principles. The bill could put state government in conflict with federal requirements when 
negotiating indirect cost reimbursement amounts and methodologies. Further, the bill could 
create pay inequities for employees doing the same work but who are paid from an indirect cost 
plan as opposed to the general fund or some other source. 
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For these reasons, | veto SB 376.

BUSINESS HEALTH INSURANCE POOL; SHIFTING THE AUTHORITY OF THE BOARD OF 
DIRECTORS OF THE SMALL BUSINESS HEALTH INSURANCE POOL TO THE INSURANCE 
COMMISSIONER; REMOVING AUTHORITY TO SEEK A FEDERAL WAIVER FOR MEDICAID 
MATCHING FUNDS; APPROPRIATING 9% OF PREMIUM TAX TO FUND THE INSURE 
MONTANA PROGRAM; AMENDING SECTIONS 33-2-708, 33-22-1815, 33-22-1816, 33-22- 
2001, 33-22-2002, 33-22-2005, 33-22-2006, 33-22-2007, 33-22-2008, 33-22-2009, 53-2-217, 
AND 53-6-1201, MCA; REPEALING SECTIONS 33-22-2003, 33-22-2004, AND 53-2-216, 
MCA; AND PROVIDING EFFECTIVE DATES.” 


SB 99 would fund the small business health insurance program with $20 million of general fund 
dollars. Simply put, SB 99 spends too much to cover too few Montanans. As Governor, | 
manage the state’s tax dollars with an eye toward fiscal responsibility, not unlike Montana’s 
small business owners. SB 99 is fiscally irresponsible when other options are available for 
employers and employees to procure health insurance. Insure Montana currently provides 
subsidies to a little over 1,000 businesses at a cost of approximately $10 million per year, which 
comes to approximately $10,000 per business. 


The program is administered on a first-come, first-served basis — benefiting the businesses that 
were first in line but leaving others to manage health care costs on their own. 


The program has not expanded its waiting list for years, and this bill does nothing to address 
clearing the waiting list. In fact, by changing the eligibility criteria to participate from businesses 
with up to nine employees to those with up to 25 employees, SB 99 will actually increase the 
number of businesses on the waiting list. 


SB 99 is not a wise use of taxpayer dollars and provides a benefit to a very small percentage of 
businesses. As introduced, SB 99 would have created a Montana solution to helping small 
businesses afford health insurance. However, the amendments placed on the bill removed a 
new, dedicated source of funding to continue and expand the program to more businesses 
without using general fund dollars for the program. It is unfortunate the original version of SB 99 
did not make it to my desk. Through the State’s budget bill, HB 2, | have worked out a bi- 
partisan compromise, agreed to by both Democrats and Republicans, which will continue 
coverage for those participating in the program through December of 2015. 


In 2016, small businesses and employees on the program can join the thousands of other 
Montana small businesses and employees who already have the option of finding health 
insurance coverage and tax credits on Montana’s health insurance marketplace.

INFORMATION IS OPTIONAL; CLARIFYING THAT CERTAIN INFORMATION ON BIRTH 
CERTIFICATES IS OPTIONAL AND REQUIRING A PARENT'S CONSENT BEFORE THAT 
INFORMATION IS PROVIDED ON THE PARENT'S BEHALF; AND AMENDING SECTIONS 
50-15-124 AND 50-15-221, MCA" 


The State of Montana, as do all 50 states, follows the National Center for Health Statistics 
recommendations regarding data elements collected in birth records. In so doing, we assure 
uniformity of vital record information collected across the United States. While little of the 
information gathered by these forms is specifically required by state or federal law, DPHHS has 
been able to rely upon data from multiple sources in order ensure accurate monitoring of a 
variety of health topics to: 


| Document the health status of Montana residents and selected subgroups. 

| Track the impact of major policy initiatives and offer quantitative support of those 
programs. 

! Identify disparities in health status and use of health care by race/ethnicity, 
socio-economic status, and other population characteristics and geographic 
regions. 

! Monitor trends in health indicators. 


This activity has allowed DPHHS to identify preventable risks and adverse conditions among 
mothers and infants statewide, and implement and evaluate prevention actions to address 
these risks and adverse conditions. Aggregate data from the birth records is also used by local 
and Tribal Health Departments, clinical providers, and hospitals to identify and implement public 
health and clinical actions to improve the health of mothers and infants served in local areas. 


The introduction of an affirmative consent requirement to gather health and demographic in 
birth record forms and emphasizing the optional nature of data fields in other forms, anecdotal 
evidence tells us that the quality of larger body of information we amass will be detrimentally 
impacted. This impact can be particularly troublesome in conducting public health surveillance 
of rare conditions and other indicators that implicate small sample sets. 
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SB 217 would require that affirmative consent be obtained in order to gather certain data from 
birth records. By becoming the only state in the union that does not track the National Center 
for Health Statistics recommendations regarding data elements collected in birth records, we 
jeopardize our ability to accurately monitor and address the ever-changing health needs of our 
population. 


Because SB 217 potentially reduces our ability to protect public health, | respectfully request 
that you sustain my veto.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby veto Senate Bill 280 (SB 280), "AN ACT REVISING LAWS 
REGARDING THE LIABILITY OF REGULATED LENDERS FOR CERTAIN TRANSACTIONS 
CONDUCTED THROUGH WRITTEN DOCUMENTS; AND AMENDING SECTION 31-1-116, 
MCA." 


SB 280 is one of two bills that were promulgated in response to a Montana Supreme Court 
decision holding Bank of America liable for fraudulent statements to struggling homeowners, 
Morrow v. Bank of America, 2014 MT 117. As | stated in my veto letter for the companion bill, 
Senate Bill 281, as Attorney General, | participated in litigation against five of the biggest banks, 
including Bank of America, that alleged that these institutions routinely violated state and 
federal law and engaged in deceptive practices. In February of 2012, | joined a landmark 
agreement that held these banks financially liable and imposed national standards to protect 
consumers from future abuse. In the process, my office handled hundreds of complaints by 
Montana homeowners who had been mistreated and deceived by the large, national banks. | 
also heard from Montana bankers who were frustrated by the way some of their borrowers were 
treated by the national banks, after their home loans were sold on the secondary mortgage 
market. 


| recognize that SB 280 was amended to narrow its scope and impact; it does not apply to loans 
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secured solely by a trust indenture on a single family residential real property that is owned and 
occupied by the borrower. However, there are many other types of secured loans, some of 
which are secured by a trust indenture. These include, for example, small business properties, 
rental properties, agricultural lands, timberlands, manufactured homes, homes on more than 40 
acres, loans for purchases of high cost vehicles or equipment, operating lines of credit, or other 
business loans. For all of these types of loans, SB 280 would prohibit any action in tort or 
contract that is not based on a writing signed by a regulated lender. 


As with respect to its companion bill, SB 280 sweeps too broadly. The bill's proponents 
misapprehend the effect of the Supreme Court's decision in Morrow. | do not believe that 
Montana banks and credit unions engage in the type of conduct that was at issue in the Morrow 
case, and there was no evidence introduced in the legislative process that would suggest that 
to be the case. The changes proposed by 280 are, therefore, not necessary to protect Montana 
lenders.

AT-FAULT THIRD PARTY FOR MEDICAL CLAIMS REGARDLESS OF WHETHER DAMAGE 
AWARDS EXCEED A COMBINATION OF WORKERS' COMPENSATION BENEFITS AND 
THIRD-PARTY SETTLEMENTS; AMENDING SECTION 39-71-414, MCA; AND PROVIDING 
AN EFFECTIVE DATE." 


SB 288 changes the law governing subrogation in workers compensation cases where the 
injured worker recovers damages in a third-party liability case. The bill would allow the workers 
compensation insurer to recover medical payments made on behalf of the injured worker, 
regardless of whether the injured worker suffers damages in excess of the workers 
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compensation benefits and third party recovery combined. 


The effect of SB 288 in many cases would be to cause harm to a worker who has suffered 
serious, life-altering injuries. And, even in cases involving less serious injuries, given the low 
limits of our mandatory insurance liability law, an injured worker will often be left 
undercompensated for their injuries and damages due to the effects of SB 288's changes in 
subrogation law. 


The primary concern expressed by proponents of SB 288 is the effect that high cost injuries 
have on their "mod factor" - the modification factor used to calculate employers' premium rates. 
The mod factors may also adversely affect employers’ abilities to get contracts with some 
companies and governmental entities. While these are serious and legitimate concerns, SB 
288 does not directly address those concerns. | believe efforts should be made in the coming 
interim to identify ways to address the legitimate concerns of employers, without inequitably 
harming the rights of injured employees to obtain full legal redress for their injuries. Therefore, 
| will direct the Commissioner of Labor and Industries and other members of my administration 
to work with the Labor Management Advisory Council and other stakeholders to identify 
possible alternative ways of addressing the concerns underlying SB 288.

As a father, husband, and son, | stand firmly opposed to restrictions on a woman's ability to 
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make deeply personal medical decisions in consultation with her medical provider, family 
members, and spiritual leaders. As elected officials, we should all be working together to 
expand access to health care services in Montana. Unfortunately, SB 349 and several other 
bills proposed this session seek to do just the opposite. 


Instead of focusing on solutions that help women and families in Montana, SB 349 attempts to 
score political and ideological points at the expense of women's health. Currently, insurance 
policies on the exchange offer a wide range of reproductive and pregnancy-related services, 
including medically necessary abortions. SB 349 forces insurance companies to offer plans 
that exclude abortion services except in extraordinary circumstances when the life of the mother 
is endangered. A women's health care coverage should be comprehensive; in consultation with 
her doctor, she is legally entitled to make determinations about health risks associated with her 
pregnancy. 


Although SB 349 supporters would like to claim that consumers should have a choice between 
plans that cover medically necessary abortions and those that do not, the truth is that it is 
impossible for families to anticipate in advance unforeseen and unexpected events. Under this 
bill, a woman could be faced with any number of medical emergencies and find herself without 
the coverage she needs to make the best decision for herself and her family. 


Furthermore, SB 349 would create additional administrative burdens and costs for insurance 
companies, potentially doubling the number of insurance products on the exchange, and 
ultimately leading to increased costs for consumers. 

Montana's elected officials have no business substituting their personal beliefs for the sound 
medical judgment of our healthcare professionals or the deeply personal medical decisions of 
their constituents. 

For these reasons, | veto SB 349.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby veto Senate Bill 371 (SB 371), "AN ACT REVISING TENANT 
NONCOMPLIANCE AND TERMINATION LAWS; REVISING NOTICE REQUIREMENTS FOR 
A LANDLORD TO TERMINATE AN AGREEMENT; DETERMINING WHEN A TENANCY IS A 
PURPOSEFUL HOLDOVER BASED ON TERMINATION OF AN AGREEMENT; ALLOWING A 
LANDLORD TO COLLECT CERTAIN PENALTIES AND TREBLE DAMAGES WHEN 
AGREEMENTS ARE TERMINATED; REVISING HOLDOVER REMEDIES; REDUCING THE 
TIME FOR FILING AN ANSWER; ALLOWING A LANDLORD DEFAULT JUDGMENT UNDER 
CERTAIN CIRCUMSTANCES; AND AMENDING SECTIONS 70-24-422, 70-24-429, 70-33-422, 
70-33-429, AND 70-33-433, MCA." 


SB 371 makes several changes to landlord-tenant law which could result in unjust outcomes for 
tenants facing unexpected or difficult circumstances. Under existing law, landlords have the 
right to terminate a rental agreement for a variety of reasons. In some instances, landlords are 
entitled to treble damages. SB 371 adds to the reasons a landlord may terminate an 
agreement, including failure to pay any fees and penalties that a landlord may stack on top of 
the rent and utility obligations of a tenant. The bill provides for automatic termination of a rental 
agreement if rent, fees, penalties or utility bills are not paid within 3 days of notice of 
nonpayment from the landlord, and deems the tenant a purposeful holdover for the purpose of 
allowing treble damages. The bill also shortens the time for a tenant to answer a landlord's 
legal action for possession from 10 days to three days. Further, SB 371 eliminates the 
requirement that a landlord notice of noncompliance to a tenant explicitly state the date the 
rental agreement will terminate if the tenant does not come into compliance. The elimination of 
this language from a notice of noncompliance makes it more likely a tenant will be subject to 
fees, penalties, and actions for eviction. 


SB 371 is simply too harsh. A tenant who loses a job or has a medical emergency could swiftly 
find themselves looking at treble damages in addition to penalties and fees in excess of any late 
rent payment. The provision for automatic termination of rental agreements, followed by an 
action for treble damages, will invariably result in great injustice in certain circumstances. 
Automatic termination also deprives landlords of flexibility in working out resolutions with 
tenants who find themselves in unexpected and difficult circumstances. The shortening of the 
response times to landlord actions for possession is further designed to ensure default 
decisions and eviction. 


Existing law provides adequate recourse for landlords against holdover tenants. SB 371 
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unreasonably favors landlords and will result in unjust outcomes for tenants. 
For these reasons, | veto SB 371.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby veto Senate 160 (SB 160), "AN ACT PROVIDING ADDITIONAL 
DEFINITIONS OF A NATURAL CONDITION OF A STREAM; AND AMENDING SECTION 
75-5-306, MCA." 


Section 75-5-306 of the water quality act generally provides that the Department of 
Environmental Quality (DEQ) may not require the treatment of effluent to a condition that is 
purer than the natural condition of the receiving stream. It also defines the term "natural." SB 
160 adds to that definition as a separate category of natural the "nonanthropogenic condition" 
of the stream. The express concern to be addressed by SB 160 is to clarify that 
"nonanthropogenic condition" is a subset of "natural." 


Today I'm signing Senate Bill 325 (SB 325). | do so in the firm belief that this bill will strengthen 
the ability of DEQ to protect water quality. In this context, SB 325 does two things: first, SB 325 
requires that the water quality standard for a stream may not be more stringent than the 
nonanthropogenic condition of that stream; second, and for those streams where the 
nonanthropogenic condition of the stream is the water quality standard, the bill expressly 
requires DEQ to act to protect downstream water quality, which by definition includes 
downstream uses. 


| am vetoing SB 160 for three reasons. First, the sponsor's purpose in introducing SB 160, 
which was to place in the Montana Water Quality Act a provision that more closely tracks the 
federal Clean Water Act, is achieved by passage of SB 325. 


Second, under SB 325, when the existing standard is more stringent than the 
"nonanthropogenic condition" of the receiving stream, that condition becomes the standard. 
However, that is just the starting point. If more stringent limits are necessary to protect 
downstream water quality standards, DEQ must impose those more stringent limits in the 
permitting process. Thus, whether or not the "nonanthropogenic condition" is part of "natural’ is 
irrelevant, and SB 160 is unnecessary. 


Furthermore, passage of both SB 160 and SB 325 would confuse the law. SB 325 deals very 
specifically with situations in which a water quality standard is more stringent than the 
nonanthropogenic condition of the stream. Section 75-5-306, which SB 160 amends, is a more 
general statute that deals with a broader range of situations. To expressly include 
nonanthropogenic conditions in Section 75-5-306 would create confusion as to how 
nonanthropogenic condition standards are to be implemented. 
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For these reasons, | veto SB 160.

| do so in the firm belief that this bill will strengthen the ability of the Department of 
Environmental Quality (DEQ) to protect water quality. SB 325 does three things: 


First, SB 325 requires that the water quality standard for a stream may not be more stringent 
than the condition of that stream as it existed without human disturbance ("nonanthropogenic 
condition"). This not only makes sense, but provides clarity as well. 


Second, and for those streams where SB 325 is applicable, the bill expressly requires DEQ to 
protect downstream water quality: "The department shall implement the standard in a manner 
that provides for the attainment and the maintenance of the water quality standards for 
downstream waters." By definition, water quality standards protect uses, so protecting those 
standards downstream will protect the uses downstream. 


This language also clarifies current law. As it stands now, a discharger could argue that a 
permit cannot require treatment purer than the nonanthropogenic condition even if that is 
necessary to protect downstream water quality. SB 325 expressly eliminates that argument. 
Third, SB 325 allows DEQ to issue to a discharger a temporary variance when a receiving 
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stream exceeds water quality standards due to upstream pollution, rather than forcing cleanup 
by downstream parties not responsible for that pollution. This will fix a significant problem faced 
by many communities across the state. 


It is worth noting that none of this will happen without extensive public involvement, as the 
Board of Environmental Review sets out to determine the nonanthropogenic condition of 
streams, and DEQ proceeds to consider discharge permits for those waterways. SB 325 
provides more clarity and direction, strengthening DEQ's hand to protect both water quality and 
downstream water users.

SB 171 is a significant rewrite of the Montana system of income taxation. Simplification is a 
laudable goal, but unfortunately SB 171 raises more issues than it resolves. Montana’s system 
of income taxation is generally recognized as stable, progressive, and fair. Montana’s tax 
system also receives high marks for being fair and business friendly when compared with other 
states. And, while it certainly can be improved, we need to ensure that changes minimize any 
harm. In my view that standard is not met by SB 171. 


First, SB 171 will raise income taxes for approximately 17 percent or 75,000 of Montana’s 
income taxpayers. Second, the bill sunsets the Energy Conservation Credit, the Geothermal 
Heating System Credit and the Alternative Energy System Credit, which are widely used and 
play an important role in encouraging taxpayers to reduce fossil fuel reliance and meet air 
quality standards. This elimination is partially justified by a promise of replacing these credits 
with a grant program in the next legislative session. This promise, however, is dependent upon 
future legislative action that may not come to pass. Finally, at a cost of close to 30 million over 
the next two years, SB 171 will have a significant negative effect on balancing our budget and 
maintaining a sound ending fund balance. 


For these reasons | veto SB 171.

THE DEPARTMENT OF FISH, WILDLIFE, AND PARKS REGARDING SUSTAINABLE 
POPULATION NUMBERS FOR BIG GAME AND THE POSTSEASON HUNTS; AMENDING 
SECTIONS 87-1-201, 87-1-301, 87-1-321, 87-1-323, 87-1-324, 87-1-325, 87-2-501, AND 87-2- 
513, MCA; AND PROVIDING AN IMMEDIATE EFFECTIVE DATE.” 


SB 245 is unnecessary. The Fish and Wildlife Commission (Commission) currently possesses 
the authority to implement the sort of elk harvest management option represented in SB 245. 
Placing such a provision in statute may inadvertently constrain new harvest management 
options, and interfere with an ongoing, comprehensive review and implementation of new tools 
for addressing elk population concerns. 


The Department of Fish, Wildlife and Parks (FWP) and the Commission understand the 
concerns over elk populations that are exceeding established objectives. They are also fully 
mindful that the current season structure has not been as effective as is necessary. In 
response to my mandate for improving landowner, agency, and sportsmen relationships, FWP 
has initiated a comprehensive effort to assess the current elk harvest tools available, to review 
and apply lessons from management experience and research to date, and to develop new and 
innovative tools to better address over objective populations. This ongoing constituent and 
landowner-based effort to identify better options (including “shoulder seasons” where 
appropriate) is the preferred method for reaching a full understanding of both public and 
landowner needs and expectations. 


| am very sensitive to balancing the interests of landowners and sportsmen, which are 
unfortunately too often portrayed as a zero sum game. Working in good faith with landowners, 
sportsmen, and other stakeholders associated with our wildlife resources is a critical component 
of providing effective wildlife management in our state. | am directing FWP to step up its efforts 
to work with affected landowners to mitigate impacts and allow for greater elk harvest and 
public opportunity, and will ask the Private Lands/Public Wildlife Council to work with FWP and 
the Commission to take up this issue for further public discussion and to assist in providing 
recommendations. | also fully expect that FWP will keep the interim Environmental Quality 
Council apprised of these efforts and their measured effectiveness. 
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For these reasons, | veto SB 245.

WILD BUFFALO OR WILD BISON TO MEET CERTAIN CONDITIONS; AMENDING 
SECTIONS 7-1-111, 76-1-605, 81-2-120, AND 87-1-216, MCA; AND PROVIDING AN 
IMMEDIATE EFFECTIVE DATE AND AN APPLICABILITY DATE.” 


SB 284 sets a dangerous precedent by supplanting the state’s management of its fish and 
wildlife with county regulation. Montana’s wildlife is held in trust for all citizens of the state, not 
just those citizens of a particular county. Management by political boundary may have little 
connection to how fish and wildlife actually use a landscape or waterway. This is reflected in 
current statutes, such as section 7-1-111(12), MCA. 


By statute, the Department of Fish, Wildlife and Parks (FWP) is required to follow a thorough, 
comprehensive, and very public process in determining if and where brucellosis-free bison 
could be transplanted or relocated within the state. Many of the concerns and issues that are to 
be expressly considered and addressed by FWP (and the state veterinarian) in any 
management plan include those same concerns that county commissions would be charged 
with addressing under SB 284. In addition, FWP is required, at a minimum, to hold a public 
hearing in the affected county or counties. There is nothing in those statutes that prohibits an 
affected county from engaging in additional processes as it sees fit, and providing FWP with its 
recommendations. But an absolute veto right over FWP’s determinations renders the state law 
provisions meaningless. 


To further the public engagement around these issues | have asked FWP to make deliberate 
efforts to go well beyond the statutory requirements to engage interested stakeholders, and | 
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believe that this approach is providing valuable opportunities for Montanans to have meaningful 
dialogue. 


We have successfully relocated brucellosis-free Yellowstone bison to tribal lands managed by 
the Fort Peck Assiniboine and Sioux Tribes, and the Fort Belknap Assiniboine and Gros Ventre 
Tribes, and | am proud of those efforts. This legislation does not include any tribal consultation, 
which may impact those Tribes who have established their own herds. Tribal governments are 
sovereign nations, with broad authority over the lands and wildlife within their boundaries. Any 
comparison to county governments, which are political subdivisions of the state, misses the 
mark. 


Nevertheless, if and when FWP finds that relocating bison to a particular place is appropriate, it 
would be reasonable to expect FWP to work closely with any affected county to consider the 
county’s concerns. 


| vetoed a similar bill in 2013 and requested that FWP do more to work cooperatively with 
Montana counties and tribes. | believe the department is working hard to meet that expectation. 


For these reasons, | veto SB 284.

403, 87-6-404, 87-6-405, 87-6-411, AND 87-6-904, MCA.” 
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SB 334, by changing the definition of game animal, has the potential to alter the very foundation 
of wildlife management in Montana. The reach of this bill goes deep into administrative 
regulations and policies that have been embedded in wildlife management for decades. A 
change like that proposed by SB 334 deserves a comprehensive conversation involving 
professionals and constituents alike that focuses on the necessity of such a fundamental shift, 
viewed against the existing substantive management by the Montana Department of Fish, 
Wildlife and Parks. 


Because that conversation did not occur, unintended consequences to existing management 
practices were discovered late in the process, requiring multiple lengthy amendments. These 
amendments further complicated the real intent and value of this legislation. It is likely that 
other unintended consequences will be discovered if SB 334 becomes law. 


For these reasons, | veto SB 334.

ASSESSED BY THE DEPARTMENT OF LABOR AND INDUSTRY AND PROFESSIONAL 
LICENSING BOARDS; PROVIDING AN APPROPRIATION; AND PROVIDING AN EFFECTIVE 
DATE AND A TERMINATION DATE,” which, except for one line-item veto, | have signed into 
law. 


SB 390 requires the Economic Affairs Interim Committee to conduct a study of the fees 
charged by the Department of Labor and Industry to licensing boards. The study must include 
all fees incurred, calculated or charged that are related to licensing and renewals; compliance, 
inspections and audits; legal and enforcement efforts; and direct costs, indirect costs and legal 
costs. The study will determine if the costs are commensurate for the services provided and if 
the services provided add value to the work of the boards and contribute to public safety. 


As Governor, | may line-item veto the following items in an appropriations bill: (1) a specific 
appropriation contained in the bill; (2) a condition that limits the use to which an appropriation 
may be put but only if the appropriation to which it is attached is vetoed as well; and (3) a rider. 
My line-item veto strikes the $7,000 appropriation from SB 390, because the Legislature has 
the resources needed to support the interim study without increased funding. Under HB 2, $1.3 
million is appropriated to support legislative committees and activities during the interim, 
including studies of the kind required under SB 390. 


For these reasons, | sign SB 390 into law with the exception of Section 2.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby veto Senate Bill 138 (SB 138), “AN ACT PROVIDING CERTAIN 
LEGAL PROTECTIONS FOR PRIVATE EMPLOYERS, EDUCATIONAL PROGRAMS OR 
INSTITUTIONS, AND PRIVATE LANDLORDS REGARDING EMPLOYMENT OF, 
ENROLLMENT OF, OR RENTAL TO INDIVIDUALS WHO HAVE CRIMINAL BACKGROUNDS; 
PROVIDING FOR A REHABILITATION CERTIFICATE AS A PRESUMPTION OF 
REHABILITATION; AMENDING SECTION 37-1-203, MCA; AND PROVIDING AN IMMEDIATE 
EFFECTIVE DATE AND A RETROACTIVE APPLICABILITY DATE.” 


SB 138 extends liability protection to private employers, educational institutions and landlords 
that hire, accept, or rent to individuals with criminal records, if certain requirements are met. 
The purpose of the bill is to reduce recidivism by making it easier for individuals convicted of an 
offense to re-enter society. 


While | support the intent of this bill, it creates immunities that are too sweeping and leaves 
basic questions unanswered about its implementation. The immunity conferred to educational 
institutions and landlords is very broad, and arguably applies to any acts committed by a 
student or tenant regardless of whether the educational institution or landlord Knew or should 
have known an individual would commit a tortious act. Further, | am concerned by a grant of 
immunity from liability that follows from accepting false or incomplete information about 
someone’s criminal background. Under this bill, an employer, landlord or school official that 
has specific knowledge about a person, but who obtains false or incomplete information from 
that person as to their criminal background, is completely immunized from any liability due to 
that person’s subsequent conduct. Further, it is unclear who is responsible for responding to an 
individual’s petition for a rehabilitation certificate. There is also no guidance as to what 
constitutes a valid certificate of completion from a correctional institution. What constitutes an 
offense “not related to the employment” is very ambiguous. 


| agree with the supporters of this bill that we need to take steps to reduce recidivism and 
encourage the successful re-entry of offenders into society. However, SB 138 is too broad in 
its scope, and too general in its language for successful implementation. 

For these reasons, | veto SB 138.

DISABILITIES FACILITY TO A CORRECTIONAL FACILITY; ALLOWING A PERSON WHO IS 
TRANSFERRED TO A CORRECTIONAL FACILITY AFTER A REVIEW AND HEARING 
PROCESS TO APPEAL THE DECISION TO A DISTRICT COURT JUDGE; REQUIRING THAT 
CERTAIN MENTAL HEALTH TREATMENT BE PROVIDED TO A PERSON TRANSFERRED

FACILITY IS NOT BEST MEETING THE PERSON’S CUSTODY, CARE, AND TREATMENT 
NEEDS; AND AMENDING SECTION 46-14-312, MCA.” 


Senate Bill 316 creates a new hearing process for the transfer to a correctional facility of guilty 
but mentally ill (GBMI) inmates who have been committed to the custody of the state. This bill 
attempts to “fix” a process that is rarely used and when it is, has been determined by the courts 
to be legal and fair. It puts procedures in place that put the safety of staff and patients in these 
health care facilities at risk and fails to recognize the recommendations and expertise of 
treatment professionals. If SB 316 became law, Montana would be the only state in the country 
to provide an additional hearing in order to place GBMI patients and inmates into a correctional 
facility when acute care is no longer clinically required. 


Under current law, while the Department of Public Health and Human Services (DPHHS) 
director has statutory authority over placement and transfer of GBMI inmates, the director 
makes these decisions only after considering the recommendations of professionals who 
evaluate and treat the inmates, including a forensic psychiatrist. If they feel a transfer is 
indicated, the treatment team makes a recommendation to the Forensic Review Board (FRB), a 
panel of professionals not directly involved with the inmate’s care. If the FRB concurs with the 
recommendation, it will send a detailed report to the director that includes information about the 
inmate’s history, evaluations, hospital course and justification for the transfer recommendation. 
Only after this process can the director make the decision to transfer a GBMI inmate to a 
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correctional facility. This is a rare event — in fact, over the last five years, it has happened an 
average of three times per year. 


The few instances of transfers to correctional facilities from the Montana State Hospital (MSH) 
and even fewer instances of transfers back to MSH are an indication that the current system is 
resulting in placements that are legal, fair and based on the treatment and custody needs of the 
inmate. SB 316 adds an additional and costly taxpayer-funded hearing to second guess the 
recommendations of the inmate treating professionals. It gives GBMI inmates special rights 
after they have already received full due process of law when they were found guilty, sentenced 
and had the right to appeal. 


SB 316 also places the patients and MSH staff at risk by giving prisoners 30 days’ notice of the 
proposed transfer hearing and copies of the evidence relied on to support the transfer, including 
names of the team members who may have recommended their transfer. Furthermore, there 
are currently 55 inmates in a forensic wing built for 32. Unfortunately, despite my 
recommendations, the Legislature did not address this crisis. Given the capacity issues and the 
environment of the forensic wing at MSH, this is a significant safety risk and one that | am not 
willing to take on behalf of the staff and patients there. When a convicted patient’s treatment 
team, an independent panel of professionals, and the DPHHS director all agree that an 
individual no longer needs acute-level mental health treatment, that individual can and should 
return to the appropriate correctional institution for the completion of their sentence. 


For these reasons, | veto SB 316.

RECOMMENDED PROJECTS TO THE SUBCOMMITTEE; ALLOWING OTHER 
ORGANIZATIONS TO PROVIDE A LIST OF RECOMMENDED PROJECTS TO THE

Montana’s coal trust and coal sub-trusts are the result of thoughtful and deliberate financial 
planning to provide for the long-term fiscal stability of the State of Montana. The trust is a 
financial legacy set in our Constitution with the benefits dedicated to all Montanans to share 
forever. While | can appreciate the intent of SB 354 to leverage existing trust resources for 
infrastructure investment, the bill is unworkable for both financial and operational reasons and 
does not offer any funding assistance until 2017. 


Financially, SB 354 diverts ongoing money for several years from the Montana Public Employee 
Retirement System, which was made actuarially sound during the 2013 legislative session 
without raising taxes. It also permanently diverts earnings from the state’s general fund with 
the loss growing exponentially every year, impacting essential services. 


Operationally, SB 354 creates new deadlines for local and state entities to adhere to and it fails 
to leverage existing resources contained within the current trust- supported programs of the 
Departments of Commerce and Natural Resources and Conservation. Further, SB 354 would 
create legislative review requirements which are duplicative and inefficient. Even more 
problematic, the bill would put politicians with their own agendas in charge of ranking 
infrastructure projects, rather than civil servants ranking projects in an apolitical and unbiased 
manner based on need. Finally, the bill does not provide for immediate funding assistance and 
does not address Montana’s urgent infrastructure needs. 


The Legislature had no appetite for the “Build Montana” program proposed in my executive 
budget. Knowing the critical importance of a comprehensive infrastructure bill for Montana, | 
continued to work with a bi-partisan coalition to develop a proposal that would garner the 
support of the Legislature and begin addressing the pressing infrastructure needs throughout 
the state. A handful of House members did not join me or their fellow legislators in supporting 
our compromise bill SB 416, instead voting to block its passage. SB 354 is not an acceptable 
substitute for SB 416. 


| commend Senator Ripley for attempting to develop a long-term plan for infrastructure 


development. However, SB 354 does not meet Montana’s immediate needs, undoes our 
pension fix, and drains the general fund.
